if health either maintained, or recovered be good * then Phy. 

ſick, whoſe chief end is to maintain and recover health, muſ 
needs be good alſo. If good governmentpublickly, and peace- 

able enjying of our own privately, be a good thing, and to be 

commended then the Law, for that it reſpeeth Juſtice in 

all aftions, and quietneſs, as his chief end, mul needs like- 

wiſe be good,and deſerve the like commendation. Aud as there 

be many things, which for this ſelf ſame Reaſon that [have 

now alledged, are to be accounted good, and praiſe-worthy 

in their kind : $0, I think there is no man ſo far from Rea 

ſon, but that he ſeeth, by the ſelf ſame Argument it muſt 
needs be inforced, that though many Arts and $ ciences bt 

good, for that their ends be good: yet ſome one there is, that 

is to be accounted as beſt, for that its end is beſt, The chit 

end of Man in this World, what it is, I think no Chriſtian 

man ſo ſlenderly inſtrufed, that he maketh any doubt thererf.

He was appointed of God to be 
GN Moſes Interpreter, and alſo his Prophet, 
what time as God lent Moſes toPharaoh, 
to pour out his plagues upon him. He took Eliſaba the 
daughter of 4m7inadab of theTribe of F#da,to wife. Hewas 
the rſt High-prieſt of the Fews. And left(with Har)to go- 
vern the People in the abſence of eMoſes, while he was in 
the Mount with God. And in the mean time thePeople(be- 
ing yet infected with the Idolatry of Egypr) cried out a- 
gunſt Aron to make them gods to go before them. Then

with the Tables of God in his hand, and drawing near 
to the Hoſt, he ſaw the Calf, and the people dancing 
before it. Which ſight ſo kindled the wrath of Moſes and 
grieved his heart ſo fore, that he threw the Tables out 
of his hands, took the Calf and burnt it in the Fire, and 
ſtampt it all into powder and aſhes, which he threw in- 
to the water, and forced the People to drink it. Then he 
demanded of Aaroz, what the people did to him, that he 
had brought ſo great a ſin upon them. Aaroz ſaid : Let 
not the wrath of my Lord wax fierce, thou knoweſt the 
people that they are ſet on miſchief. For they ſaid un- 
to me, make us gods to go before us, for we wot not 
what is become of Moſes, the Man that brought us out of 
Egypr. Then lrequired to have their Gold and Jewels, 
which they brought unto me,and Idid caſt them into the 
Fire, and thereof came out this Calf. Moſes then under- 
ſtanding the matter, commanded the Children of Levi to 
fall upon thel[dolaters,and {ew of them about three thou- 
ſand perſons. After this, it came to pals that 4aro» and. 
Miriam his Siſter, did grudge againft their Brother Moſes 
becauſe he had taken an Erhiopian to Wite, ſaying on this. 
wiſe: Hath the Lord indeed ſpoken only through Mo- 
ſes? and hath he not ſpoken alſo by us? The Lord not 
content with this their contemning of Moſes authority,. 
was ſore diſpleaſed, and ſtroke M:riam with a foul Le: 
proſie. Which fo much diſcomforted 4aron,to lee his Si- 
ſer ſofoully arrayed and disfigured;that he humbled him- 
ſelf to Moſes, and ſaid: Alas my Lord, I beſeech theg 
put not the fin upon us, which we have fooliſhly com- 
mitted and finned. Oh,let her not be as one dead,of whom 
the fleſh» is half conſumed, when he cometh out of his 
Mothers womb.

under his Arm-holes, to keep the Cords from hurtin 
and fretting his Arms in ptilling up. Now, for this his 
kindneſs ſhewed on Feremy, and truſt that he had in the 
Lord, he was delivered from captivity, and ſaved from 
the hands of Nabachodoroſor, at the deſtruction of Feruſe- 
lem, when others periſhed. 

Abel was the Son of Adam, born of his Mother 
Eve, next after Cain, He was a _ of Sheep and 
wholly dedicated to vertue and godlinels. In all his ob- 
lations, he ever gave of the beſt things he had. Which,of 
the Lord was greatly accepted. And therefore Cauz (per- 
ceiving his Brothers offerings to be regarded, and his re- 
jeted) envyed him to death. And at the laſt(by a ſubtile 
train) flew him. Abel, Vanity. 

Abta, the Son of Rehoboamn, began his raign over Fu- 
az in the xviii. Year of Feroboam King of Iſrael. His 
Mothers Name was Maacha the Daughter of 4biſhalom. 
He walked not in the ſteps of David, but followed the 
ways of his Father before him. Yet (notwithſtanding) 
for David's ſake, God gave hima light, that is to ſay, a 
Sdn to Raign over F«4z. He overcame Feroboam in 
Battel with an Army of four hundred thouſand, not- 
withſtanding the other had twice ſo many choſen and 
picked Men. Of the which, 46:4 {lew five hundred thou- 
ſand,and weakned the power of feroboars fo ſore, that he 
was never able to recover his ſtrength again, ſo long as 
Hbia raigned. This King had xiv. Wives, by whom he had 
Xx11. Sons, and xvi. Daughters. He raigned but three 
years, and was buried inthe City of Davia. 

Abta, the Son of feroboam, being ſick. on a time, his 
Father called the Queen his Wife unto him, and bad her 
diſguiſe her (elf,that 1n no wiſe ſhe might be known what 
Woman ſhe was. And ſogothy way (quoth he) to. Ss, 
and there ſhalt thou find-the Prophet of God, called 4b1a, 


which told me (long before Sp/omen dyed) that I wo”

be King of 1rae!. Make ſpeed and take a Preſent with 
thee, and learn of him what ſhall become of the Child. 
The Queen did then as ſhe was commanded, but all 
wasin vain. For God had revealed the matter unto the 
Prophet before the woman came. Inſomuch, that as 
ſoon as the blind old man heard the noiſe of her com- 
ing and entring 1n at the door, he ſaid: Come in thou 
wiſe of Jeroboam,why haſt thou diſguiſed and feigned thy 
ſelf to be another woman? Thou art come to receive 
ſome comfort for thy ſon which lyeth ſick, but I am 
commanded to tell rhee heavy and forrowful things. It 
repenteth the Lord that he hath exalted Feroboam, and 
rent the Kingdom from the houſe of David, and given 
itto him, foraſmuch as he hath forſaken the Lord, and 
not followed him 1n his heart as Davi4did,but hath made 
him gods of his own : therefore the Lord hath deter- 
mined to bring ſuch a plague upon the houſe and poſterity 
of Jeroboamm, that he will not leave one alive to make 
water againſt the wall: Wherefore now get thee home, 
and as ſoon as thy. foot ſhall enter into the City, the child 
ſhall die, and all I/-ae/ ſhall lament him and bring him to 
his Sepulcher. And ſo ſhall none of the houſe of ?erobo- 
an thy husbgnd enjoy the honour of his burial, but only 
thischild, becauſe the Lord ſaw in him ſome goodnels 
toward. And ſo when the Prophet had done ſpeaking,the 
wife of Feroboam: roſe up and returned home to her houſe, 
and found her ſon dead, as the Prophet had foretold.

But in the end of Davids raign, 
he conſented with Adonijah (who had exalted himſelf) to 
ſtabliſh him inthe Kingdom, after the death of David, 
But Solomon ( being proclaimed, and the other depoſed) 
as ſoon as he was poſlefſed, deprived 4biathar and pla- 
ced Sadock in his room: And fo was the word of the 
Lord fulfilled, which he had ſpoken before, concerning 
the houſe of £1, for 4biathar was the laſt of that line.

Abigafl, the wife of Naba/ the Carmelite, was a wo- 


man not only beautiful, but of a ſingular wiſdom with: 
al. For when her husbands denial to Davids men for 


ſuſtenance in their maſters neceflity was told her, ſhe 
then ( conſidering the great diſpleaſure that might ariſe of 
the occaſion offered) haſted to load her Aﬀes with ſundry 
kind of victuals, ſending them forth before her, and fol- 
lowing after with ſpeed : And as ſhe was going, the pro- 
vidence of God was fo, that ſhe mer David by the way, 
upon the ſide of an hill coming to Carmel, determined 
utterly to have deſtroyed her husband,and all that he had 
by the dawning of the day following. Then ſhe (perceiv- 
ing the fury of David) lighted down from her Aﬀe;falling 
flat on the ground before him, and ſo began her petition, 
which was ſo pithily framed and done, that in the end 
ſhe pacified his wrath, and ſtayed his hands from ſhed- 
ing of bloud that day, for the which ſhe was highly com- 
mended and praiſed of David, who gently receiving her 
preſent, did clearly remit the churliſh behaviour Ne 
bal her husband for her ſake. Which being granted 
the took her leave and returned again, But wWLls

came home, and found Naba/ her husband fo far over- 
charged with wine that his wits were gone, ſhe thought

But when ( by the voice of God) 
he knew the was Abraham's wife indeed; and he a Pro- 
pher,and his-houle ſore plagued for her fake, he was right 
forry for that he had done, and alſodifpleaſed with 4bra- 
han for ſo diſſembling with him in ſo weighty a caule, 
conſidering the diſhoneſty that might have happened 
unto his wife by ſome of his men, and the peril of Gods 
indignation on him and on his. kingdom tor the ſame: 
yet notwithſtanding, when he knew the caule of 4bra- 
hems diſfembling, he poſſeſt him with cattel, ſervants, 
and money, and delivered Sarah his wife. unto him as

gain, giving him alſo free liberty, to dwell and inhg- 
bite where he would, within the precin& of his domi.

Abimelech, the ſon of 7erubbaal, ( otherwiſe Gede- 
on ) was a wicked Tyrant, and a proud ambitious co- 
vetous man. For when his Father was dead, he ( to be 
King of Iſrael ) conſulted with all his mothers kindred to 
per{[wade the people that it was better to have one man 
to reign over them, than all the ſons of Zerwbbaal ( which 
were [xx.perſons in number.) And allo to conſider that he 
was of their fleſh and bloud, as well as the other were, 
which matter being moved to the people, they all conſen- 
ted tocleaveto 4bimelech, and to make him their King 
and Governour. And that he ſhould be the better aſſured 
of their good wills and obedient hearts, they gave unto 
hima great ſumof money, with the which he hireds 
fort of light brain'd fellows. And firſt of all, went to his 
fathers houſe, and flew all his brethren, fave 7othan the 
youngeſt, whoelcaped his bloudy hands and fled. Burt by 
that he had raign'd two or three years,the fre of hatred be- 
gan ſoto kindle between him and the Szchemires,withthe 
Houſe of Mell«(who had preferr'd him before to the King: 
dom ) that at length it burſt out into fo great a flame,that 
it could not be quenched, till chance of war made an 
end of the Tyrant: forin the end ( after divers vicorics ) 
he forced the Sichemites totake the ſtrong Tower of The- 
bez for their refuge, and coming nigh to the ſame,to have

David out of the hands of a monſtrous Gyant (the Iron 23: 
of whoſe Spear weighed three hundred Sicles) and flew 
the Giant, with three hundred Philiftines more, for the 
which, he is counted as chief among the three Worthies 
belonging to David.

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and {trengthned, not only in the time of Sas/'s reign, buy 
ſo long alto as he ſerved I{hboſheth his Son, whom he ſet 
up and made King in his Fathers ſtead, and governed his 
Hoſt, as he had done his Fathers before : But in the firſt 
Battel he made againſt Foab ( David's Captain) fortune 
went [o much againſt him, that he was put to the worſe 
and faintoflie: In the which flight, 4ſahe/,(Brother to fo.

Abſalom, the ſon of David, whom he begat on his-, ;,,, .. 


wife Maacha the daughter of Tha/mai, King of Geſbur, 
was the goodlieſt perſonage in all Iſrael, for ( as Scripture 
witneſſeth ) Gad had ſo framed the form and ornaments 
of his body, that from the ſoal of the foot to the crown of 
the head. was no member amiſs. And yet among all, the 
hair of his head excelled, which fo increaſed daily, that 
the weight chereof compelled him at every years end, to 
ſhave it off, This 4bſ/a/om had a brother named 4mnon, 
towhom he bare a privie grudge for defiling his ſiſter Tha- 
mer:And tobe reveng'd on him for the ſame,he invited all 
his brethren unto a banket (made in the time of his ſheep- 
ſhearing) to the w hich banket, 4-7on came with the reſt 
of his brethren, and in the midſt of their cheer, Abſalom 
killed 497902, and fled to the King of Geſhar his Grand- 
father ; with whom he abode three years. In the which 
ſpace, by mediation of friends, he was ( at the laſt ) catl'd 
home again, and brought ( by 7-4 his Aunts ſon )) to 
feruſalem, where he remained two years after. Thea 


Jbſalom marvailing why 7oab had not brought him to 


the King his Father in all that ſpace,ſent once or twice for 
him to come and ſpeak with him : and. when he ſaw that 
hecame not, he commanded his men to go and burn up 
the field of Barley which pertained to 7oab, and lay

Achan, was theſon of Charmy,and of the Tribe of Jud, 
who being at the winning of the City of Jericho,and hear:

excommunicate, and accurled of the Lord, tooknotwith- 
ſtanding, certain jewels of the ſame and hid them privily 
under the ground in his tent. Then after, when Joſ« 
went about the taking of Haz,and had ſent three thouſand 
ſouldiers to win it, the men of Hai ifſued out of the c& 
ty and flew thirty and (ix of the Iſraelites, and chaſed 
thereſt back again, whereat Joſuz was ſo diſcomfited 
that he rent his clothes, and called on God, to know the 
cauſe of their overthrowing, who made him anſwer that 
Iſrael could not ſtand before the men of Haz, foral- 
much as ſome of them had tranſgreſſed his command- 
ment, and told him the way and means how he ſhould 
ſearch it out: which thing being done, he found that 4

Achab, the ſon of 4mry, began his raign over Iſrae/ 
in the 39h year of the raign of 4/a King of Judas, He 
took Jezabe/ the daughter of Ezhbaal King of the Syds- 
rites to wife, by whoſe means he fell into all wicked 
and ſtrange Idolatry and cruel perſecution, for the which 
God plagued him lo, that in three years ſpace neither 
dew nor rain fell down from above, to moiſten the 
earth, whereof enſued fo great a Murren of men and 
beaſts, that innumerable dyed thereof, and all the fault 
and cauſe of this plague, he laid on E/iz the Propher, 
and ſought by all means how to deſtroy him. This 
King was {o wicked, that ( Scripture ſaith ) he had even 
ſold himſelf to work wickedneſs, and yer notwith- 
Randing God gave him a marvellous victory of Benha- 
ad King of Syria ( who had in his company, thirty two 
Kings ) with whom he fought twice and beat him, and

Finally, it came in the mind of 
Achab to go into Syria, torecover the City of Ramnth, 
which he claimed by inheritance. And truſting moreto 
the counſel of four hundred falle Prophets, than he did 
to Micajah, the true Prophet of God : he took his journey 
towards Rameth, and being 1n battel againſt his ene- 
mics the Syriazs, he was ſhot with an arrow ftan- 
ding in his Chariot,of the which ſtroke he died. And then 
when his Chariot was had to the pool of Samaris to be 
waſhed, the dogs licked up the bloud that ran thorow 
the Chariot, and ſo was the word of the Lord fulfilled, 
which he had ſpoken before concerning the ſame. He 
reigned twenty two years. Achab, The Fathers brother, 


Achatcus, was a faithful Chriſtian brother, whom 
St. Paul ſent with Stephanws and Fortunatus from Phily- 
pi to the Corinthians with his Epiſtle. dchaicw, 
Mourning, or ſad. Achaz, look 4haz. 


Achioz, was Captain and governour of all the 4mm 
nites under Holofernes, and had the ſpirit of Prophecic 
ſo pleatiful in him, that when Ho/ofernes demanded 
what manner of people the Jews were, he ſtepped forth 
before him and ſaid : If it pleaſe thee ( O Prince ) I will 
tell thee of a truth what they be. They are a people whi 
came of the generation of the Chaldees, and becaule they 
would not ſerve their gods, nor yet follow their & 
ſtoms, they went and dwelt firſt in Meſopotamia, ip

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;pping one God that made Heaven and Earth, at whoſe 
commandment they went from thence, and dwelt in the 
Land of Cane4n, where in proceſs fell ſo great a Dearth, 
that then from Canazn they went down to Egypr, 
and dwelt among the Egyprians four hundred Years : 
Inthe which ſpace they grew to a mighty number, and 
were fore oppreſſed of the King of that Land, bur afſoon 
a5 they cryed to their God for help, he ſent down (uch 
Plagues upon the King and all his Land, that he was 
fain to ſuffer them ro depart ; yet when they were 
gone, and the Plague ceaſed, he then purſued, to have 
brought them back again into bondage: But GO D 
perceiving his People to be in a ſtreight, opened the Sea 
before them, and brought them thorow on dry ground, 
and cloſed the Sea upon their Enemies, and fo drowried 
Pharzoh with all his Hoſt. And now being paſſed the 
red Sea, they came to the Wilderneſs of Mount S:- 
14, where the Waters being bitter, he made them 
lweet, and fed them Forty Years with Meat from 
Heaven. They had ſuch power from their God, that they 
caſt out before them the Canaanites, the Perifites, 
the ?ebuſites and the Hittites, with many great Na- 
tions more. For fo long as they ſtood in awe of their 
God, and did not offend him, fo long was no Nation 
ever able to moleſt or hurt them. But if (at any time) 
they declined from his will and Ordinance, then were 
they quickly deſtroyed in Battel, and brought to capti- 
vity and bondage. Wherefore (O Prince) ler inquiliti- 
on now be made, whether they have offended their God 
orno; and if they have, then let us go againſt them, for 
God fall deliver them into thy hand : Burt if they have

And ſo he was carried to Jernſa- 
lem, and there dyed. Adonibeſeck,. the Lords Thunder, 


Adzamelech, the Son of . Sexacherib King of /ſ- 
ria, with his Brother Sareſa; ſlew their Father in the 
Temple, as he. was. worſhipping his God Niſroch, 
and fled into the Land of Armenia, leaving Aſarhadaon 
their other Brother, to poſſeſs the Kingdom after their 
Father.

Agag was a very fat Man, and King of the Ama 
lekites, which Nation God had commanded to be ut- 
terly deſtroyed. And becauſe King Sau/ had reſerved 
Agaz alive, and not killed him with the reſt, the Lord 
was grievoully diſpleaſed with Sau/, and would not 
ſuffer gag fo to eſcape, but ſent Same! to'execute his 
judgment upon him, who calling for {gag, he came out 
unto him very pleaſantly, fearing nothing lefs, but that 
all bitterneſs of death had been paſt ; bur contrary to his 
expectation, Samuel {aid unto him: As thy [word hath 
made Women childleſs, ſo thall-rhy Mother be child- 
leſs among other women ; and with that he fell upon 4- 
240, and hewed him in pieces before the Lord in Gil 
gal.

Agabus was a certain Prophet, which came 
from Fernſalem to Antioch, where he propheſied of a 
great dearth that ſhould be thorowout all the World, 
which came to paſs ( as this Prophet had ſaid) in 
the Emperour Claxdirs's days.

feated him of his kingdom, and took his Daughter Cleo- 
p41ra, and gave her to Demetriws, the Son of Demetrizs, 
1a marriage. Alexander hearing of this, returned home 
withall his Hoſt, but Prolemy being too ſtrong for him, 
chaſed 4/exander out of his Realm, who for ſuccour, fled 


into 4rabia, where the King of that Land (againſt all Law 


of Arms) [mote off his head, and lent it to Prolomy for a 
preſent.

laſted two hours) he could not be heard. And then, to 
pacifie the People, more by worldly wiſdom, than for 
any reſpe& he had to Religion, he ſaid: Ye Men of E- 
pbeſus, what Man is he, that knoweth not how that 
the City of the Epheſians is a worlhipper of the great 

dels Diana, and of the Image which came from 
7opiter ? Seeing then that no Man gain-ſayeth it; ye 
ought to be content, and to do nothing raſhly. For, 
ye have brought hither theſe Men, which are neither 
robbers of Churches, neither yet deſpiſers of your God- 
dels: Wherefore if Demetrius and the Crafts-men, 
which are with him, have any matter agaiaſt any Man, 
the Law is open, and there are Rulers, let them accuſe 
Meanother. - Bur if ye go about any other thing, it may: 
be determined" in a lawful Aſſembly. For we are in

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as there is no cauſe whereby we may give an account 
of this concourſe of People. And when he had thus ſpo- 
ken, each Man departed. 


Alexander the Copperſmith, forſook the faith, and 
became fuch an Enemy unto the Goſpel, that he with- 
ſtood Paul's preaching, and did him much diſpleaſure, 


for the which, Paul delivered him unto Saten,that is, ex- 


communicated him out of the Church, deſiring the Lord 


to reward him, as he had deſerved. 


Alcimus was a 7ew born, and come of the Seed, 


of Aaron, who notwithſtanding, became fo wicked a 
Man, that he forſook the Laws of his own Nation, to 
maintain the abominations of the Heathen. And for 
the hatred he bare to Machabews and the 7ews, he took 
unto him a ſort of loofe and ungodly Perſons, and 
went to Demetrizs, unto whom he made a grievous 
complaint upon ?sdzs Machabews, ſeigning that he had 
ſlain all the King's friends, and driven him and his con- 
pany out of their own Land, wherefore he willed Deme- 
2rius to chooſe out ſome Noble Captain, to go and + 
venge the King's quarrel on 7«dzs. Upon the which 
complaint of A/cimus, the King ſent Bachides againſt 
7udeas, and made 4lcimus the High: Prieſt, who was ſuch 
an enemy unto the fews, as the like was not among 
the Heathen, for all his ſtudy was, how he might (either 
by word or deed) work their utter confuſion. And f- 
nally, to manifeſt his great malice towards his owl 
Country-men, and the Laws of God, he commanded the 
Walls of the inmoſt Sanuary ( with the Monuments 
of the Prophets) to- be caſt down and deſtroyed: But 
as this wicked Apoſtate went about his devilith purpoſs 
the hand of God fell upon him, and ſmoete him with ſuch 
an incurable Palſie, that his mouth was ſbut up; and6

Amon, the Son of Maxaſſes, was xxii. years old 
when he began his reign over F444, and walked not in 
the ways of the Lord, but gave himſelf more to wicked 
Idolatry, and worſhipping of ſtinking Idols, than ever 
his Father did, and would never turn unto God. Where- 
fore (at laſt) certain of his own Men con(pired againſt 
him and ſlew him, which Conſpirators the People of the 
Land (notwithſtanding) put to death, and made Joſb 
his Son King 1n his ſtead. Amon, Faithful. 


Amos, was an Herdman or Shepherd, of a poor 
Town called Tekoz, and one of the Twelve Pro- 
phets, which God raiſed up to admoniſh the Iſr«- 
lites of their wickedne(s and Idolatry, and to threaten 
them with his Plagues and Punifhments, if they did not 
repent. Read of his death in the ſtory of Amaſiab.

Laws, whoſe Covenants being received, the Fews came 
out of the Caſtle of S7oz, to give place to Antioch, who - 
(aotwithſtanding his oath) when he ſaw-the defence ther-. 
of, commanded the Walls round about, to be caſt down 
and deſtroyed,and from thence departed to 4ntioch, where. 
be fought with Philip, which was come out of Perfie, 
and wan the City out of his hands.

or doctr.ne of 7obn only. The ſame being ſomewhat en- 
red inthe way of the Lord, began to be fervent in the ſpi- 
it, and to ſpeak boldly at Epheſus, where Aquila and 
Friſcila chanced to hear Him ; and perceiving he ne. 
vas not fully inſtruRed in the precepts of the Goſpel, learned and

And 
when Aquila and Priſcills had. heard his preaching, and 
perceiving him not to be (as yet) fully inſtructed inthe 
knowledge of Chriſt,they took him home with them and 
ſeverally taught him more perfectly the myſteries of the 
Goſpel.

Paniel, was an holy Prophet of the Tribe of 7«- pax. i. cap, 
4, who being a comely {tripling, without blemith, and 
of good erudition, was (among others of the children of 
4:1) brought to Babylon, and there found at the Kings 
charges to learning, and to proht 1a the (haldee Tongue ; 
and for the better nouriſhing and bringing up of theſe 
young {triplings, he appointed to them (tor three years 
ſpace) a portion of his own meat every day, and of his: 
own Wine which he drank, to the intent, that by their 
pood treatment and learning of his religion, they might 
nther favour him than the 7ews, and to be able to ſerve: 
him as Governours in their Lind. But Daniel be- 
ng determined in his heart, that he would not de- 
hle himſelf with the King's meat and drink, deſired 
his Keeper, that he,and his three companions, to wit, 4»- 
mas, Miſael, and 4F arias, might not defile themſelves, 
but that he would give them nothing elſe but Palſe to

do, leſt when the King ſhould call them before him 
they might ſeem in worſe liking than the reſt of their 
fellows, and fo he to be in danger of his life.

They 
the Keeper (whole heart God had moved to favour D.. 
niel) proved them ten days, and when he ſaw them fut- 
ter in fleſh, and in better liking than the other, he took 
away their portion of meat, and ſerved them daily with 
Pulſe and Water. And to theſe, God gave great knoy- 
ledge and underſtanding in all learning and wiſdome: 
But to Daniel only, he gave the gut of Propheſying, 
and opening of Viſions and Dreams. Now whea the time 
was expired, that all the children whom the King had 
long nouriſhed, ſhould be brought before him, he found 
Daniel and his three aſſociates in matters of wiſdome 
and underſtanding that he required of them, ten time 
better than all the learned men of his Realm, fo tha 
the King had Danze! in great eſtimation. Aﬀeer this 


Daniel expounded the King's Dreams, and ſhewel | 


him the true interpretation and meaning thereof (which 
none of the Chaldeans could do) for the which the King 
rewarded him with great Gifts, and made him Goyer 
nour over the whole Province of Babylon, wherewith 
the other Princes and Rulers were ſore offended, and 
ſought occaſion againſt him concerning the Kingdom;

True it is, 
quoth the King,and it cannot be broken. Then {aid they : 
This Daniel one of thy Priſoners of Fuda, regardeth 
neither thee nor thy ſtatute, but maketh his Petition 
thrice a day unto his God. When the King heard this, he 
was fore difpleaſed in himſelf, and iought by all means 
to have excuſed Daxze/, and when he law no intreaty 
would ſerve, nor any way be found toalter the Law, he 
ſuffered Daniel to be caft down to the Lions, which were 
ſeven in number, and were kept faſting that day from 
their ordinary diet, to the intent they ſhould have de- 
voured Daniel : But God had fo ſtopped the mouths 
and fury of the Lyons, that they did him no harm, and 
leſt he ſhould periſh there for hunger, God ſent his Pro- 
phet 4bakuck with Meat and Drink to feed him, and 
allo moved the King's heart to take fuch care for Danze/, 
that the ſeventh day after, he weat to the Den to ſee if 
he were alive or dead, and finding him not periſhed, 
but whole and ſound, he rejoyced greatly, and cauſed

means of revenge : In lo much, that when Saul (by , 


the providence ot God) came into the Cave to ea(e him- 
ſel, in the which Cave Dav/4d lay hid tor fear of Sal, 
he would not (being provoked) put forth his hand to 
hurt his Maſter : But cut off a piece of the Hem of his 
Coat, in token that he might have killed him, And yet 
after that, it ſore repented him that he had done ſo much 
injury unto his Soveraign Lord and Maſter, although 
he was his m ſt grievous enemy, and every hour ſought 
his death. Allo,when he caine into the Hoſt of $au/ and 
found the King and his M-n faſt afleep, he would not 
for his 0wn private cauſe (th ugh Fehu ſlew two Kings 
at God's commandment) lay his hand upon the Lord's 
anoinced, but only ( that he ſhould know that David 
was there and might have been revenged) took his Spear 
and Pot of Water which (too at his Head, and went his 
way. Finally, whea ir pleaſed God to rid him of his

I know thy pride, 
and the malice of thine heart well enough, and that of 
an haughty ſtomach thou art come hither to lee theBattel, 
and with ſuch taunts and checks he reproved his Bro- 
ther David, for taking upon him to tight the Philiftine, 
whom he, nor none of all h.s tellows durſt look in the 
Face.

her again, ſaying: Bring me (l pray thee) a morſel of 
Bread in thine hand allo : the ſaid again, as truly as 


the Lord thy God liveth, I have no Bread ready, but &

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yen an handful of Meal in a Barrel, and g little Oyl 
na Cruiſe, and am now going to drels it for me and my 
Son, that we may eat and dye. Well (laid E/jjah) do 
15 thou halt {aid and tear not : But firſt of all, make 
mea little Cake thereof,and bring it to me,and afterward 
make for thee and thy Son : for neither ſhall the Meal 
in the Barre!, nor yet the Oyl in the Cruite be waſted or 
liminiſhed, till the Lord have (ent Rain upon the Earth. 
And ſo the Widow did as the Prophet bad her, and 
all things came to pals as he had ſaid. And during the 
Prophers abode in the Widows houſe, he reſtored her 
Child to life, which was dead. 

After this, he was commanded by God, to go and ſhew 
timſelf to 4chav, And when the King ſaw Elijah, he 
rid: Art thou he that troubleth I/-ac/ ? No, laid the 
Prophet, it 15 not I that have troubled Iſrae/, but thou 
ndthy Fathers houſe, in that ye have forſaken the com- 
mandments of God, and ſerved Baa! : Therefore ler 
l the People of Iſrae/ with the Prophets of Baz/ be 
brought before me to Mount Carmel, and I will tell thee 
what the Lord ſaith. And when the King had called the 
People together : The Prophet ſaid unto them, how 
long will ye halt between two Opinions ? If the Lord 
be God, follow him: But if Baa/ be God, then go after 
lim, And now to know who is the true God, 1aid the 
Prophet, let there be two Bullocks brought, and give 
the one to me (which am bur one Prophet of the Lord's)

To this the 
Prophets of Baal agreed, and dreſſed their Oxen, which 
&ing done, they cry to their God Baa/, but they cried 
0-long without anſwer again, that Elijah mocked 
ttm, ſaying: Cry out aloud, for it may be that your

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God is bulie za talking, or occupied in following his ene. 
mies, Or 15 in his Journey, or elſe faln a-{lcep and my} 
be waked with your cry. And (lo they cryed on itill from 
moraing to night, cutting themlelves (as their manner 
was) with Knives and Lances, till the bloud did follow, 
and yet their Gad would not anſwer. Thea Elia 
took his Bullock and drefled it, and laid it upon th; 
Wood,and made a Ditch round about the Altar whereon 
the Sacrifice was laid, and poured Water upon the $;. 
crifice until the Ditch was full: And afſoon as he had 
called on the Name of the Lord, Fire fell down fron 
Heaven, and conſumed the burat Sacrifice, the Wood, 
the Stones, the Duſt, and all the Water that was 1n the 
Pit. And when the People ſaw that,they turned to Eljj4), 
and fell upon all the Prophets of Baa/, and (lei them at 
the Brook Kyſor. 

Now whea £E1ijah had thus deſtroyed Baal and his 
Prophets, he durſt not abide the menacing of ?ezaze/, 
but fled to the Wilderneſs of Beerſhebs. And having gone 
a days Journey therein, he fate him down under a 
niper Tree, and deſired God that he would take his lik 
from him. And as he fell a ſleep under the Tree, the An- 
gel of God touched him, and bad him arile and ett, 
wherewithal he awaked : And ſeeing a baken Cake and 
a Pot of Water ſtanding at his Head, he refreſhed him{clf 
therewith, azd laid him dqwa again to fleep. The 
Angel rouched him once more, and bad him ariſe and 
cat, telling him that'he had yet a great Journcy to go, 
then he arole and did eat again, and with the ſtrength 
of that Mcat, he walked Forty Days and Forty Nights, 
till he came to Noreb the Mount of God, and hiding him- 
ſelf in a Cave all Night, the Voice of the Lord came to 
him, and asked him what he did there: I have (ſaid he) 
beea very jealous for the Lord God of Hoſts: For the 
Children of Iſrael! have forſaken thy Covenant, broken 


down thine Altars, and ſlain thy Prophets, with ene 
Sword 
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Sword, and I only am leſt, and they ſeek my life, to 
take it away. Then the Lord commanded him to come 
out of the Cave, and ſent him to anoint Haz ae! King 
over Syria: And Jehu King of Iſrael, and Eliſews in his 
room. Read more of this Prophet in the ſtories of 
theſe three aforeſaid, in Achab, Ahazia and QObadiah, and 
Eliſers. Elijah, God the Lord. 


Eltakim, was the High Prieſt among the Jews, at Fudith 4.c2p, 
what time Holsfermes went about to ſubdue them, 
who ſent Letters all about to the Jews, to take in the 
Mountains, and to ſtop all the ways and paſſages to 
Jeruſalem, that their enemies the Aſſ1rians might have 
norecourſe thither. That done, he exhorted the People to 
aarneſt prayer and faſting, aſſuring them that the Lord 
would hear their Petitions, if they continued ſtedfaſt 
inthe ſame, and give them ſuch power to overthrow the 
Syrians, as he gave to Moſes the (ervant of God, 
which overthrew the Amalekites (truſting in their own 
ſtrength) not with weapon, but with holy prayer. Eli 
akim, The Keſ«rreftion of God,or Gods affirmation,or the God 
if reſurreftion, or the God of Frrength.

wildome and pureneſs to himlelf. Affirming allo that 
he was puniſhed for his ſins, and accuſed him of yn- 


mercifulneſs, and that he denied God's providence, and: 


therefore exhorteth him to repentance. But the Lord 
was angry with E/iphaes, and with his other Comps 


nions, becauſe they had condemned 7eb by the outward 


aflictions, and not comforted him with his mercy, and 
therefore commanded them to take (even Oxen and 
ſeven Rams, and to go and offer a burnt-offering for 
their offence, and his-lervant ob ſhould pray for them, 
And they did as.the Lord had commanded them.

Tharſhiſh, Kittim, and Dodanim. Eliſa,” it is God,

Eliſeus,. was the Son of Shaphar. And being at the 
Plough with Twelve Yoke of Oxen before him, Eljah 


coming by him caſt his Mantle over him, and went: 


his ways. Then Eliſew (being inſpired with the Holy- 
Ghoſt) left his Plough, and ran after E/ah, deſiring 
him that he might tirlt go home.and take his leave of his 
friends, and then he-would come and follow him, which 
thing. being done, he returned and miniſtred to E/ijab, 
and went with him to Bezhel, and from thence to Jericho, 
where the Children of the Prophets came to Eliſevs and 
ſaid : Knoweſt thou not that the Lord will take thy 
Maſter from thine. Head this day ? Yes (quoth he) 
know it well, hold ye. your peace and be ſtill. And fo 
forth from 7er:cho, they went to fordan, where Elijch 
ſmote the Waters with his Mantle which divided them 
ſelves,fo that they two went over on dry Land.

The 
Prophet then turned back and beheld the Children, and 
perceiving their malicious hearts, he curſed them in the 
Name of the Lord, which Curſe was no ſooner pronoun- 
ced out of the Prophets mouth, but two Bears came 
out of the Foreſt and ran-upon the Children, and tore ig 
pieces 42. of them: And ſo went he forth to Mount Cer- 
»el, and from thence tothe City of Samaria, 

Ic came to pals that when ?ehoram the King of Iſrae/ 
and ?ehoſapbat King of ?«44 with the King of Edom, in 
their progrels toward the King of Meab, licked Water, 
for them and their People, they went (by the counſelof 
Jehoſaphat King of 7uda) to Lliſeus the Prophet, be- 
tecching him to make Interceſſion for them, that th 
migat have Water to ſuſtain their Hoſt, which elle 
were 1n jeopardy of periſhing: And when the Propher 
ſaw the Kings, he ſaid to the King of Iſrae/: What 
have I to do with thee? Get thee to the Prophets of Jch4 
thy Father, and to the prophets of fezabe/ thy Mother: 
as truly as the Lord of Hoſts liverh, in whoſe ſight | 
ftand, if it were not that I regard the preſence of 7c 
hoſaphat King of 7u4a, I would not have looked tv 
ward thee, nor ſeen thee: But now bring me a * Min- 
ſtrel, and when the Minſtrel plaid , the hand of the 
Lord came upon Eliſeus, that he began to prophelie of 
Water,and of the overthrow of the Mozbrres, which came 
to pals on the next morrow, as the Prophet had-faid, 
for the eMoabites being deceived by the Sun's ſhining 
upon the Water that fell, which made ir ſeem as red 35

There was a certain Woman, late Wife to one of the 
Prophets, which came and complained to Eliſews, that 
her Husband had lefr her lo far in debt, that her Credi- 
tors were come to fetch her two Sons away to be their 
Bondmen. What halt thou in thy houſe, ſaid the Pro- 
phet? Nothing ( quoth ſhe ) bur alittle Pot of Oyl: 
Well (!z1d he) go thy way home, and borrow of thy 
Nezghbours, as many empty Veſlcls as thou canſt ger, 
and pour out the Oyl of the Pot into the empty Vel- 
els, until rhou haſt nlled them all. And when the Wo- 
man had done all as the Prophet had commanded her, 
he came back again, and told him how mightily her 
0yl was encrealed. Now go (ſaid the Prophet) and 
ell ſo much of the Oyl as will pay thy Creditors, and 
then live thou and thy Children of the reſt. 

There was a certain Woman of great eſtimation in 
the City of Shunem, who hearing tell that Eliſeus was 
come to the City, invited him home to her houſe, and 
made him great chear. And whenſoever after that, he 
came into that quarter (which heehaunted much) he 
would ever take that Gentlewoman's houſe in his way. 
Then ſhe (eeing that, (aid unto her Husband, I perceive 
that this is an holy Man, that cometh (o oft by our 
pace, let us make him alittle Chamber with all things 
neceſſary for the ſame, that when he cometh this way, 
he may lodge there, and be quiet therein. And when the 
new Chamber was made, and hniſhed, the Prophet at

On a time E/ſeus commanded his Cook to make 
a great Pot of Pottage for the Citiid:cn of the Prophets 
which boarded with him,and as one went out for Herhs, 
he gathered (unawares) his Lap full of wild Gourds, 
and came and ſhred them into the Pot of Pottage. And 
when the Children of the Prophuts had raſted a littk 
of the Pottage, they (fearing lelt they had been poiſor- 
ed) cryed out, ſaying: O thou Man of God, there is 
death in the Pot. Then the Prophet called for Meal, and 
threw it into the Pot, and all was well, and no more 
harm in the Por. 

A certain Man (the dearth being great in the Land) 
came from Baa/ $hxliſa, and brought to Eliſeus twenty 
Barley-loaves of the tirſt fruits of his new Corn, the 
which he commanded his Man to give to the Peopleto 
fatisfhe their hunger. How ſhall I (ſaid he) ſet this before 
ſo many, will it ſatishe an hundred perſons? Well, (aid 
Eliſens, (et it before them, for thus ſaith the Lord, they 
ſhall eat, and there ſhall remain : And fo the Loaves 
were ſet before the People, and they did eat, and left 0- 
ver, according to the Word of the Lord. 

Eliſeus had fo many of the Prophets children with 
him at Board and Bed, that his Houſe was too little 
for them all, wherefore they ſaid to him, that they 
would go to Forday, and build them a bigger yy -

Where fell it in, ſaid the Prophet ? and when the Man 

had told him, Elzſeus cut down a piece of Wood, and tron fim-

He prophelied unto the Shunamite ( whoſe Son he

cheeks,and he ſaid : O my Father my Father,the Charig 
of Iſrael, and the Horſemen of the ſame. And wheathe 
Prophet ſaw the King, he bad him take his Bow and 
Arcows in his hand, and make him ready to ſhoot. The 
Prophet put his hands upon the King's hand, and cauſed 
a Window to be opgped Eaſt ward, (u hich was toward

And on a time When he ſaw his Wife Hannah weep 
in the Hqſhſe of the Lord for ſorrow ſhe could have 
nochild, he ſaid : Fannh, why weepeſt thou ? and why 
I5 thy heart (o troubled that thou canſt not eat? Am not | 
better to thee than t = ? as though he ſhould (ay, Is 
tnot enough for thee, that I love thee,no leſs than if thou 
hadſt children? This he ſaid to comfort her. And at the 
laſt, God gave him a Sun by her, named Samuel, after 
whoſe birth he went up to offer unto the Lord, and to

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til ſhe had weaned her Son. Elkanah, rhe Jeal of Gag,

Epaph:oditus, was a certain godly Brother, 
whom the Philippians ſent to Paul (being in Bonds at 
Rome) with their charitable relief. Who being there, 
miniſtred unto him in his need, and was ſo faithful x 
fellow-ſouldier with Pas/ in ſetting forth the Goſpel of 
Chriſt, and put himlſelf in ſuch hazard, that he fell ſick 
ant was like to have dyed. Now Paul, to comfort the 
Philippians, which were full of ſorrow and heavineſ 
for Epaphroditus their Apoſtle, becaule they heard he 
was ſick, was the more delirous (after his recovery) to 
ſend him home again in the company of Timorthew, 
with his Epiſtle that they might be the leſs ſorrowful, 
and rejoyce the more at his coming, willing them to 
receive him with a loving Chriſtian affe&ion in all joy- 
fulneſs, and not to make much on him only, but on all 
ſuch as were like unto him. Epaphroditus, Pleaſant, 


Epaphzas, was a faithful Servant, by whoſe labour 
and preaching the Colofjans heard the Goſpel, and be 
lieved ir, and being in Priſon with Paul at Rome, pray: 
ed for thoſe Coloſſians, that they might be perfet, and fi 
led in all the will of God after true knowledge. He bare 
a fervent mind to them of Laodicea and them of Hier« 
poli. Epaphras, Frorhing. 


Epenetus,. was the firſt that Pa! brought to the 
Chriſtian Religion among them of A4chaia, unto whom 
Paul had him ſaluted. Epenetus, V orthy of praiſe.

He was of ſuch holineſs, that in the time of 
King EFechias, when a City was beſieged , he by hig 
Prayer obtained of God, that Water ſprang up in little 
quantity, ſo that the People did not periſh for lack of 
Water, and when the Enemies had won the City,and be- 
ſieged Selowmn, as often as the Fews came for Water, 
the Water ran out of the Earth abundantly, and they 
took Water : But the ſtrangers when they came, could 
not find it. This holy Man for his liberty of ſpeech, in 
rebuking of the (in of the Princes and the Pevple,and for 
the propheſy ing of the vengeance of God upon that Coun: 
trey and People, was cut in two pieces with a Saw, and 
buried under an Oke, but afterward he was tranſlated 
and buried by the Sepulchre of Kings. He was before the 
coming of Chriſt 800, years. E/roze, Elay, the health 
of the Lora. 


Eſau, was the eldeſt Son of Iſaac, born with his 
Brother 7acob at one birth of their Mother Rebekah, 7+ 
cob was (mooth of body, and E ſas rough and hairy, who 
became a great hunter, wherefore his Father loved him 
the better, becauſe (now and then) he did eat of his Ve- 
niſon. On a time coming from hunting, he was 6 
weary and faint for hunger, that he was almoſt dead: 
Aud lce.ng his brother 7 acob to have {od a Por of Pottage, 
he prayed him to give him a few thereof to eat. Sell me 
now thy Birthright (quoth he) and I will. Then E/« 
eiteem rg more his Belly, than the benefit of his B.rtb- 
right, fold it to Faceb for a Meſs of Pottage. And when 
he had filled his Belly well, he went his way aid paſſed 
forth, till he came about the Age of Forty Y- ars. And 
then he took him two Wives, the one 7uarh rhe Daught 
ter of Beri; and the other Baſhemith the Daughter of E- 


lon,both' which Women were diſobedient to their Father 
an 


lhaldees ſcattered. and deſtroyed. This Man's living g and 10 caps | 
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znd Mother-in-law. After this (his Father being old and 
blind for age) he went out to kill ſome Veniſon for his 
Father, that he might eat thereof, and bleſs him before 
he died: But when he had dreſſed it,and brought it for his 
Father to cat, Facob had prevented Eſau, and gotten his 
bleſſing from him, for the which he hated 7acob, and 
threatned to kill him, wherefore ?acob was ſent away 
into Meſopotamia, partly to avoid the malice of Eſau, 28: 1,2, | 
and partly to get him a Wife there, becaule his Father 
would not have him marry with the Canaznites. Then E- 
ſs perceiving that the Daughters of Canaan diſpleaſed: 
[ſcac, he: (to pleale his Father) took tro Wife the Daugh- 
ter of I/þmael, Abrabam's Son. And fo-theſe two Bre- 
thren being thus ſeparated the one from the other, in pro- 
ceſs became both very rich. And inthe end, when (by 
the providence of God) they met together again, God 
had ſo altered and changed the mind of Eſa, that he 
moſt lovingly embraced his Brother 7acob, miniſtring 
tohim ſuch kindneſs, as though he had never born him 
any diſpleaſure at all : And ſo1n fine, departed as loving, 
friends, Pacob toward Swuccoth, and Eſau to Mount

Eſther, the Daughter of Aba» a Few born, was x 
goodly young Damolel, and (after the death of her Fa- 
ther and Mother) nouriſhed and brought up in the houle 
of Mardechens her Fathers Uncle : During which time, 
Vaſhti (for her diſobedience to 4haſuerus the King) was 
depoſed from her Princely ſtate: And then to have ano- 
ther placed in her room, certain fair young Damoſels 
and Virgins (among which Eſher was one) were taken 
up by Commiſhon, and brought to the Court, and there 
found at the King's charges for the ſpace of xii. Moneths 
with all manner of ſumptuous Deckings, to the end the 
King might chooſe one of them (whom he fagcied beſt) 
to be his Queen. And when the time of chooſing came, he 
liked Eſther above the reſt, and made her Queen in the 
room of Vaſhti. It happened after this, that a miſchiet 
was deviſed againſt the Queens Nation the 7ews, by one 
in great authority about the King,called Hamar : and be- 
ing certified thereof by Mardechens her Uncle, ſhe was 
ſo fore aſtonied, that ſhe wilt not what todo: for no help 
in that matter was to be had, bur only in the King, to 
whom ſhe durſt not go, becauſe he had given a command- 
ment, that whoſoever ſhou!ld preſume to come unto him 
before they were called, ſhould ſuffer death. Where- 
fore Efther not being called in thirty days before, was 
afraid of the danger. Neverthelels, ſhe conſidering 
with her ſelf, that either ſhe muſt pur her life in hazard 
or elſe ſuffer the whole Nation of the ?ews to perilh, 
caſt all fear aſide, and went to the King: And preſenting 


her ſelf before him, he put forth his golden Scepter in = 
en 
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ken of his ſpecial favour towards her, demanding what 
he would have: Nothing (quoth ſhe) but that it would 
pleale your Majeſty, and Hamer, to come to the Banquet 
which I have prepared. To the which he went,and being 
there, demanded of E#her, what thing it was ſhe requi- 


red. Oh(quoth ſhe)if it (hall pleaſe your Highnels to give 


ne my petition, and to fultil my requeſt, then ler my , cp. 


Goveraign Lord and Haman come again to morrow, 
and I will certihie your Grace of all. And on the morrow 
when the King was come, he laid to E#her: Now what 
$thy requeſt, I pray thee ſpeak. Then ſpake E#hey and 
kid: If I thy poor Handmaid have found ſo much 
favour in thy ſight (O King) to have my Petition 
granted , then I moſt humbly beſeech thee to grant 
ne my Life, and the Lives of all my People the Jews, 
which are not only fold t@ be Bond-ſervants, (for 
[| would to God it were fo ) but to be ſlain and ut- 
terly deſtroyed all in one day. Who is he (aid the 
King) that dare preſume to do ſuch a deed? Oh ſaid 
hr, and if it ſhall pleale your Majeſty to know the 
ruth, our great Enemy and Adverſary that hath conſpi- 
xd our deaths, is even this wicked Haman, whom your 
Gnce hath exalted ſo high. Upon the which complaint 
of Ether, the King's indignation was kindled fo fore a- 
ranſt Haman, that he was hanged, and the Fews re- 
ſtored for EZther's ſake. Read the ſtory of Maraocheas.

Eutychus, was a certain young Man, which when 
the Diſciples were gathered together upon one of the 
Sabbath days (as their cuſtome was) to break Bread, 
that is to ſay, to celebrate the Lord's Supper, gat himup 
into one of the Windows of an upper Chamber (where 
were many Lights ſet, becauſe it was Night) to hear 
Paul preach, who continued his preaching lo long, that 
the young Man waxed {leepy, and at the laſt, ſleep came 
ſo ſore upon him, that he fell out of the Window downto 
the ground three floors high. And when the People ran 
to take him up, they found him dead, and brought him 
into the houſe: when Pau/ perceived that he was dead, 
he went down tothe young Man, and embraced him,and 


, faid to the Diſciples : Be ye not troubled with this 


chance, for there'is lite in him. And ſo Pax! went up 
again, and made an end of his Sermon. And in the 
morning after Paa!'s departing, the young Man was 
brought up into the Chamber alive, to the great comfort 
of all them that were there, Eutychus, _ 
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Ezechiel, the Son of BuJz the Prieſt, was a Prophet Zxck 1.3, 


of the country Sarets in Syris, and of the line of Prieſts, 
He had many revelations and viſions, and by him 
God ſhewed many great miracles, for in the time of a 
oreat ſcarcity, he by prayer obtained of God abundance 
of filh, whereby the people were ſuthciently refreſhed. 


Alſo when the people were oppreſſed, he flood and 71; (or i 
made thetr enemies {o abaſhed with miracles and won- 4rawn out of 


derful ſights, thar they left off their enterpriſe. Being 


inthe countrey of Cha/dea, he told the people of many with thejtory of 
things done in the Temple of Feruſalem, He brought {7 #fore. 


the people out of Chaidea to Feruſalem, to the reproach 
of the Infidels. He being in Baty/0z judged the Tribe 
of Dan and Gaa, for that they had wickedly done againſt 
the Lord, in perlecuting them which believed on the 
Law. And he thewed unto them a terrible token, tor 
Adders devoured their children, and all their cattel. Ar 
the laſt, he was ſlain at Babylon by the Duke of the people 
(who cauſed him to be drawn with wild horſes, which 
beat out his brains) becaule he reproved him for Idolatry, 
and he was buried inthe field of Mamre, in the Mount of 
Sem and Arphaxaad,progenitors of Abraham. He prophe- 
led of the return of the children of I/rae/, and ul of the 
coming of Chriſt. He lived afore the Incarnation of 
Chriſt 617. years FExzechiel, Strength of the Lord.

ELIX, was the high Preſident at Ceſarea under the 49, :4. ch. 


Emperor, to whom Lyſi«s the chiet Captain ſent 
Paul priſoner to be examined before him. And when 
he had brought Pas/ forth before his accuſers, and 
heard his accuſation made by one Tert»llus an orator, 
Felix beckoned to Paul, that he ſhould anſwer for him- 
elf, and when he had heard Pauls anſwer, hedeferred 
the examination of the matter until another time, ſaying 


Q unto 


| Alli 2 5.cad. 
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unto- Pauls adverſaries, that for as much as Lyſizs the 
chief Captain did know the whole matter as it ſtood, he 
would at his coming, hear them further. And (o gays 
commandment unto his under Captain, that he ſhoylg 
in the mean ſeaſon keep Paul in ward, but yet fo, thar 
he might be gently ordered, and be ſometime at liberty, 
and that Iis familiars might freely repair un» 
him,and bring unto him ſuch things as he lacked. It waz 
not long after this before Felix ( being returned to Ceſe. 
rea again with his wife Drafilla a Jew born) called forth 
Paul, being deſirous to have further knowledge of hin 
as concerning the Sec that he profeſſed. And as Pail 
preached unto him of Righteoulſnels, of Temperance, 
and of Judgment to come, Felix trembled for fear, and 
ſent him away for that time, ſaying, that at a conveni- 
ent leiſure he would ſend for him again. This corrupt 
Magiſtrate gaped for. bribes and rewards to looſe Paul, 
and therefore called him the oftner, thinking that Paul 
would have given him a piece of money to be delivered, 
but when he ſaw that none would come, and Portiu 
Feſtus was lent from Nero the Emperor to ſucceed him 
in his roam, than willing rather to ſhew the Jews a plex 
ſure, than to deliver Paul, left him in priſon bound. 
Felix, Happy. 


Feſtus, Portins ( by Nero the Emperor.) was made 
Preſident in the room of Felix. Which Feftus within 
three days after he came to his Province, went up from Ce- 
ſarea to Jeruſalem, where the High Prieſts and Elders 
of the Fews, informed him of Pa«/, defiring his favour 
againſt him, and that he would ſend for him to have the 
matter pleaded there, Whoſe requeſt if Fef/us had 
granted, they were fully bent to have ſlain Paw/ in 


the way coming to Feruſalem: But Feſtus made an 


(wer that the priſoner ſhould remain at Ceſaree ut- 


til his coming, whither ( ſaid he) I intend ſhortly to 


repair, 


Pxophets, Apotles, 8c. 
repair, and if there be any among you that is able to 
zccuſe him, let them go down with me, and they ſhall 
b: heard. And ſo when Feſtus was come to Ceſarea, 
the next day after he fate in judgment upon Paul. A- 
painſt whom the Fews laid many grievous complaints, 
which they were not able to prove, ſo long as Paul an- 
(wered for himſelf. Then Feſtus ( willing to do the 
Jews a pleaſure ) ſaid unto Pau/: Wilt thou go up to 
7eruſalem, and there be judged of theſe things before 
me? Then ſaid Paz/; I ſee no cauſe wherefore | ſhould 
oo thither, but may be judged as well here as there. 
But foraſmuch as the Fews (eek my condemnation againſt 
all right and Juſtice, I appeal to the Emperor. Well 
(hid Feſtus) thou haſt appealed to the Emperour, 
and to him ſhalt thou go. Within a few days after this. 
it chanced that King 4grippe with Bernice his wite; 
came unto Ceſare ro ſalute and welcome Feſtus the 
new Prelident. And during the Kings aboad there, 
Fifus ( on occafion ) rehearled Pau!s matter unto him, 
laying: Felix my Predeceſlor lefr here a certain 
man in hold, whom the chief Prieſts and Elders of 
the Jews at Jeruſalem, complained of, defiring me 
for their ſakes to give ſentence againſt him. To whom 
[ anſwered, that it was not the cuſtom of the Rowars, 
to give ſentence againſt any man, before his accuſers 
were brought before him, that he might make aniwer 
for himſelf. And fo when his acculers were come hi- 
ther, I'on the next day fat in judgment, and command- 
ed the priſoner to be brought forth before me, againſt 
whom his acculers brought no accuſation of ſuch things 
a5 I ſuppoled they would have done, but demanded cer- 
tain queſtions of him concerning their own ſuperſtiti- 
on, and laying to his charge one Feſ#s which was dead, 
whom he affirmed to be riſen from death to life again. 
And foraſmuch as I wiſt not well what to ſay in this mat- 
ter, Iasked him whether he would goto Fernuſalew, and 
Q 2 there 
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there be judged. And when he had refuſed that, and ap- 
pealed to Ceſar, I commanded him to be kept in prifog, 
until | might have occaſion to ſend him to Ceſar. Then 
ſaid the King to Feſtus: I have heard much of that 
ſame Jeſus and his Diſciples, and therefore am much 
deſirous to hear the fellow (peak my ſelf, betore he gy 
to Ceſar. Whereupon, Feſtus on the next morrow brought 
forth Paul into the common hall before Aegrippa the 
King, ſaying on this wiſe: King 4grippa, and you all 
that be here preſent, ye {ee this man, whom all the Fen, 
have complained on to me, both at Jernſa/em and here, 
crying that he ought not to live any longer ; and yet hare 
I made inquiry, and can find nothing worthy of death 
that he hath committed : nevertheleſs, for as much a 
he hath appealed to the Emperour, I am determined to 
ſend him thither ; and yet becauſe I have no certaig 
thing to write unto his Majeſty, I have brought him 
torth before you, and ſpecially to thee King Agrippathat 
after examination had, I might have ſomewhat to write, 
tor me-thinks it ſtandeth with no reaſon, to: ſend apriſe- 
ner, and not to ſhew withal what 1s laid to his charge. 
And when Ayrippa ſaw Paul ſtand before him, he 
ſaid : thou art permitted to ſpeak: for thy ſelf, if thou 
haſt any thing to ſay in thy defence, ſay on. Then: be- 
gan Paux/ to ſpeak, and made ſuch a pithy declaration 
of his former life, and of his calling to Chriſt, that Feſtus 
( which was not skilfulin the Jews religion ) thought 
all his ſayings to be but madneſs, and cryed out with 
a loud voice, ſaying, that he was beſide himſelf, and 
that much learning had made him mad. Then after 
ſentence given by King 4grippa that Paul ſhould be ſent 
to the Emperor, Feſtus delivered him and certain 
others priſoners in- bonds: to the Emperours Centurion 
named Fulinus, who conveyed them.into lraly, Feſtus 
Solemn, or Holy-day.

And when they heard «Moſes ſay fo, they an- 
ſwered, ſaying : We do not intend to leave our brethren, 
our meaning 1s nothing leſs than fo to do, but rather 
that we might be ſuffered to make in this place (heep- 
folds for ourcattcl, and houſes for our wives and chil- 
dren, to -leave them therein, which being done, we 
our ſelves will go forth beture our brethren harneſſed, 
and will not return home to our houſes, until we have 
brought them to their places, and that every one of them 
be poſleſſed in his inheritance. Then Moſes contented 
with this anſwer, granted their requelt. And (o the 
builded ſheep-cotes tor their Cattel, and houſes for their 
families, wherein they left them, and went forth with 
their brethren, until they had performed their promiſe, 
and-then returned home again.

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Deputy under Ceſar the Emperor in the Countrey of 
Achaia, In this time, it hapned the Jews which had 
made a conſpiracy againlt Paul, to bring him before 
the place of judgment where Galzo fate as Judge, ac- 
culing Paul! unto him, of new do&rine. But when 
Gallio perceived the controverſie between the Jews 
and Pan! was concerning Jewith Religion, he fought 
to rid his hands of them: and preventing Faul 
( who was ready to ſpeak in his own defence) ſaid: 
Oye Fews, if it were a matter of wrong, or an evil 
deed, reaſon would that I ſhould hear you, but if it 
be aqueltion of words, or names, or of your law, look 
unto it your ſelf, for I will be no Judge in ſuch mat 
ters. And ſo cauſed them to depart the place, Gali, 
giving Milk, or having Milk. 


Gamaliel, one of the ancient Phariſees, was 
Paxls Shool maſter, and in high eſtimation among 
the people, both for his excellent knowledge in the law, 
and for his ſingular wiſdom. When the Apoſtles were 
brought by ſome of the Council for preaching in the 
name of Chrilt, whole lives ( he perceived ) the Council 
{ought : he defired that for a while the Apoſtles might 
depart out of the Council-houſe. And when they were 
gone, heſaid: Ye men of Iſrae/.take heed to your {elves 
what ye intend to do as touching theſe men, for be 
tore theſe days role up one Thendas boaſting himfell, 
to whom reſorced a number of men, about 400, who 
was Jain, and they all which believed him, were 
icattered abroad, and brought to nought. Aﬀeer this 
man roſe up one F«das of Galilee, in the time when Tri 
bute began, who drew away much people after him, he 
allo perithed, and all that obeyed him were ſcattered 
broad. And now 1 ſay unto you, refrain your ſelves 
from theſe men, and let them alone : For if this Cour 
ſel, or this work be of men, it will come to nought- a”

who intreated the People fo gently and ſo friendly, that 

il the Fews which were ſcattered about in the Land 

(hearing of his gentleneſs) reſorted unto Gedaliah, and 

found great favour at his hand, for the which they bare 

unto him their hearty good wills. Inſomuch that whea 

Bul King of the Ammonites had ſent one Iſbmael (un- 

tr pretence of friend(hip) to ſlay him, the Captains wurcer com- 
of the Fews (having knowledge thereof ) were fo fore a- mitted nacer 
raid of Geaaliah, leſt any misfortune ſhould chance ini... 
tin, that they told him of I/þmae!'s conſpiracy. And : 
ae among the reſt named Fohanan, offered himſelf to 

dipatch 1/þmact out of the way ſo ſecretly, that the deed 

ould never be known. But Gedaliah not crediting 

their words, neither yet miſtruſting Iþmael, would

Geaeon, who was following the chalec after Zeba and Zal. 
munna (Kings of Miaian) which two (at the laſt) he took 
and led them. back to the Men of Swcrorh & Phanuel (who 
had denied him (ultenance before) and ſaid unto them: 
Behold, here be the men by whem ye upbraided me, (ay 
ing:Are the hands of Zeba and Za/mwunnaalrcady in thine 
hands,that we tbould give bread unto thy weary People? 
I told you then, that when the Lord had delivered them 
into my hands, I would return and tear your fleh 
with Thorns and Briers of the Wildernels, and break 
down the Tower of Phanuel: And fo to perform his 
promile, he fell upon the Men of Succorh and Phanuel, 
and put them to moſt painful tormeats and death, and 
{flew Zeba and Zalmunne, with his own: hands. Thus 
he delivered [/-ae/ out of the hands of the Midianite: 
which had. kept them ſeven years in ſubjetion. And 
when he had judged them forty years, he dyed, leaving 
behind: him 70.

But when Gedeon was dead, the || 
raelztes turned from God again, and went a whoring 
after Baalim, and made Baal-berith their God, forget 
ting the Lord their God, which had delivered them out 
of the hands of their enemies: neither ſhewed they mer 
cy onthe houſe of 7erubbaal, according to all the goodne!s 
which he had ſhewed unto them : But contrariwiſe(like 
men unthankful, and void of all faithfulneſs) confer 
ted to the utter deſtruction of all his Poſterity.

he refuſed. And when GebaXz {aw the Noble man gone, 
and that his Maſter had received nothing, he then (be- 
ng ſtricken with covetouſnels) followed after. Naamasy. 
And when the Prince {aw the Prophets ſervant come 
cunning (o faſt after him, he (for the reverence he bare to 
his Maſter ) deſcended from his Chariot to meet him, 
and asked of him if all were. well with his Maſter or no. 
Yea (laid Gehazt) all is well: But even now there is 
come to my Maſter from Mount Ephraim, two young 
Men of the Sons of the Prophets, wherefore he hath ſent 
me to deſire thee to let him have one Talent of Silver, 
and two change of Garments. Then the Prince (of his 
liberality) gave him two Talents, and made his Men 
tocarry the Money and Stuff after Gehazi. And when the 
Men had brought 1t nigh unto the place where he would 
have it, he took it of their hands, and let them deparr, 
and conveighed it privily into his own Chamber: And as 
ſoon as GehaFt came into the preſence of his Maſter, he 
demanded where he had been. No where,quoth he. No? 
(aid Eliſews)went not my heart with thee when the man 
turned again from his Chariot to meet thee? Is it now 
atime to receive Money or Garments? Well. foraſmuch 
35 thou haſt offended in this,the Leprofie of Aaamar ſhall 
cleave unto thee, and to thy Seed for ever. And lo he went 
out from his Maſter a Leper as white as (now. Read 
more of GebaF{#, in the Stories of E{;ſeus his Maſter.

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Gibeonites ; The Gibconires hearing of the great 
deſtruction that Foſþua had made at Fericho and 4, 
were in ſuch fear that they wilt not how to ſave their 
lives, but by this policy. When they perceived Foſhu 
to draw nigh unto Gibeon, they chole out certain Men 
among them to ſend as Ambaſſadours to Foſh»a, and 
made their proviſion of dry and mouldy Bread : And 
put their Wine into old Bottles all rent and torn: 
and ſhod themſelves with old clouted ſhooes: and put 
on their backs old garments, and (o ſent them forth to 
Feſhuz to obtain peace. And when Foſþna looked upon 
them, and beheld their {imple ſtate: he asked what they 
were, and from whence they came : They anſwered, 
from a far Countrey are thy Servants come becauſe of 
the name of the Lord thy God : for we have heard of his 
fame and power, and what he did in the Land of Eyypr, 
and in all other places till now. And long have wetrr 
vailed to come hither as ye may ſee; for this our food, 
the day we came forth was hot, our bottles, ſhooes, and 
garments all new, and now are they old and torn, 
and our Bread dry and mouldy, wherefore we ſhall 
deſire your favour and peace. Then Foſh«a (believing it 
had been ſo) (wore unto the Grbeonites, and made a 
covenant of peace with them, and let them go. Within 


three days after it fortuned the I7ae/zres to come to the. 


City of Gib-0z, thinking to have deſtroyed it. But when 
they ſaw that they were the People, which (a little be- 
tore) had obtained peace at their hands, they would not 
ilay them, becauſe of their oath, but went to Jeſhu« and 
told him. Then Foſhu4 ſent for them,& demanded where- 
tore they had ſo deceived him. They anſwered, it was 
told us, that God commanded eMoſes, to give you this 


| Land,and toſlay all the Inhabitants thereof,and therefore 


were we forced to make this proviſion for our lives. And 


now we be in your hands, te do with us as ſhall pleaſe 
you.

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you. Well (ſaid Jus) for our oath ſake ye ſhall have 
your lives. But for as much as ye have ſo craftily de- 
ceived us, the Lord hath determined, that ye ſhall be 
in bondage under Iſrael, all the days of your lives, and 
be Hewers of Wood, and Water-drawers for the Con- 
gregation and Houle of God continually : And fo the 1/- 
rlites took their Cities, but ſaved their lives. After this, 
the Kings of the Amorites (hearing how the Gibeonites 
had made peace with I/rae/) came upon them, and be- 
feged Gibeon, which was the greateſt City in all the 
Kingdom of the Amorites, whereupon, the Gibeonites 


were conſtrained to ſend to Foſbus for his aid, who- 
came from Gi/ga/, and with a great power reſcued them, 


and took the Kings of the Amorites (which were five in 
number) and hanged them on five ſeveral Trees, and de- 
troyed all their People and Countries. Thus the Gibes- 
ates continued in Bondage under the Iſraelites with 
their lives, until the time of King Sa/, who then for 


azeal he had to the Children of 1ſreel and 7uda, flew a 


great number of them, which deed God puniſhed in the 
days of King David, at what time he ſent a Famine 
upon the Land, which continued for the ſpace of three 
years, for when David enquired at the Lord, the cauſe 
of that Plague, anſwer was made him by God, that it 
was for Saul and his bloody houſe, who had killed the 
Gibeonites, which Gibeonites were none of the Seed of 
[rael, but a remnant of the Amorites, with whom the 
Children of Iſrae/ had made a bond of peace. Then Da- 
vid asking the Gibeonites what he ſhould do for them, 
and wherewith he ſhould recompence them, they aid : 


we will neither have Silver nor Gold of Sas/, nor of his 


Houſe, nor that any Man of I/rae/ be killed for our ſakes, 


but the Man that hath conſumed us, and imagined to. 


bring us to naught, him will we deſtroy. Therefore ler 
his ſeven Sons be delivered unto us, that we may

'Goltas, was a * mighty ſtrong Gyant, whom the 


Philiſtizes had brought with them to Battel againſt the 
Hoſt of I/rae/. His ſtature was (ix cubits and a ſpan, 
His Helmet upon his head was of braſs, and the Boots 
on his Legs of the ſame. His coat of Male weighed 5000, 
ſhekels of braſs. The ſhaft of his Spear which he bare in 
his hand was like a Weavers beam. And the head upon 
the ſame weighed 600. ſhekels of Iron. This man being 
thus armed, came out from the Phi/itines (one bearing 
his ſhield before him) and ſtanding between the two 
Hoſts in a Valley, he cryed to the Hoſt of I-ae/, ſaying: 
Why are ye come to ſet your Battel in aray ? am not [ 
a Philiztize, and you the ſervants of Saul ? chook 
you out a Man, and let him come down to me. And if he 
be able to fight with me, and to kill me, then will we be 
your ſervants: and if I can overcome him, and kill him, 
then (ſhall ye be our ſervants, and ſerve us. Thus came 
he day by day defying the whole Hoſt of Iſ-ae! for the 


{pace of forty days, wherewith the Iſrac/ites were lore 


afraid and diſcomtited, and durſt not abide his light. 
But God (who by his ſecret providence had appointed 
out a Man to match him)cauſed eſſe to ſend his young ſon 
David to the Hoſt of I{rael to ſee his Brethren how they 
did. And as he ſtood with them, and heard the ca 

tu 
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fyll words of Gol;zs which he ſpake againſt the holy 
Hoſt of Iſrael: The ſpirit of God (even at that inſtant) 
put ſuch a courage into the heart of David, that he flipr 
away from his Brethren unto the People, (whom he ſaw 
in great fear ) and ſaid : What ſhall be done to the 
Man that killeth this Philiftine, and taketh away the 
hame from Iſrael! ? and what is this uncircumciſed 
Heathen, that he ſhould thus revile the Hoſt of the li- 
ving God ? David uttering this bold manner of ſpeech 
once or twice, he was (at the laſt) brought before King 
Saul, to whom he ſaid oa this wile : Oh King, let 
no Man's heart fail him, or be afraid this day, .for il 
thy Servant will go and fight with yonder Phz/iftine.

King of 4/ia, and Steward of his Houſe, was ſent to 
Jeruſalem to fetch away the treaſure out of the Temple, 
which one Symon the Governour thereof had betrayed 
unto the King. And being come to Feruſalem, he was 
bvingly received of Onias the High: Prieft into the City. 
But when Heliodorus had uttered the cauſe of his com- 
Ing, and that his Commiſſion was to bring the Money 

; Unto. the King, there was no ſmall fear thorowout the 
whole City. For then all men from the higheſt to the low- 
eſt were ſo oppreſſed with ſorrow and heavineſs,that they 
knew not what to do, bur fell to prayer, lifting up their 
eyes to Heaven, and calling upon him which, had made 
a Law concerning ſtuff given to keep, that he would 
ſafely preſerve the lame; which was there committed in 
ultody. And while the Bo and People _ thus 

amen- 
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lamenting and crying upon God, and on the other ſide 
Heliodorus perſonally with his Men of War about the 
Treaſury: There appeared an Horſe witha terrible Man 
litting upon him deck'd in Harneſs of Gold, which Hork 
{mote at Heliodorws with his fore-feet to beat him from 
the place. Allo there appeared two fair and beautify] 
young Men in goodly apparel,which ſtood on each ſide of 
Hel:odorns and (courged him, lo long that he fell down 
to the ground as dead.and fo was carried out of the Tem:

Oblation to- God, and gave hearty 
thanks'to On14 for his life, and fo returned home + 
24in to the King, declaring unto him the great and 
manifeſt works of God that were done upon him. The 
King (after. this) being yet deſirous of the treaſure that 
was in the Temple, asked of Heliodorus, whom he 
thought meet to'tend once again to. Fer»ſalers for the 
money: He anſwered , ſaying : Oh King; if thou haſt 
any enemy or Traitor unto thy Realm, ſend him thi 
ther, and thou ſhalt be ſure to have him well puniſhed; 
and. hardly to eſcape with his life. For doubtleſs, (ſaid 
he) In that place there is a' ſpecial power and working, 
of God, for he that dwelleth in Heaven, viſiteth and _ 
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deth that place, and none eſcapethunpuniſhed or plagued, 
that cometh to do ic harm.

And'when thele things were granted to 7aſon, and thar 
he had got the ſuperiority, he began immediately to 
tw his Kinſmen to the cuſtomes of the Heathen, a- 
bolihing the Laws- and Priviledges of the 7ews, he 
brought in new ſtatutes, contrary to the Law of God: 
$o.that tlhiorow the exceeding wickednels of this un- 
rodly man 7aſor, the People had a great delire to follow 
the manners of the Gentiles.

ſuch wanton ſports. Now afterthree years, when 7a- 
ſn ſhould pay the King his money, which he had pro- 
miſed fur his Brother's office, he ſent it by one whom he 
moſt truſted, called Mene/aus, who gat the office from 
Jaſon ( as: appeareth more plainly 1n his-ſtory.)

Therefore (aid they) are we turned to 
thee, that thou mayeſt-go with us, and be our head and 
Ruler. But will ye promiſe now (quoth Jephrah) that 
when the Lord ſhall deliver the- 42»7xztes- into my 
hand, ye will make me then your Head and Governour? 
They ſaid yea. Ando he went with the Elders, who 
brought him to Mizpah.and being there made and conki- 
med their Head and Ruler, he ſent his Meſſengers to the 
King of Ammon, demanding what cauſe he had to ſtrive 
with Iſrae/ : who anſwered, and ſaid : Becauſe they 
took. away my Country, when they came from Eg! 
which if they will now reſtore again, I will ceaſe from

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War. Then Fephrah ſent him word again, that I/- 
me took not his Land from him, but coming from 
Feypt, and paſſing through the Wilderneſs, even to the 
red Sea, they remained at Cadeſh ; and ſent to Sehox 
King of the Amorites, to fuffter them quietly to paſs 
thorow his Country: And becauſe he would not ſhew 
them this kindneſs, the Lord delivered both him and 
his Land into their hands, and ſhall they diſpoſſeſs them- 
ſelves of that which the Lord hath given them?

Wherefore he 
(by the advice of his-Counſel) made two golden Calves, 
and ſet the one up at Dar, and the other at: Bethel, per 
wading the People that they were the Gods which 
brought them oyt.of Egyp, .and.therefore.they ſhould nor 
need. 


words of the Prophet did ſo animate Feroboarm, that > 
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need any more to go up to Feraſalem, and ' worſhip 
ſofar off, but ſhould do it nearer hand, and with let 
travail and pain. And whea he perceived the Peoply 
to incline to his purpoſe, he made a Temple to build 
Hill Altars therein for Idolatry, and placed a fort of 
ignorant Miniſters (which were not of the Sons of Le. 
v7) in Dan and Bethel, to train up the People in 
worſhipping of theſe Calves. And the more to tir up 
the Peoples devotion, he commanded a ſolemn offering 
to be made in the honor of thele Calves,the xv.day of the 
eighth Moneth, and the ſame yearly to be oblerved in 
remembrance of this new kind of Idolatry : which iq 
continuance was fo rooted in Iſrae/, that it could ne 
ver be clean extinguiſhed, till it had brought all I ac/ to 
utter deſtruction. Now as the King was ſtanding be- 
ſide the Altar at Berhel doing of ſacrifice, there came 
a Man of God, which cryed out againſt the Altar, (ay- 
ing : O Altar, Altar, Thus faith the Lord : behold, 
a Child ſhall be born unto the houſe of David ( Joſiah by 
name) and upon thee ſhall he offer the Prieſts of the 
Hill- Altars that burn Incenſe upon thee, and they ſhall 
burn Mens bones upon thee. And this is the token that 
the Lord hath ſpoken it : Behold, the Altar ſhall 
rent, and the aſhes that are upon it, ſhall fall out. The 
King was ſo angry with this, that he ſtretched out his 
hand againſt the Prophet, commanding to lay hands 
on him,and by and by the Kings hand was dried up,ſothat 
he could not pull it to him again, the Altar clave aſun- 
der, and the aſhes fell out, as the Man of God had ſpoken. 
The King ſeeing now God's judgment fallen upon him, 
humbled himſelf to the Prophet, by whoſe interceſſion 
to God his hand was reſtored again. Great and cory 
tinual War was between this King and Rehoboam King 
of Fuds, but this ever prevailed, till 46ij«h the Son ol 
Rehoboam reigned, and then he loſt as much honour and 
more than he wan before.”

Jeſus, the Son of God was born of the Virgin 
eMary in Bethlehem, a City of Judas, (in the year ater 
the Creation of the World 3962. Languer.) whoſe birth 
immediately was honored by the gloritication of Angels, 
the agnition of Shepheards, the vemeration of the wiſe- 
men, and the Prophecies of holy Symeon and 4nna, And 
at the age of xii. years, was had in admiration among 
the DoGors in the Temple at Feruſalem, where his 
Parents found him, and brought him to Nazareth; but 
what he did from that time forth till he came to the age 
of thirty years, the Evangeliſts make no mention, 
He was then Baptiled of Fohz 1n Jordan, And to wit 
neſs that he was the very eMeſias ſent of God, the Hyuly 
Ghoſt deſcended down trom Heaven, in the likenelsof a 
Dove, and lighted upon him, and allo the voice of the 
Father was heard from Heaven, ſaying: This is my be- 
loved Son in whom I am well pleaſed, hear Him, 
And after he had bniſhed the Legacy of his Father and & 
pened the Doctrine of eternal lite to the People, and con- 
firmed the ſame with Miracles,he was at the age of xxxil 
years (or thereabout) betrayed of his own Diſciple 
das, and by the Fews his own peculiar People, molt 
cruelly put to death, at what time of his Paſſion was a 
great Earthquake, and ar ſix a Clock of the Day, ſuch a 
terrible Eclipſe of the Sun, that (for Darknels) it 
ſeemed to be very Night.

in order in a Book, which is called Ecclefialticrs, or the 
wiſdom of eſs the Son of Sirach. 


Jeſus, otherwiſe called Fuitus, was a few born, ca. «. 11. 
and one of Pau!'s Workfellows in preaching and ſet- 
ting forth the Kingdom of God, whom he commended 
to the Co/of7ans, deliring them, that it he or any ſuch 
did come unto them, they ſhould receive and entreat 
them with all gentleneſs. 


Jeth:o, the Prieſt of M:a:az had ſeven Daughters, Zxod. 4. 18. 
of the which one was called Zipporah, whom he married ** ©: 
to Moſes, And when that 7ethro had heard of all the 
mighty deeds which God had done for eMoſes, and how 
he had delivered the Children of Iſrael out of E2ypr from 
the Bondage of Pharaoh,and brought them thorow the red 
Sea, he met «Meſes in the Wilderneſs, and brought to 
him his Wife and two Children(which he had (ent back 
before ) at whole coming, Moſes was exceeding glad. 

Then as ferthro abode with eMoſes and {aw the great 

pains he took in judging the People from Morning to 

Night, he [aid unto him: What is this that thou doſt un- 

tothe People? Why fitteſt thou thy (elf alone,and all the

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the People (quoth Moſes) have any matter, they come 
unto me, and I judge. between one and another, ang 
declare unto them the Statutes and Laws of God. Tho 
doſt not well (quoth Jethro) for thou buth wearieft thy 
ſelf, and the People that is with thee: The thing by 
more weight, than thou art able to perform alons 
Therefore hear my counlel, and God ſhall proſper thee, 
Be thou for the People to God-ward, and report the cau- 
ſes to him: Admoniſh them of the ordinances and lays 
and ſhew them the way wherein they muſt walk, 20d 
the work that they muſt do. Moreover, ſeck out among 
the People men of courage, and ſuch as tear God, true 
dealing men, hating covetoulne(s, and appoint them tg 
be Rulers over thoulands, over hundreds, over fifties.and 
over tens.

Joab, was the Son of Zerviah David's Siſter (and 
the chief Captain of all Dav/4's Hoſt.) In the firſt Bat 
tel he made againſt Abner (King Saul's Captain) he 
was the Victor, and put 46-er to flight, and of malice 
awterward, by treaſon {lew him, tor the which deed, Da- 
vid was (ore offended, that he be/ought God to avenge it 
on Joab, and that his Houle and Poſterity might al- 
ways be plagued with the bloody-flux,leproſie, feeblenels 
of Body, the Sword, or Famine, for the death of Avner. 
Foab alſo was the death of .1b[a/om, and ſlew him as he 
hanged by the hair of hi; hea, upon the bough of a tree: 
And when it was told him of the great lamentation the 


King made for Abja/om his Son, he went unto bis cot 
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Nec. 
{zzd: Thou haſt this day ſhamed the faces of all thy ſer- 


vants} which this day have faved thy lite, and th: lives 
of all thy Sons and Daughters,and the lives of thy Wives 
1nd Concubines,1n that thou lovelt thine enemies and ha- 
eſt thy friends : For thou halt declared this day, that 
thou regardelt neither thy Princes nor ſervants : There- 
fre I do perceive, that if A45ſalom had lived, and all 
we had been (1ain this day, that then it had pleaſed thee 
well, Now therefore up, and come out and ſpeak com- 
forcably unto thy ſervants, for I ſwear by the Lord, 
except thou come out, there will not tarry one Man with 
thee this Night, and that will be worle into thee, than all 
the evil that fell on thee from thy youth hitherto. Allo in 
perſecuting of Sheva(which had made a new inſurretion 
wainſt David) he met 4mzſs his Aunts Son by the 
way and * flew him,and leaving him dead on the ground, 
he followed Sheb:, and beſieged him in a City called 4- 
tel, where the Governels of the City, (being a wiſe Wo- 
man) cried unto Jab, demanding why he went about to 
&troy that City which was a Mother of Iſracl, and to 
devour the Inheritance of the Lord, before he had offered 
peace: To whom he anſwered, ſaying: That he went 
about no ſuch matter, but I come (quoth he) for Sheba 
the Son of Bzchri, deliver me him, and I will be gone, 
and as ſoon as the head of Sheba was thrown over the 
Wall to Foab, he departed. Finally, after the death of 
David ( who had ordained Solomon to Reign in his 
ſtead ) Joab rook part with 4aonijah, Solomon's Brother 
which uturped the Kingdom, and went about with all 
his power to ſtablith him in David's feat.

things, and therefore believed them not. Joanna, te 
grace of the Lord, or the Lora's gift, or the Lord's mery, 


Joaſh, the youngeſt Son of 44Jiah King of Ji 
da, was itollen away from the hands of Arhaliah, his 
Grandmother, by his Siſter ?ehyſheba Wife to Fehijadeb 
the High-Prieſt, and hid in the Lords houſe, and brought 
up in the Chamber where the Prieſts and Levites lay, 
the ſpace of ſix years, and in the (eventh year, feb» 
ja44h brought him forth, and proclaimed him King, who 
11 all things ſought the Lord, ſo long as 7ehojaah lived, 
He repaired the Temple. He flew Marra the Priel: 
of Baal, and brake down his Altars, with many other 
200d things. But after the death of ?ehojadah, hefelllo 
far from God, that no admonition of the Prophets 
(which weredaily ſent him) could turn him. And lak 
of all, when Zacharia the Son of 7ehyjadah came unto 
him-to call him again unto the Lord, he (notwithſtand-

Job, was a perfect juſt Man dwelling in the Land 
of Hus, and one that feared God, who gave unto hint 
ſeven Sons and three Daughters, and allo endued him 
with great riches. His ſubſtance was 7000. ſheep, 3ooo. 
Camels, 500. yoak of Oxen, 500.ſhe-Camels, and a very 
great Houſhold. So that he was one of the moſt princi- 
pal Men among all them of the Eaſt- Country. He was 
ſo careful over his Sons, lelf, in their: banquetting they 
had committed ſome offence, or been unthankful ro God 
in their hearts, that he daily would ſanRifie them, and 
offer for every one a burnt-offering unto the Lord ; he 
was a Man allo repleniſhed with ſuch patience, that S4- 
tan with all his temptations could not move him out 
of the ſame, for when word was brought him how that 
the $a»eans had taken away his Oxen, and ſlain his Ser- 
vants, and that the Lord had conſumed all his Sheep 
with fire, and that the Cha/gees had taken away his Ca- 
mels, and how that all his Children were flainin their 
eldeſt Brother's houle, which the wind blew down up- 
on them, he made no more a-do but iaid : Naked came 
I out of my Mothers Womb, and naked ſhall 1 return 
again : The Lord gave, and the Lord hath. taken > 
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away, even 4s it hath pleaſed the Lord, fo is it come tg 
pals, bleſſed be the name of the Lord. Alſo when Satay 
(by the permiſſion of God) had plagued Jcb with ex- 
treme ſores, even from the ſole of the Foot to the crown 
of his Head, fo that he lat upon the ground in duſt and 
aſhes, ſcraping off the filth of his ſores with a Pottherg: 
and being alio inwardly afflicted with the ſharp temp. 
tation of his Wite, which temptcd him to blaſpheme Gog, 
he took all in good part, reproving his Wife for her foo- 
lith talking : tor ſhall we (quoth he) receive gocd at the 
hand of God, ard not receive evil ? not lo, I am a; 
well content to ſuffer this adverſity ſent of the Lord, as 
I was to receive the proiperity he gave me before: And 
ſo Fob continued 1n his uprightnels, and was (at the laſt) 
reſtored to as many Children as he had before, and to 
double riches. He lived an hundred and forty years, and 
law his Childrens children to the fourth generation be- 
fore hedyed. Job, Sorrowful, or hated. 


Jochebed, was the Daughter of Levy, and * born in 
Eoype. Her Husband's name was 4mram, to whom the 
bare three Children, 429», Msſes, and a Daughter called 
Miriam. jochebed, Glorious, 


Jokſhan, was the Son | of 16rah 1m, begotten of his 
Wite Kerarah: his two Children were called, the one 
Sheba, and the other Deazx. Jokſhan, Hardneſs, or Of- 
fence. 

Joel, the Son of Ph:tuc!, was * an holy Prophet, 
and propheſied againſt the Fews, exhorting the Prieſts 
to prayer and falting, for the miſcry that was coming 
at hand. And giving them warning of the coming 
and cruelty of their enemies, moved them to turn and 
convert. And laſt of all, he ſetteth out the Judgment of 
God againſt the enemies of his People. Joel; willing, or 
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:ophets, Apoltles, cc. 175 


Johanan, the Son of K areah Propheſied to Geaa- 5e. 40. 13; 
liah (whom Nabuchodonoſor King of Babylon had made 
Governour over the People that he left at Jeruſalem) that 
lbmael the Son of Nethaniah ( by the procurement of 
Beals King of the Ammonites ) ſhould kill him, which 
came (o to paſs indecd, as ye ſhall read in the ſtory of 
Geaaliah, After whoſe death, Johanar with the reit of 
the Captains over the Jews, perſecuted I/hmael, and 
recovered from him all the People which he had carried 
away, and put I/;mael to flight. Then Johaxas (fearing 
the Cha/dees, becaulc of the death of Geda/iah) conſulted 
with the reſt of the Captains, and agreed to conveigh 
themſelves & all the People into F2ypr, and asked coun{el 
of Jeremy the Prophet (who had dwelt _ in the 
Lind under Gedatiah) whether it were. beſt fo to do or 
no? who made them an{wer, that if they went into 
Frypt they ſhould periſh, but if they tarried ſtill in the 
Land, God would {urely lo detend them, that the Chal- ,. . ; we. 
ies ſhould not hurt them : yet they of a proud mind 
(deſpiſing the counſel of Jeremy and taking his words 
for lies ) led the People away into Egypt to their utter 
Gſtruction.

fed in the womb of E/;Faberh his Mother, and ordain- 
ed of God to be an abſtainer, and to go before the Lord,

of repentance : And was a Man of lo great perfection 
and holineſs of life, that the People ſtood in a doubt whe- 
ther that he were Chriſt or no. And bcing asked the que- 
ſtion, denied plainly that he was not Chriſt, nor E754, 
neither that Prophet whom they dreanied ſo much up- 
0, but only the voice of a cryer 1n the Wilderneſs to 
Mais - 
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make ſtreight the way of the Lord. For I do Baptiſe 
(faith 7ohn) in water only, but there is one now come 
among you who although he came after me, was before 
me, whole Shoo latch:t I am not worthy to unlooſe 
and he it is that ſhall Baptiſe you with the Holy Ghoſt

John the Evanzeli, was the Son of Zebeae, 
and Brother to fames, and called from his F.ſher-boat 
to be an Apoltle of Chriſt, and was of all other moſt en- 
tirely beloved of eſs, who commended his Mother un- 
to him at the hour of his death. He wrote his Golpel 
againit Cerizthus and other Hereticks, and chiefly x 
gainſt the Ebionites, which did affirm, that Chriſt 
was not before Mary whereby he was conſtrained to (et 
forth the Divine Birth of Chriſt. In the time of the Em- 
peror- Domitian, he was exiled into an lfle called Pat 
0s, where he wrote the Revelation, and after the death 
of Domitian, in the time of Pertinax, he returned to E- 
pheſus, remaining there till the time of Trajanus, and 
did raiſe up and ſer in order, many Churches in 4/is, and 
died three-ſcore years after the death of Chriſt, and was 
buried at Epheſus. 
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John Dark 2: When Pau! and Barnabas had 
been at Jeruſalem to diſtribute the Alms ſent by the 
intiochians , 10 their return they brought this Man 
John (firaamed eMark) with them to Antioch. And 
when the Holy Ghoſt had ſeparated Paul and Barnabas, 
from the other Diſciples, to the intent that they ſhould 
go and ſpread abroad the Goſpel among the Geatiles, 
and thoſe that were far off, they took this Fohn eMark 
with them to be their Miniſter and Companion, who bare 
them company from Antioch until they came to Pam- 

lis, and farther would he not go, bur left them there, 
and returned to Feruſalem again, notwithſtanding the 
apoſtes weat forth and fulfilled their office. And when 
itcame in their minds to go and vilit theſe places again, 
wherein they had ſowed the Word of God, Barnabas 
rye counſel to take Fohn with them which had been 


| their Miniſter before, to whoſe mind Paul would not 


' conſent, foraſmuch as Fohn ( of his own accord) had

forſaken them at Pamphilia, . before they had finiſhed 
their work. And fo reaſoning and diſputing about this 
matter, the contention was fo ſharp between theſe two 
Holy-men,that the one forſook the others company. And 
o Barnabes taking Fob Mark with him, failed into 
Cyprus. 


Jonadab, was the Son of Shimeah, David's Bro- 
ther, and a very ſubtil Man. He loved Ammon his Un- 
kle David's S6n, above the reſt of all his Brethren. Of 
the couniel he gave to 4mnen, concerning his Siſter 
Thamar, Read the ſtory of Ammon, Jonadab, Volun- 
tary, or Villang. 
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Jonas, the Son of Amittar was an holy Prophet, Fon4s 1. C4. 
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ding perſwaded himſelf by his own reaſon, that he 
ſhould nothing protit there, ſeeing he had fo long Pro- 


reptz, whoſe pheſied among his,own Country-men (the Jews) and 


done no good at all : Wheretore he (minding to flye to 
Tarſus) got him to Joppa, where he tound a Ship ready, 
payed his fare and went with them. And being on the Sea, 
a tempelt role {o vehemently , that the Mariners were 
lore afraid, crying every Man unto his God, and to 
lighten the Ship, they caſt all the Wares into the Sex, 
which nothing availed. Then went the Maſter of the 
Ship down under the hatches, and hnding Jonas faſt 4- 
ſleep, awoke him, ſaying: O thou ſleeper, what meaneft 
thou, arile and call upon thy God, that we periſh not. 
And when no remedy could be had, they agreed to caſt 
Lots, that thereby they might know tor whoſe caute 
they were troubled, and lo doing, the Lot fell on Jonas: 
They leeing that, ſaid: Te'l us tor whoſe cauſe we are 
thus troubled ? And what thine occupation is? And what 
thou art? And whence thou comelt,and w hither thou go- 
eſt? And what Country-man thou art,& of what Nation? 
Iam (ſaid Jonas) an Hebrew born, and fear the Lord 
God of Heaven, which made both the Sea and dry Land, 
and am fled from his preſence. And when they heard that, 
they were more afraid than before, and ſaid : what ſhall 
we do unto thee, that the Sea may ceaſe from troubling 
of us? Take me (quoth Jon4s) and caſt me into the Sea, 
and ye ſhall have reſt, for I wot it is for my ſake, that 
this evil is come upon you: Neverthele(s,.the Men (be- 
ing loth'to commit ſuch a deed) afſayed with rowing 
to bring the Ship to Land. And when they ſaw the Sea lo 
troublous againſt them, that it would nor be, they cryed 
unto the Lord and ſaid : O Lord, let us rot per'ſh for 
this Man's death, neither lay thou innocent bloud unto 
our charge.: For thou, O Lord, haſt done even as thy 
pleaſure was. 'And fo they took Fon and caſt im into 
the Sea, which incontinent was calm and (till, Anda 
| certain 
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certain great Fiſh (prepared of the Lord) received Fo- 
1, and ſwallowed him up 1tato his body, where he lay 
(in prayer) three Days and chree Nights. And being then 
caſt out again on dry Lind. The Lord commanded him 
traight-way to go to Niniveh, and do as he had charged 
him. And when he came to the City & was entered adays 
Journey in the ſame, he cryed out, ſaying: There are yet 
forty days, and then ſhall A#»:2ch be overthrown. Bur 
when his Prophecie came to none effect, by reaſon of the 
Peoples great repentance, he was fore dilpleaſed, and 
in his prayer, ſaid : O Lord, was not this my ſaying 
(Ipray thee) when I was yet in my Countrey, and the 
cauſe of my flying to Tarſ#s, that thou waſt a merci- 
'ful God, full of compaſſion, long ſuffering, and of great 
goodne(s,and wouldeſt repent thee of the evil? And now 
OLord, foraſmuch as 1 am found falle in my ſayings, 
take (I beſecch thee) my life from me, for I had rather 
dye than live. And fo Fonas got him out of the City, and 


{ made him a Booth on the Eaſt ſide thereof. And as he fat 
under the ſhadow of his Boorth,to ſee w hat ſhould become 


of the City: the Lord cauled a wild Vine to ſpring over 
his Head, to give him more ſhadow to defend the heat 
of the Sun from him, whereof Fonas was very glad. 


{ But on the next morrow, when he perceived the Vine 


withered away, and that for lack of the ſhidow there- 
of he waxed faint thorow the fervent heat of the Sun 
which burned him fo fore, he withed in himfclf that he 


1 might dic. Then (aid the Lord to Jonas, doſt thou 


well to be angry for the wild Vine? Yea ſaid he very 
well, even unto dearth. If thou then (quoth the Lord)ha(t 
had picy upon the wild Vine, whereon thou beitowed(t 
no labour, nor madeſt it grow, which ſprang up in one 
Night and periſhed in another; how much more ought 
I ro have pity upon Niniveh that great City wherein 
are [ix {core thouſand Perfons, that cafnot diſcern be- 


tween their right hand and their left, beſide much Cat-

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obedience. Jonas, 4 Dove. 

Jonathan, the Son of King Sas/, was a valiant 
Man in all his acts, who helped his Father fo mightily a. 
gainſt the Philiftines, that at the firſt brunt he bear 
down the ſtrongeſt hold they had. And aſter that (the 
Philiftines being pitched in Mzichmaſh, into the which 
paſſage lay two ſharp Rocks) He ſaid to his Armoyr- 
bearer, Come, and let us go over toward the Philiftines 
Garriſon, peradventure the Lord will work with yg, 
for it 1s no hard thing with him, to ſave with many, or 
with few : we will go over and ſhew our ſelves to theſe 
uncircumciſed. * And if they ſay on this wiſe unto us: 
Tarry until we come unto you, then will we ſtand Rtill 
and not remove: But if they ſay, come up unto us, then 
will. we go up, for the Lord hath ſurely delivered them 
into our hands, and this ſhall be a ſign unto us. So they 
went (without the knowledge of Sas/)and ſhewed them» 
ſelves unto the Philiftines, 'who (when they ſaw them) 
ſaid in deriſion: See how the Hebrews are crept out cf 
the holes wherein they had: hid themſelves : but the 
Watchmen. ſaid unto them, Come up unto us, and we 
will ſhew you a thing. Then faid Fonarhan to his Ar: 
mour- bearer, come up after me, for the Lord hath de- 
livered them into the hands of [/rze// And fo Fonathan 
climbed up the Rock upon his Hands and. Feet, and 
his Armour- bearer after him. And when the Philiſtines 
{aw the face of 7oxathan, they were fo ſuddenly ſmitten 
with fear, that they fell down before him, fo that 7- 
athan and his Man, flew twenty of them, and put all 
the reſt to flight. And when the Watchmen of San! ſaw 
the Philifixes (cattered abroad, and ſmitten down as 
they went, they told it to the King, who cauſed a fearch 
to be made, to know who was gone out of the-Hoſt, and 
aot a. Man was found lacking, ſave ?onathen and his 

| Armour- 


tell? And thus was Foes reproved of God, for his dic. 


Armour-bearer, Then Sas/ with all his Hoſt, followed 


| greater ſ]aughter among the Phitiftines than they have 
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after the Philiines, charging the People (which had 
long been without ſuſtenance) on pain of death, not to 
touch any food, until he were that day avenged oft his 
enemies. And lo the People being fore oppreſt with hun- 
per, and coming into a Wood where much Hony lay 
upon the ground, durſt not for their lives comfort them- 
ſelves with one drop thereof. Fhen 7oxathan being 
faint (and nor knowing the charge of his Father) taſted a 
little Hony with the end of his Rod, and was greatly 
comforted 2nd refreſhed therewith. And being told what 
danger he had incurred, for breaking his Fathers com- 
mandment, he ſaid : My Father hath troubled the 
Land, in making ſuch an extreme Law : ſor ſeeing thar 
|-have received my ſtrength again, by taſting a little 
of this Hony, how much more ſhould the People (if they 
had eaten of che (poil of their enemies which they found) 
have been the ſtronger, and more able to have made a 


done? But nevertheleſs, for this offence of 7onathan 
Lots were caſt, and: fonathan judged to ſuffer death ; 
whereupon the People cryed out to Saul, ſaying : Sha'l 
fmathan dye, which hath ſo mightily defended If ae/? 
God forbid, as truly as the Lord liveth, there ſhall not 
one hair of his head fall unto the ground, for he hath 
wrought with God this day. And fo the People delivered 
nathan, After this, 7onathan fell into ſuch love and a- 
mity with Dav#d (whom Saz/ his Father perſecuted) 
that he made a Bond with him, which was never diſſol- 
ved between them: And at his firſt acquaintance with 
Davia, he put off his Robe, and gave it to him, with his 
other Garments, even to his Sword, Bowe, and Girdle. . 
And whatſoever (from that day forth) was ſaid, done, 
or wrought by Sas/ his Father againlt David, that 
would ' fonathiz tind the means to ſtay and pacifie; 
whereby. (many times) he ſaved -David from the my 
i 
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of Saul, and ſo continued his faithful friend, durin 
his life. Finally, in Battel with his Father againſt the 
Philijlizes, he was lain. Jonathan, zhe gift of the 


Pizeon, or Dove. 


LLC, 2. Jonathas, the youngeſt Son of eMartathias, and 
9. cap. Brother to J«4zs Machabens, did lo valiantly behave 
himſelf in the Wars, that the Jews ( after the death 
of Judas his Brother) made him their chief Governor, 
who (at length) vanquithed Bachides, Whereby his 
fame {o encreaſed, that both Demetrius and 4lexangey 
ſought to be 1a League with him : But for ſo much as pe. 
meirins had vexed Iſrael before, 7onathas ( miſtruſting 
Demetrias ) ſoriook h.s offer, and agreed to Alexander, 
who had always been his friend, and fo continued, as 
his ſtory declareth. Atrer this, he vanquiſhed Apoll. 
nius, Captain of Demetrius Hoſt, burnt the City of 
Azotus, with the Temple of Dagon, lubdued Jſcalon, 
2nd with great ViRtory returned to /ernſalem, where 
(for his worthy prowels) he received a Coller of Gold 
from Alexanaer, Finally, (after long proſperity in 
12.£4. 13: Wars) he was betrayed by one Triphon in the City of 
Prolemar, and afterward moſt piteouſly put to death. 
Of fozathas, Son of Abiathar the Prieſt, lock in the ſto- 
ry of 4hima4F the Son of Saavch.

Aﬀer this, when Bexhadad King of Syria had be- 
ſieged Samaria, lo long till Women were conſtrained ty 
eat their own Children, Joram took ſuch diſpleaſure 
with Eliſeus (laying the caule upon him) that in his fy. 
ry, he ſent to take away his Head : Which thing being 
revealed to the Prophet, he ſaid to his Friends that were 
with him in his Houle: See ye not how this Mutherer's 
Son hath ſent to take away my Head? Take heed and 
be circumipe&t when the Meſſenger cometh, and keep 
him at the Door, for the ſound of his Maſters feet is be- 
hind him ; which was even lo, for the King's mind al- 
tered, he followed the Meſſenger, and came to the Pro- 
pher himſelf, ſaying : This evil is of the Lord, and 
2 King.7, What more ſhall I look for of him? No more ſaid the 
1, V6 Prophet: For to morrow this time, ſhall a Buſhel of fine 
Flowre be ſold for a ſhckel, and two.Buſhels of Barley for 
another ſhekel in the Gate of Samari« ; which came loo 
paſs the next day ; for the great Hoſt of the Syrians at 
the ſound. of the feet of four Lepers, were run away, 
9. 24, &c. and had left all their Tents behind them. Finally (to ful- 
fil the word of the Lord concerning the deſtruction of 
Ahab's Poſterity) Joram was ſlain with an Arrow 
ſhot by Jehu, and his Body caſt into a Plat of Ground | 
that was Naboth the Jeſraelite's, after he had reigned 
twelve years.

vid's time hitherto, rebelled now againſt Joram. All

who were better Mcg than thy ſelf: Therefore, with a 

preat Plague will the Lord imite thy Folk, thy Children, 

thy Wives,and all thy Goods: And thou ſhalt bediſeaſed 

inthy Bowels, which day by day ſhall tall out of thy By- 

dy. And lo the Lord ſtirred up againſt foram, the Phi- 

liftines, the Arabians, with the Erhiopians, which wa- 

ſted his Countrey, and carried away his ſubſtance, 

his Wives, and all his Sons (ſave 445144 the youngeſt ) 

and ſ\mote him with an incurable Dileale in his Bowels 

which held him two years, till all his Guts fell our, and 

Þhe died, after he had reigned eight years. Joram,the 

biehneſs of the Lora.

Tchoſaphat, the Son of 4/z, began his Reign over « xirg.15, 24; 
\udah in the fourth year of 4hab King of Iſrae/, and | 
walked in the old ways of his Father David, and in 
the Commandments of God, and not in the ways of 
Iſrael, This godly King to have the tear of the Lord 
renewed among his People, in the third year of his 
Reign ſent certain of his Lords thorowout all his 
Realm, and with them godly,learned and ancient Fathers 
of the Levites, with the Book of the Law : whoſe Com- 
miſſion was to ſee all Idolatry and ſuperſtition ſuppreſſed, 
and the Laws of God pureiy and ſincerely taught and 
followed, which was ſodiligently done, that the fear of 
the Lord fell ſo upon all the Kingdoms round about 
kim, that no Man troubled him, bur preſented him with 
gifts : The Phili#tines with Tribute-morey, the Ara- 

x | Bb bians 
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bians with Cattel, ſo that within a while, he grew into. 
great riches and honor. And being thus endued with a, 
bundance of treaſure and fubſtance, he joyned affinity 
with 4hab, taking his part againſt the Syrians, where 
(notwithſtanding) the Lord preſerved him,and brought 
him ſafe home again. But forlomuch as in his ablence, 
the Pcople were ſomewhat ſwerved from the Lord, the 
Prophet F<hn came to him, and ſaid: Becauſe thou haſt 
helped the ungodly, and loved them whom the Lorg 
doth hate, the wrath of God 1s come upon thee, neverthe- 
leſs good things are found in thee, becaule thou haſt tz 
ken away the Groves out of the Land, and halt prepared 
thine heart to ſeek God. Then Fehoſaphat fearing the 
Lord , went about all his Realm, to bring the People 
again unto the Lord : And when he had ſet godly Jud- 
ges and Levites in every City (the one to judge in tem- 
poral cauſes, and the other in matters of the Lord) he 
gave to either of them his charge, ſaying firſt to the 
Fudges on this wile : Take heed (ye Judges) what ye 
do; for ye execute not the judgment of Man, but of Gd, 
which is with you in judgment : wherefore now, let 
the fear of the Lord be upon you, and take heed and 
be doing the thing that pleaſeth him, for there is noun- 
righteoulneſs with the Lord our God that ſhould have 
any reſpect of Perſons, or take rewards. Then he tur- 
ned to the Levites, and (aid: Thus ſhall ye do in the 
fear of the Lord, faithfully, and with a pure heart, what 
cauſe ſoever come unto you of your Brethren, between 
Bloud and Bloud, Law and Commandment, Statute 
and Ordinance, ye ſhall warn them that they trel- 
paſs not againſt the Lord, that wrath come not _ 
you, and upon your Brethren, thus do, and you ſhall 
not offend : Take courage to you, and do manfully, 
and the Lord ſhall: be with ſuch as go about to main- 


tain the Laws of the Lord. After this, the Lord gave 
Jehoſaphat a marvellous Victory againſt the eMos = 
and: 
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and the Ammonites, whoſe Armies fell at ſuch ſtrife and 
variance among themlelves, that one killed another, and 
lf not one alive undeſtroyed betore Jehoſaphat came at 
them. And the fourth day after he had gathered up the 
ſpoil, he aſſembled his People in the Valley of Bleſſing, 
and went to Jeruſalem with great triumph, where he 
pave all praile and thanks to God for his miraculous 
Victory. Finally, he joyned himſelt with 464474h King 
of Iſrael, and made ten Ships to go with his Ships 


to Tarſhiſh for Gold : And becaule he had * joyned him- * The true 


elf with ſo wicked a Man, the Lord brake his Ships, 


and would not ſuffer them to go. He reigned xxv. years, joyn in ſoci- 


ind was buried with his Fathers in the City of David, 
leaving Joram his SON to occupy his place. Jehoſaphatr, 
the Lord's judyment, or the judgment of the Lord. 


Joſeph, the Son of Jacob and Rachel, was in his gee. 30. 24; 
youth beloved of his Father above all other, in ſo much, 37. cap- 


that he mide him a Coat of many colours : But his Bre- 
thren hated him, becauſe his Dreams ſignitied unto 
them, that he ſhould be Lord over them all, and they his 
Servants. And being at the age of xvii. years, he was 
ſent to them with Victuals, where they lay with their 
ſheep at Dothan, who ſeeing him come afar off, began 
to deride and mock him, ſaying: Behold, where the 
Dreamer cometh, and counlelled together to Kill 
him, but Reuvex (the eldeſt Brother) would not conſent 
tothat. Wherefore at his coming they ſtripped him out 
of his Coat, and caſt him 1ato an empty Pit. And as cer- 
tain [/h-aelites paſſed by, they lold Foſeph to them tor 
twenty pence of filver, and took his Coat, and dipt it in 
Goats bloud, and had it home to their Father, bearing 
him in hand they had found it by the way : Then Fa- 
©» feeing his Son's Coat, cryed out and rent his Gar- 
ments for ſorrow, — ſurely that wild Beaſts 
had deyoured and torn Joſeph in pieces : But he being 
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ſafe and ſound carried into Egypt, was there ſold apain 
to a certain great Lord of King Pharaoh's Court na. 
med Potiphar : and became ſo lucky a Man with him(b 

God's providence) that his Maſter made him chief Ry. 
ler over all his Houſe. And lo continued in great favour 
with his Lord, uatil his Maiter's Wife began to caſt 
her love upon him, and would have had him tolye with 
her : Then Foſeph to diſlwade his Miſtreſs from 
her inordinate love, ſaid : Behold, my Maſter know. 
eth not what he hath in the Houle with me, but hath 
committed all things he hath into my hands. There 
is no Man greater in this Huule than I, neither hath 
he kept any thing from me, ſave only thee, becauſe 
thou art his Wife. How then can I do this great wicked- 
nels, and ſo fin againſt God? And thus he put her off, 
and ſhunned her company (from that day forth) as much 
as he could poſſibly do. But one day as Foſeph ente- 
red into the Houſe to do his bulineſs, and finding his 
Miſtreſs there (by chance) alone, ſhe caught him by the 
Cloak to have him lie with her, which he denied and 
would not conſent to her mind, and when he ſaw hero 
importune upon him that he could not honeſtly part from 
her, he wound himſelf out of his Garment, and ſo depar- 
ted : Then ſhe called to her Men, declaring to them that 
Foſeph would have raviſhed her, and when I began ty 
crie (quoth ſhe) he left his Garment behind him for haſt, 
and ran away : which tale being told to Potiphar at 
his coming home, Foſeph was cait in Priſon , where 
(by God's proviſion) he found ſuch favour with the Keep- 
er, that he committed all things under his haad to do 
whatſozver he would. Now in this Priſon where Joſeph 
was, lay two of King Pharaoh's Officers : The one his 
chief Baker, and the other is Butler. Which two Men 
chanced to dream both in one. Night, and telling their 
dreams to Foſeph, he told the Butler that within three 
days, he ſhould be reſtored to his Office again, but the 


Baker | 
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Baker ſhould be hanged : Wherefore he deſired the But- 
lertothink upon him to the King when he was reſtored, 
who (notwithſtanding) forgot 7oſeph, and never remem- 
bred him till two years after that Pharaoh the King 
chanced to have certain Dreams, which none could be 
{und to tell him the meaning of: and then the Butler 
calling ?oſeph to remembrance, told the King all things 
of him, who being ſent for, and come to the King, he ope- 
ned the Dreams, declaring to Pharaoh, the (even plenti- 
ful years that were tocome,and the ſeven barren and hard 
years which ſhould enſue and conlume the abundance 
of. the years preceeding. Then the King perceiving 7o- 
ſeph to be a Man endued with wiſdom and knowledge, 
made him Regent of his Realm, and called him the Sa- 
viour of the World, for by his politick proviſion, Egypr 


was relieved in the hard and dear years, and the King . 


greatly enriched. At this time was oſeph about the age 
of thirty years, and took to Wife 4ſn4th the Daughter 
of Potiphay Prieſt of On, and had by her two Sons, 
Manaſſes and Ephraim, Now when the time of Dearth 
was come, all Lands being ſore oppreſſed with Famine, 
knt into Egypt for Corn, among the which, ?acob ſent 
ten of his Sons, who (at their coming before ?oſeph 
their Brother and Governour of FEgypr) fell down flat be- 
fore him.

This Foſeph came 
to Pilate, and deſired licence of him, to take down the 
Body of Jeſ# from the Crols and to bury it, and having 
obtained his petition, he bought a tine piece of Linnen 
cloth, and therein wrapped the Body, and laid it in anew 
Sepulchre hewed out of the Rock,and rolled a great ſtone 
before the Door of the Sepulchre, and (o weat his way. 


Joſephus, the Son of Zachary, and one 4Faris, 
were two Captains under fudas eMachabeus, which 
two, Judas leit in Fewry to keep and govern the rem: 
nant of the Hoſt left there, while he and 7onathas with 
Simon their Brother, went into the parts of Galilee and 


Gilead to deliver their Brethren which were then belic- | 


ged of their enemies: giving them a great charge not to 
War with the Heathen, but to lye ſtill, till he and his Bre- 
thren were returned home again. But neverthelels, 
when oſephus.and 4Farias had heard of all the great 
acts done by 7udas and his Brethren, they ſaid one to 
another: Let us go out and fight againſt the Heathen 
that lye round about us, that we may get us a name al- 
ſo. And being agreed, they went out, and pitched their 
Hoſt before the City of ?4-mia, who had not lain thets

long, or that Gorgias ilſued out of the City with his Men, 
and joyn'd Battel with Foſephus, and flew of the Jews 
two thouland, and chaſed Foſephus and all the reſt of his 
Company to the Borders of Fewry.

He cauled the Book of the Law of Moſes, which 
had been long loſt, and found again by Hz{k;h the Prieſt, 
to be had 1n great reverence, and diligently read unto the 
People.

He brake 
down the Hill altars, and burnt the Bones of the Prieſts 
of Baal, and left no wicked thing undeltroyed, nor Mo- 
nument ſtanding in the Cities of Manaſſes and Ephraim, 
or other places of his Realm, where any abomination 
had been committed. He kept a Paſleover (in the eigh- 
teeath year of his raign) the like never ſeen, and repair- 
ed the Temple.

She dwelt in the City of Berhulia, and was 
a Woman of great Chaſtity. Now during the time of her 
Widowhood, it chanced-Holofernes to come and beſiege 
the City of Bethulia, of whom the Fews were fo a- 
raid, that they wiſt not what to do, but commit 
themſelves to God, for he had deſtroyed all their water 
Conduits, lo that they muſt either be forced to ſtarve or 
yield. Then ran the People to Ofias the High-prieſt,crying 
upon him to yield and give _ = City to ———_ 
- 
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leſt they ſhould all periſh, who exhorted them to tarry 
five days longer for the mercy of God, and if he helped 
them not in that (pace, he would do as they had (aid. 
Then f?aaich (who all this while had kept her houſe in 
prayer and falting) hearing what promiſe Oſizs had made 
to the People, ſent for him and all the Elders of Berhy- 
lia, and ſaid: How happeneth this that ye have promi- 
fed to deliver the City to the Aſſyri4»s, unleſs within 
theſe five days, the Lord turn to help you: what Men 
are ye, that ye tempt the Lord? your device obtaineth 
no mercy of God, but rather provoketh him to wrath and 
diſpleaſure: Will ye ſet the mercy of the Lord a time, 
and appoint him a day at your will? exhort the People 
to repentance and prayer, and put them in remembrance 
of this: That with much tribulation the Friends of Cod 
are tryed, and that all theſe things which we now ſuffer, 
are far leſs than our fins have deſerved : And that 
this correction is come upon us (as to the ſervants of 
God) for the amendment of our lives, and not for our 
deſtruction. Now hear my device (I pray you) and be- 
ſeech the Lord to bring it to good end. Ye (hall ſtand 
this Night in the Gate of Berhu/ia,and I will go out with 
Abra my Maiden: Pray ye unto the Lord that with: 
in the days that ye have promiled to deliver vp the 
City, he will viſit [rae by my hand. But inquire not 
of me the thing I have taken in hand, for I will not de- 
clarc it, tz|l God have finiſhed the at. Then every Man 
went their ways, and Z«airh departed home to her ſecret 
cloſet where ſhe made her hearty prayers untoGed for the 
Peoples deliverance. Which being done, the caſt off her 
mourning Garments,and decked hcr lelf molt bravely,to 
allure the eyes of all Men that ſhould behold her, which 
ſhe did not for any voluptuouſneſs or pleaſure of the 
fleſh, bur of a right diicretion and veriue: And fogoing 
out of her. houle with 4bra her Maid, ſhe came to the 
Gate of the City, where the Elders ſtood waiting her 
coming: 
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coming : And as they beheld her wonderful beauty, 
which God at that preſent had given her, they were mar- 
vellouſly aſtoniſhed. She then commanding the Gates 
to be open, took her leave of the People, who moſt heartily 
belought the Lord to be her defence, and well to perform 
the device of her heart,that they might ſafely and joyfully 
receive her preſence again: And {o (committing her to 
God) ſhut the Gates,and looked over the Walls atter her, 
ſolong as they could ſee her. And as ſhe was going down 
the Mountains, the firſt Watch of the 4ſſyriaxs took her, 
demanding what ſhe was, and whither ſhe went. I am 
(quoth ſhe) a Daughter of the Hebrews,and am fled from 
them, becauſe I know that they ſhall be given unto you 
to be ſpoiled : Wherefore I am going to the Prince Ho- 
bfernes to tell him all their ſecrets, and how he ſhall 
win the City without the loſs of one Man. And when 
the Men had pondered her words and conſidered well her 
beauty,they put her in good comfort of her life, 8 brought 
her to Holofernes, whole Majeſty ſo abathed Jadith, that 


| ſhefell down as one almoſt dead for fear. But being re- 


vived again, Holofernes demanded the cauſe of her 
coming, to whom ſhe made anſwer on this wiſe, fay- 
ing: O my Lord, if thou wilt receive the words of thine 
Handmaiden, and do thereafter, the Lord ſhall bring 
thy matrer to a proſperous effet. For as thy ſervant 
fchior gave counſel unto my Lord, to make ſearch whe- 
ther they had ſinned againſt their God or no: It is ma- 
nifeſt and plain that their God 1s fo angry with them for 
their ſins, that he hath ſhewed by his Prophets, that 
he will give them over into the enemies hand. Where- 
fore they are ſore afraid , and ſuffer great hunger, and 
at this preſent (for lack of water) are in a manner as 
dead Men, and in this extremity brought to Kill their 
Cattel and drink the bloud: And alſo purpoſed to con- 
ſume all the Wheat, Wine and Oil, which are reſer- 
ved and ſanRified for the Prieſts, and not lawful for the 
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People to touch. Wherefore I thy Handmaid knowing all 
this, am fled from their prelence, for God hath-ſent me 
to work a. thing with thee, that all the Earth ſhalj 
wonder, for thy ſervant feareth the Lord, and wor. 
ſhippeth the God of Hcaven day and night : And now let 
me remain with thee my Lord, and let thy ſervant go 
out in the Night to the Valley, and I will pray untoGod 
that he may reveal unto me, when they ſhall commit 
their fins, that I may thew them unto thee, and then 
mayeſt thou ſurely go forth with thine Army;for no Man 
ſhall re(iſt thce, and I will bring thee to Fer»ſalem in ſuch 
lafety, that there ſhall not ſo much as one Dog bark 
againſt thee. Now was Holofernes fo well pleaſed with 
the words of this Woman, and lo far in love with her 
beauty, that he commanded her Lodging to be made in 
the Tent where his Treaſure lay, and to prepare her Diet 
of the ſame that he himlelf did eat and drink of, but 
notwithſtanding ſhe told the King, that ſhe might not 
eat of his Meat , leſt ſhe ſhould offend her God, but 1 
can ſatisfie my ſelf (quoth ſhe) with ſuch things as 
have brought. Then how ſhall we do (quoth Holofernes) 
if theſe things that thou haſt brought do fail : where 
thall we have the like to give thee ? As truly as the ſoul 
of my Lord liveth (quoth ſhe) thine Handmaid (hall not 
ſpend all that I have, till God have brought to pals in 
my hand, the thing that I have determined. And fo be- 
ing licen{cd-to go out and in every night at her pleaſure to 
pray, ſhe went three nights together into the Valley of 
Berhulia, cailing upon God to proſper her device, for the 
del,verance of his People, and at each time returned to 
her Tent again. And upon the fourth day as it havpen- 
ed- Holofermes .( by God's. providence) to make a great 
Banquet unto his Lords, he ſent Yago his Chamber- 
lain.to F#4ith, to counſel her to come and keep Com- 
pany with him that Night : for it were a ſhame for us 
{(quoth he) if we ſhould let ſuch a Woman alone and not 
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talk with her ; we will allure her, leſt ſhe do mock us. 
And when the Meſſenger had done his meſſage, 8 brought 
Fudith t'9 Holefernes, his ſpirit (by and by) was moved 
znd raviſhed with her beauty : Sit down now (quoth he) 
and drink with us and be merry : I will drink now 
my Lord (quoth ſhe) and rejoyce, becauſe my ſtate is 


{| exalted more than ever it was before. And lo ſhe eat and 


drank before him, of ſuch things as her Maid had pre- 
pared. Then Holofernes rejoyced lo much in Fedith, that 
hedrank more Wine at that time, than ever he had done 
in one day before. Now when the evening was come, 
and every Man departed and gone to their Lodging : Vazo 
the King's Chamberlain, ſhut the Chamber-door and 
went his way to Bed, leaving none but Judith in the 
Chamber with Holofernes, for her Maid was comman- 
ded to Rand without the Chamber-door, to wait her 
Miſtreſs coming forth to pray. And as Holfernes lay 
ſtretched along upon his Bed overcome with Wine; F«- 


| 4th ſtood by his Beds fide and prayed on this wiſe: O 
| Lord God of all power, ſtrengthen me, and havereſpet 


unto the works of my hands in this hour, that thou 
mayſt ſet up thy City of Feruſalem, like as thou haſt pro- 
miſed : O grant, that by Thee I may perform the thing 
which.I have deviſed, and ſo took down his Sword, and 
holding him faſt by the hair of his Head, ſaid : Streng- 
then me, O Lord God of Iſrael, in this hour; and with 
that ſmote off his Head, and rolled the dead Body aſide, 
and got her forth to her Maid, and put the Head in her 
Wallet,and went forth together,as though they had gone 
(as their cuſtome was) to pray. And lo paſting by the 
Hoſt, and coming nigh to the City of Bethuliz, 
he called to the Watchmen to open the Gate, for God is 
with us (quorth ſhe) and hath ſhewed his power in I/raef. 
And when the Gates were ſer open, the People received 
her (young and old ) with ſuch joy as never the like was 
leen. Then ſaid Fadirh: Oh praiſe ye the Lord, and 
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g've thanks unto our God, wh.ch hath not taken away 
his mercy from the houſe of Iſrae/; but hath deſtroyed 
our enemies this Night by my hand: And behold here 
his Head, whom the Lord hath ſlain by me his Mini. 
ſter, and returned his Handmaid without any reproach 
of villany, wherefore give praile and thanks to our God, 
whole mercy endureth for ever. Now take the Head, 
and hang it upon the higheſt place of your Walls, andin 
the morning when the Sun appeareth, go forth with 
your Weapons like valiant Men, and make as though 
ye would (et upon your enemies, who will then prepare 
them to Armour : But when they ſhall go to raiſe up 
their Captain, and tind him without a Head , there 
will ſuch a fearfulneſs fall upon them, that every Man 
will ſeek to ſave himlelf by flying, then do ye follow 
them without all care, for God hath delivered them into 
your hands. And fo the Iſraelites followed the 4ſhriars 
(which kept no order) and ſlew them down-right, And 
when they had ſlain all their enemies, and gathered up 
the ſpoil, they gave the Tent of Holofernes, and all that 
belonged to him, unto J«airh, by whom God had {6 
mightily wrought their deliverance, and had her ingreat 
honour, all the days of her life, who at the Age of an 
hundred and tive years dyed, and was moſt honorably 
buried in Berh»lia beſide her husband.

deed done, nor heard of, fince the Children of Iſrael 
came out of Egypt, that they would conſider the mat- 
ter, and take adviſement therein.

had, but they ſuffiged them not. Then the Children of I/- 
ral were very.ſorry for the breach that theLord had made: . 
in the Tribes of I/r«e/, and took great care for the Ber-. 
jemites, how to repleniſh them with Wives, forſomuch 
s their Women were all deſtroyed; and that they might 
not give their Daughters unto them: And art laſt;remem-: 
bring the yearly cultome of rhe Daughters of Shi/oh.they. 
ſaid unto the Benjamites: There is a Feaſt of the Lord- 
yearly kept in Sh:/oh: Go ye thither, and lie in wait a- 
mong the Vineyards, and when ye [ce the Daughters of 
Shiloh come dancing a-row,then come ye out of the Vine- 
yards, and catch you every Mana Wife. And if their 
Friends. complain unto us, . we will excuſe the matter; 
and ſay ye have done it, becauſe we did not reſerve to 
each one of you his Wife, 1n the time of War. And the 
Children of Bezj 1 did even (o, and took them Wives 
of the daughters of Sh/oh, and went to their Inheritance, 
and mide them Ciries to.dwell in, and-fo were friends 
with their Brethren the.Children of Iſrael again..

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(ſuppoſing it had been the Gardiner) (aid: Sir, if thoy 
haſt born him hence, tell me where thou haſt laid him 
and I will fetch him : Then ſaid Jeſs, Mary: with that 
ſhe turned her ſelf, and ſaid, Kebboni, which is to & 
Maſter, and fell down to the ground to have kiſſed his 
Feet. But to withdraw her from that, Jeſus (aid: 
Touch me not: but go and tell my brethren that I aſcend 
to my Father and your Father, to my God and your 
God. Then went Mery to the Diſciples, and told them 
that ſhe had ſeen the Lord, and what things he had (aid 
unto her. Read the ſtory of Mar#/4 her Sitter,and of Lu 
2arus her Brother. 


Mark, the Evangeliſt, is thought to have bcen 
Peter's Diſciple, and to write his Golpel, according as 
he heard Perer preach, and ſhew every thing by mouth, 
and to have planted the firſt Church in 4/exanaria, where 
he died in the eighth year of the reiga of Nero, in whoſe 
place ſucceeded 4nianus. Of this Mark, ipeaketh Pe- 
zer, in his firſt Epiſtle, the fifth Chapter, ſaying: The 
Congregation of them, which at Babylo» are compani- 
ons of your Eletion, faluteth you, and (o doth Mark 
my Son. Mark, Filed, or rubbed. | 


Mark, otherwiſe called Fob» the Son of Mary, 
was Miniſter to Paul and Barnabas, what time as they 
were ſent by the Holy Ghoſt from Antzoch, to preach the 
Goſpel unto the Heathen, which Mark at Pamphylis, 
departed back from them again. For the which cauſe, 
Paul (the next Journey that he and Barnabas made ) 
would not ſuffer Mark to go with them, wherefore 
Barnabas departed from Paul, taking Mark ( who 
was his Siſters Son) with him into Cyprus. 


Martha, and Mary Magdalene, were two Sifters, 


dwelling in the City of Bethany, which two had a Bro- 


ther 
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ther named Lazarus, This Martha (on a time) invited 
Feſus todinner. And being cumbred about much ſerving, 

and ſeeing her Siſter Mary fit till at Feſus Feet, (aid 

1 unto him: Doſt thou not care,that my ſiſter hath left me 

to miniſter alone? Bid her come and help me. To whom 

he anſwered: eMartha, «Martha, thou careit and art 

{ troubled about many things : verily, one is needful, 

Mary hath choſen the beſt part which ſhall not be taken 
ſrom,her. Oa a time as 7eſus was coming to Petha- Fob 11 c69; 
py to heal her Brother Lazarus, ſhe met him, ſaying : | 
Lord, if thou hadſt been here, my Brother had not 

died. Nevertheleſs now I know, that whatſoever thou 

doſt ask of God, he will give it thee, Thea faid Feſus, 

Thy Brother ſhall riſe again. Yea (quoth Martha) I 

know that he ſhall riſe again in the ReſurreRion at the 

laſt day : I am (ſaid eſus) the Reſurrection and the 

Life, he that believeth on me, yea though he were dead, y 
yet ſhall he live, and wholoever liveth and believeth in 

Me,ſhall not dye: Believeſt thou this? Yea Lord (quoth 

Martha) 1 believe that thou art Chriſt the Son of God, 

which ſhould come into the World.

Sons againſt the Heathen, that ey ne" 
ple,and defiled his Sanftuary. And while he and hi rs 
were thus mourning 1n Sackcloth, for the deſtru F = 
the holy City : Anticchus the King, ent certain Co . 
miſſioners to the City of Modz», to compel ſuch _ 
as were ficd thither, to forlake their own Laws "= 
{erve the Ldols of the Heathen. Who (after the bad s 
ned the heart of many) ſpake to Mattathias on Nis wiſe 
Thou art {ſaid they) a Noble man of high re woes 
and great in this City, and haſt many Children oor Bre 
thren : Come thou tirlt of all and fulfil the King's c J 
mandment, like as the Heathen have done bf pi 
Men of Juds, with ſuch as remain at Zeraſelem in 
to ſhalt thou and thy Sons be 1n favour with the Kir 
and greatly enriched. Nay ſaid Martathias: Though ; 
Nations under the King's Dominion, fall awa - | 
Man from the Law of their Fathers, yet will I, - Soon 
and my Brethren, walk in the Laws of our mr han God 
forbid we ſhould forſake the Laws and Ordinances of 
God, we will not, for no Man's pleaſure, tranſgreſs 
our Religion, or break the Statutes of our Law od 
as. he had ſpoken thele words, a certain Jew Came 
forth, and openly in the ſight of all Men, did facrifice 
unto the Idols upon the Altar in the City of Moziy ac- 
cording. to the King's commandment, which thing (o 
jr—__ Mattathias, that (for very Zeal he had to the 
aws of God) he ſtarted him up, and ran upon the few 
and killed both him & the Commithoner, that compelled 
him ſo to do, and ran his way crying thorow the City 
and ſaying to the People, whoſoever is fervent in the Law, 
and will keep and ſtand by the Covenaat, let him fol- 
low me. So he and his Sons fled into the Mountains 
_ many other godly Men, with their Wives and Chil 
——"% and all that they had, got them into the Wilder 
s. And being there, the Heathen went againſt them 
on 
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on the Sabbath day, and (l:w Man, Woman and Child, 
for on that day the Fews would make no reſiſtance, bur 
would dye in their 1nnocency : Then Matrathias hea- 
ring of this, was very ſorry, and counſelling with his 
friends, ſaid: If we do as our Brethren have done, and 
do not fight for our Lives,and our Laws,the Heathen will 
ſoon root us all out of the Earth, whereupon they con- 
cluded, that whoſoever did bid them battel on the Sab- 
bath day, that they would rather manfully fight for 
their Laws, than dye as their Brethren had done be- 
fore. Upon the which concluſion, came the whole Syna- 
gogue of the ?ews (with all ſuch as were fled for Perlecu- 
tion) to Mattathias : And being gathered together, they 
were ſo great an Hoſt, that they feared not their enemies, 
but fell upon them and ({lew a great number. And by their 
force and ſtrength, they went about the Coafts of I/rae/ 
and deſtroyed the Altars,and circumciſed their Children 
and kept their Laws in ſpight of them all. Finally, 
when the time of his death drew nigh, he called all his 
Sons before him, exhorting them to prefer the Laws 
and wealth of their Countrey, before their own Lives, 
and ordained Simop his eldeſt Son, to be as it were 
their Father, and 7udazs Machabeus to be their Cap- 
tain, and ſo giving them his bleſſing he dyed, and was 
buried in his Fathers Sepulchre in the City of Moaiz.

Matthias, was a faithſul Diſciple of Chriſt,and ons 
that had his converſation always among the Apoſtles 
even from the beginning of Chriſt's preaching to the laſt 
end. And now, for as much as 7«das the Traytor was 
fallen from Chriſt : he (with another godly Man called 
Zoſeph or Barſabas) was appointed to itand in elecion 
which of them two thould ſucceed in the place of ” 
das. And whea the Apoltles had made their prayers to 
God, and given forth their lots, the lot fell on Mat- 
thias, and lo he was counted with the eleven Apoſtles, 

Matthias, the Loras Gift. 


Methufelah, was. the Son of Henh, and lives 
an hundred. eighty and ſeven years, and begot Li 
weeh;., And alter that he lived ſeven hundred and eighty 
two years, and begot Sons and Daughters; and when 
he had lived in all, nine hundred three-(core and nine 
years, he died, Methulelah, 4e ſent his death, or the 
weapons of his death. 


Melchiſedek, is called King of Salem, and the 
High Prielt of the moſt High God. When 4braham had 
reſcued Lot his Nephew our of the hands of the Aſſyri- 


ans, and was returned from the ſlaughter of the Kings, - 


Melchiſedek met him with Bread and Wine, to refreſh 
Abrahim and his Souldiers, and bleſſed him, ſaying: 
Ble!ſed be 4braham of the molt High God poſſeſſor of hear 
ven and earth, and bleſſed be the moſt H;gh God which 
hath delivered thine enemics into thy hand : And 4bra- 
ham gave him tythes of ail things. The Scripture report- 
eth Mc-ichijedek to be, without Father, without Mother, 
without Kin,and hath neither beginning of his days,net- 
ther yet end of his life, but is likened unto the Son of 
God, and continueth a Prieſt for ever. Melchiſcdek, 
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King of Righteouſneſs. 


Menelaus, was Brother to Simon and Lyſime , ac 4. 


chus, two as ungracious as himſelf. This ambitious 
Man by deceit, got the High-Prieſt's Office from Faſor 
on this wiſe: When that good and godly Man On#as 
had the ſuperiority, Faſoz his Brother found the means 
to corrupt Antivchus the King with Money, and fo got 
the Office out of his Brother's hands. And when the time 
came that 74ſoz ſhould pay the Money to Antiochus, he 
ſent it by the hand of Menelans, in whom he had great 


| confidence. But when Menelaus was come to the King, 


he ſo craftily handled the matter with flattery and fair 
promiſes, that he both defrauded the King of his Money, 
and ?aſon of his Office : which when he had obtained, 
he return'd withan high ſtomach,more like a cruel tyrant, 
and the wrath of a wild brute beaſt, than any rhing that 
beſeemed a Prieſt. But when the King had knowledge of 
all his deceit and falſhood , he diſcharged him again, 
putting Lyſimachus his Brother in his room. Then 
Menelaus being thus thruſt out of Office, waited his 
time to be revenged. And when he had fpied the King a- 
bout his weighty affairs ( as in the ſuppreſſion of cer- 
tain Rebels) leaving. 4zdronices behind him to be his 
Lieutenant, and ſuppoling. then to have a convenient 


. time, he went and ſtole out of the Temple certain Vel- 


ſels of Gold, and gave them to Anaronicus. And after 
he had made him his aſſured friend, he miniſtred ſuch 
wicked counſel both to Andronicus and. Lyſimachus his 
Brother, that the one murdered O4as, and the other ſpot- 
led and robbed the Temple of God. Wherefore the King 
at. his return again, cauſed Azdronices to be put to 
death, and the other, the Peop'e furiouſly fell upon him 
and killed him. And foriomuch as Mexelzus was great 
ly ſuſpected to be the chief cauler of all this murther, a 
Court was call'ed, and. many. ſore complaints laid 

: 2410 4 
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ainſt him. Then Mezelaus (perceiving hiniſclf.; 
King's diſpleaſure, and NT of his _ ) —_— 
Ptolomy (one of the three Ambaſladours) and with Mo. 
ney made him his friend, who weat to the King, and (9 
Jabourcd the matter, that he brought Merelaus into fuch 
favour with the King again, that he was quite diſchar- 
ged from all accufations, and his Accuſers condemned 
to death. Thus through covetous Magiſtrates, Menelau; 
remained ſtill in Authority, being now more malici- 
ous unto the fews (his own Nation) than ever he was, 


as it appeared afterward, what time as he aided 4rti-

Merab, was the E'd:ſt Daughter of King Sas, 
who promiſcd her in marriage to David: But erc thefime 
came that David ſhould enjoy her, Saul gave her toan- 
other Man named Aariz/, by whom ſhe conceived, and 
bare him five Sons. Merab, Fizhting, or chiding, or 
multiplying. : 


Meſa, the King of Moab was a great Lord of Sheep. 
And whereas the Mozbites had of long time payed Tri- 
bute unto the Kings of lſrae/, every year one hundred 
thouland Lambs, with ſo many Rams or Weathers 
in the Wool, with their Fleece upon their backs, this 
King would pay none to Joram the Son of 4hab, for 
the which Foram made War againſt him, and over- 
came him. Meſa, Health,or the water of health,or looking 
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Micah, was a certain Man dwelling ia Mount 544g. 17. cp 


Ephraim, whoſe Mother made him an Idol of Silver, 
which he let up in the Houſe of his Gods, and made an 
Ephod, and conſecrated one of his own Sons to be his 
Prieſt, and ſo continued, until it chanced a young Le- 
vite came from Bethlehem Fudas to ſeek ſervice: 
Which Levite Micah hired tor ter: filverlings by the 
year, two garments, and meat and drink. And when 
he had hired the Levite, he was glad, ſaying: Now am 
| ſure that God will love me, ſeeing I have a Levite to 
my Prieſt. At this time, the Tribe of Daz (foraſmuch 
25 the portion which Feſhua gave them, was not ſuffici- 
ent for all their Tribe) went to ſeck them a place to 
dwell in. And as they were going to the City of Laiſþ, 
they came by the houſe of Micah: And being enformed 
by thoſe Men, whom they had ſent before to ſpie out the 


Land, how there was in the houſe of Mzcah, a graven. 
anda molten _ they turned in thither, and faluted: 


him peaceably , but at their departing they took his I- 
dols againſt the Levite's will, perſ{wading him, that it 
was fot ſo good to be a Prieſt unto the houle of one Man, 
as it was to be a Prieſt untoa whole Tribe or Kinred in

Then Nahaſh(thinking that none 
durſt come to aid them againſt him ) granted their re- 
quelt. _—_ the which they [ent Meſſengers, into all the 
Coaſts of Iſrael, which News was ſo heavy tidings to 
chem, that they feJl a weeping. And as they were mour- 
ning and lamenting their cale, it chanced Sau/ (by the 
providence of God) to come out of the Field following 
the Cattel. And beholding the Pcople what a-do they 
made,he demanded wherefore they mourned. And when 
they had told him the tidings of the Men of abeþ, his 
heart was ſo moved by the ſpirit of God, that he took 
out two of his Oxen, and hewed them in pieces, and 
ſent them thorow all the Coaſts of Iſrael, ſaying: who 
ſoever cometh not forth after Sau! and Samuel, (o 
ſhall his Oxen be ſerved.

Nicanoz, being a great Prince under Demetrius, 
and an utter enemy unto the Fews, was fent with a 
mighty Hoſt againſt Fuduzs eMachabens, who notwith- 
ſanding the hatred that he had to the Jews, yet unto 
Fudas himſelf he bare a ſecret good will and love in 
his heart, and counlelled him (when they miet together 
to talk of Peace) to take a Wife, and to begert Chil- 
dren. But for all that, his malice was fo great againſt 
the reſt of the Fews, and his heart ſo puft up with pride, 
thorow his 1nvincible power and ſtrength, that he held 
up his hand againſt the Houle of God, making an Oath 
that-he would deſtroy it, and break down the Altar, 
and conſecrate the Temple of God to Bacchus, And think- 
ing all this but a trifle to bring to pals, ſold the Fews 
betore he came at them, promiſing to every one that 
would buy them, four-ſcore and ten Jews for one Ta- 
lent. But this Blaſphemer who had brought a thouſand 
Merchants with him to buy the Fews, was (by the 
help and power of God) for all his ſtout brags, ſhort- 
ly overthrown, and ſo diſcomfited, that he himſelf was 
fain to change his Apparel, and to flie alone to Anti- 
och, with great diſhonour and ſhame. Finally, attemp- 
ting to fight again with F442 upon the Sabbath day, 
he was at Jaſt (by the mighty hand of God) lain. 
Whoſe Head Judas commanded to be ſet upon the 
Caſtle at Jeruſa/:m, and his threatning hand to be 
hanged againſt the Temple, and his blaſphemous Tongue 
Cut 1n pieces, and caſt to the Birds to be devoured.

ſus by Night ſecretly, ſaying : Rabbi, we know that 
thou art a Teacher come from God, for no Man could do 
ſuch Miracles as thou doſt, except God were with him. 
Teſms anlwered : Verily, verily, I ſay unto thee, except a 
Man be bora from above, he cannot fee the Kingdom of 
God. Micodemws : How can a Man be bora when he 
is old? can he enter into his Mother's Womb, and be 
born again?

Then Mah after he had continued one Year in 
the Ark, and FII'Yhe Earth drie, he (at the command- 
ment of God) Mued out of the Ark, and incontinent 
builded an Altar, whereupon he offered a Sacrifice unto 
the Lord, of every clean Beaſt, and of every clean 
Fowl, which Sacritice was a ſweet {mell unto the Lord, 
and pleaſed him lo well, that he made a promile to Noah, 
Gcr.g.8 9,&c. that he would never more deſtroy the world with water, 
and for the confirmation thereof, gave the Rainbow for a 
ſure token between him and man. Noah was the firſt in- 
venter of Wine, and therewithal was made drunk. He

(that he may ſlay me.) Well, ſaid Elijah, as truly as 
the Lord of Hoſts liveth, before whom I ſtand, I will 
ſhew my ſelf unto him this day. Then Obeaiah (hear- 
ing him ſay lo) went to 4h4b and told him.

Oded, when Pckah King of I7-1e/ had taken {o mz. 
ny Captives of the Children of Fas, and carried them 
to Samaria, the Lord lent this Prophet unto him, (ay- 
ing : Behold, becaule the Lord God of your Fathers 
is wroth with Jaz, he hath delivered them into your 
hands, and ye have {lain them in your cruelnels that 
reacheth unto Heaven, and now ye purpoſe to kcep un- 
der the Children of Fas and Feruſalem, as Bond-men 
and Bond-women : And do ye not lade your (elves with 
fin in the ſight of the Lord your God ? Now therefore 
hear me, and deliver the -Captives again, which ye 
have taken of your Brethren, or elle ſhall the wrath of 
God be upon you. Then certain which were the Heads 
of the Children of Ephreim (being forry for the great of- 
fence they had committed) took the Prifoners, and (with 
the ſpoil) clothed all that lacked, ſhod them, and fed 
them with Meat and Drink, anointed the wounds of 
ſuch as. were hurt, and the feeble they carried upon Aﬀes, 
and brought them to Fericho (the City of Palm-Trees) 
to their Brethren: Agd leaving them there, returned to 
Samaria again.

Og, the King of Baſha» was a mighty great Cyant, 
whole Bed was made of Iron, and in length nine Cu- 
bits, that 1s, thirteen foot and an half.

This Og was next neighbour 
to Schon King of the Amorites. And having knowledge of 
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all that Moſes had done to $ehos his neighbour, made out 
a great Army againſt eMoſes thinking to have over- 
come him, in revenging his neighbours quarrel.

Oneſimus, being in ſervice with Philemon, like C1. 4. 5; 
an untaithful Servant robbed his Maſter, and ran 
away from him to Rows, Where, by hearing of Paul 
(who at that time was 1n Bonds) he received the Do- 
drine of the Goſpel, and ſerved Paul in Priſon: and 
became fo faithful a Souldier of Chr:i#, that Paul ſent 
him with Tychicus ty the Colo/rens with his Epiltle, 
comm-nding him '1nto them on this wiſe: And with Ty- Zhile. cap. 
chicus, | have ſent Onefimas, a faithful and beloved 
' Brother, which is one of you. Finally, he ſent him home 
to hs Maſter again, beleeching Philemon, not to re- 
ceive him now as a Servant, but more than a Servant, 
even as a faithful Bro her, and as his own Son, whom 
| hehad (in his Bands) begotten to Chri#t, offering him- 
| ſelf ſurety, to make good whatſoever hurt he had done 
| himiatime palt. Oneſimus, Apparel, or a Garment, 


Oneſiphozus, was a faithful godly Man, and a great 2 Tim. 1. 16, 
refrether of (uch as were in Bonds for the Do&rine of 
Chri#t, as Saint Paul doth teſtitie of him, ſaying: The 
Lord give mercy unto the Houſhold of Ozefiphorns, 
: Kk 2 for 
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for he oft refreſhed me, and was not aſhamed of m 

chain : But when he was at Rome he ſought me our 

very diligently, and found me. The Lord grant un- 

to him, that he may find mercy with the Lord at that 

day, and in how many things he miniſtred unto me 

at Fpheſus, thou knowelt very well, O Timothy, 
Oneſiphorus, 5ringing pr fir. 


Ontas, the Hig! Prieſt among the Fews, was a Man 
of ſuch godlinels and holineſs of lite, that he always 
{ought the honour of the Laws, and wealth of the People 
of God. By his prayer that wicked man Fcliodorus was 
reſtored to his health, but notwithſtanding all his vertue 
and goodnels, yet had he enemies. For Symon (a Man 
void of all godline(s) never ccalcd with all ſlanderous 
and evil reports that he could devile to Selencns the 
King, to bring him out of favour, which he could never 
do, lo long as the King lived. But Se/ercus-being dead, 
O44 was ſoon put out of office, by the falſe deceit and 
means of his own Brother 7aſoz, and brought in ſuch 
fear thorow him and Mezxelars with other his enemies, 
that he was fain to take lanftuary. Where at the laſt 
by the counſel of Mexe/aus, he was (without all regard 
of righteoulnels) moſt traiterouſly {lain by the hands 
of Anaronicus) whole innocent death was (o fore lamen- 
ted, both of the 7ews, and allo of 4»tivchus the King 
himſelf, that at his coming home, he rewarded the 
Malefactor according to his deeds. Onias, the ſtrength 
of the Lord. 


Dholtab, the Son of /chiſa4h of the Tribe of Dar, 
was a Craftſman, whom the Lord had endued with 
great cunning, and appointed him to 2Aoſes, for one of 
the chict Workmen, for the finiſhing of the Temple.

©2pah, and Rath, were two Damolels of the Coun- 3.44. i cap, 
trey of Moab, which were married to the two Sons of 
Elimelech and Naomi, ſtrangers, come out of the 
Land of 74s, there to dwell. Read the Rory of Xac- 
wi, for the relt. Orpah, 4 Nec#, 
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Oftas, the Son of eMichs, of the Tribe of Simeon, 5,16 «, 
was one of the principal Fathers aad Rulers among 
the Iſraclites, what time as Polofernes belteged the 
City of B-rhulia, This Man comforted 4:hior, which 
had io boldly magniticd and praiſed the great power ard 
itrength of God, before Holofernes, and tcok him into

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his houſe, where he made him a great Supper, to the 
which he called the Elders, who (all together) praiſed 
God in him. Aelſo when the People came weeping and cry- 
ing out unto him, to give over the City into the hands 
of the Aſſyriaxs, he ſaid unto them: Oh, take good 
hearts unto you (dear Brethren) and be of good chear, 
and let us wait yet thele tive days for mercy of the 
Lord, peradventure he ſhall put away his indignation, 
and give glory unto his Name. But it he help us not af- 
ter thele hve days be paſt, we ſhall do as ye have laid, 
Which counlel of Ofias pleated not Jaairth, becauſe he 
had ſer the mercy of God a time, and appointed him a 
day at his pleaſure. So that after this, O//as remained 
1n prayer, and followed the advice of Judith in all things, 
Oſias, the Lord Saviour, or the health of the Lord. 


Dthoniel, was the Son of Kexa7J, unto whom Ci- 
leb his elder Brother, gave 4cſah his Daughter to Wiſe, 
for winning of a certain City called Kiriath-ſepher, 
This Man delivered the Children of Iſrael from the Cap- 
tivity of Chuſhan-Kiſhathaim King of Meſopotamia,which 
had oppreſſed them eight years, and judged Iſrael for- 
ty years. Othoniel, the time, or hour of God,

AUL, the Apoſtle of Chriſt was born in Izdiz, 
in a Town called Giſca!is, and was of the Tribe 
of Benjamin. And the Town being taken of the Rs 
mans, he went with his Parents to Tharſus a City of 
Cilicia and dwelled. But afterward he was ſent by 
them to Jeruſalem to learn the Laws, and was there 
taught of one Gamaliel, a great Learned man. He 
being with others at the Martyrdom of S. Steven, recet- 
ved Letters of the Biſhop, willing him to go to Damaſcus, 
there to perſecute them that believed in Chri/. And in the 
way he was by revelation changed from a cruel Perſecu- 
tor, 
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tor, to an earneſt Preacher of Chri#t, whoſe name he pro- 

feſſed firſt at Damaſcus, confounding the doctrine of tie 

Jews,for the which they lay in wait to kill him,but being 

Jet out at a Window in a Basket by night, he eſcaped and 

went to Jeruſalem, where he diſputed with the Greeks, 

who ſought to kill him allo, but the Brethren conveighed 

/ him to Ceſarea, and ſent him to Tharſus. And during 1-6. 25. 
his abode at Tharſus, Barnabas fetcht him from thence to 
Hntioch, where he continued a whole year, and conver-, 
ted many to the faith of Chri5f, From thence he went to 
Cypras, and turned the Ruler of the Country called 13. c:p; 
Sergins Paulus, to Chrift, by whom he was called 
Paul, whereas before he was named Sarn/, Then he 
wandred about the Countreys, and came to * Antioch * The other 

| Pifidia, where he came into the Synagogue, and (after 77" be 

' the Lecture of the Law and Prophets) made a long Ser- vis. 
mon, which was ſo well accepted of the Gentiles, that 
they were deſirous to hear him again on the next Sab- 
bath, at which time the unbelieving Jews raiſed up 
Perſecution againſt him : So that Paul departed to [|- 14-43, 
conium, and from thence to Ly#ra, where he was ſto- 
ned and left for dead: but being recovered, he ceaſed not 

; toexhort the People to continue in the faith of Chrift. And 

' fo paſſing thorow many dangerous places, he came at 

the laſt to 4rtalia, and there he took ſhipping, and failed: 

back again to Antioch, declaring to the Congregation 

there gathered together, all things which God had done 

by him and Barnabas in their Journey. Aﬀrer this, 

Peul again departed from Anticch, And paſſing tho- 

row many Countries, he came to Ph:/ipp; (the Chief 16: cap. 

City in the parts of Macedonia) where he was beaten 

and caſt into Priſon, where he converted the Jayler, and 

was delivered as a Roman. And from Ph:lippi, he 

paſſed the Countries till he came to Theſſal/oi:1, where 

he preached Chriſt fo earneſtly, that the unbelieving. 

7ews moved all the City againſt lim, notwithſtand- 
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Paul lufte- 
red Martyr- 
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ing he cicaped and went to Athens, preaching to the 
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Athenians the true and unknown God. From Athens 
he departed to Corizth, where he remained a Year 
anda halt. From thence he turned again to Syria, and 
Cine to Epheſus, where the Silverimiths moved ſedi- 
tion againlt him, tor Dana their Goddeſs. And (o forth 
paſſing many Countries and dangers, he came at laſt 
to Jeruſalem, where he was taken of the Jews, and 
had to Priſon, to be [courged, but he profefiing himſelf to 
be a Reman, made the Captain atraid, who after he 
had heard his caule, and had knowledge of the Fews 
conſpiracy againlt Pau/, he ſent him privily by Night 
to Felix Lieutenant of Ceſarea, where he continued in 
Priſon two Years, till Feftus came into Felix room. 
And being examined afore Freitas, he appealed to the 
Emperour : wherctore Feitns (after a-while) commit- 
ted him to a Certurion named Fulins, who with much 
danger, brought Pau! to Kome, and delivered him to 
the High Captain, with whom Paul found ſo much fa- 
vour, that he was ſuffered ro dwell in an houſe by him- 
ſelf, with a Souldier to kcep him, and to receive who- 
ſoever came unto him. And lo Paul continued in Rome 
two years, preaching and teaching thole things which 
concern the Lord 7eſws, with all boldnels, no Man 
forbidding him. Paul, the month of the Trumpet,or mar- 
wvellous, or the leaſd, 


Pekahta, the Son of eXMenahem, began his reign 
over {ſracl in the fiftieth year of the reign of 242 14h King 
of 7:da, and departed not from the fins of 7eroboam, 
but walked therein as his Father did before him. He had 
not reigned. two years, ere that Pekah his own Cap 
tain role againſt him, and ſlew him in Samaria, and 
reigned in his ſtead. Pekahia, the Loras opening. 


Pekah, the Son of Remaliah began his Reign 
over 
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over Iſrael in the 52. year of 4J+r:aþ King of ?uda. This 
Man flew Pektahia his own Lord, and 6 uſurped the 
Crown. He kept the ways of Feroboam as his Prede- 
ceſſ>rs did. He made War againſt Jada, and flew of * 
them in one day, {ix hundred thouſand : and took two 
hundred thouſand of Women, Sons and Daughters Pri- 
ſoners, and carried them away to Semaria, purpolin 
to have kept them in bondage and ſlavery all their life 
long. But being admonithed by Oded the Prophet, he 
new arrayed them, and (ent them home again. Afﬀter 
this, God ſtirred up Tig/ath King of Aſſyria againſt 
him, which came and dilpoſſeſſed him of all the Land of 
Nephtalim, and carried away his People. Finally, Hoſea 
the Son of E!z conſpired againſt Pektah and flew him, 
after he had reigned twenty years, and was King af- 
ter him. 
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Peleg, was the Son of Eber of the Generation of geg, rc. 2+. 
Sem, His Brother's name was /ottax. At the age of 117,18. 
thirty years, he begot Res, and lived after that two 
hundred and nine years. In this Man's days was the 
Land divided, by reaſon of the diverlity of Language 
which happened at the building of Babe/, Peleg, a 
aiviſion. 


Perſig, was a Man ſingularly beloved of S. Paxl, £m: 16. 12. 
tor his diligence in ſetting forth the Golpzl, as doth ap- 
pear by his words, ſaying : Salute the well-bclovcd 
Perſis, which laboured much 1n the Lord. 


Peter, otherwiſe called Simon the Son of fonas, 1. ,.18: 
dwelt in the City of Bezhſaias, and from a Fiſher-man, 
was called to be anApoſtle,into whole houle Chrift vouch- zu, 4. 38.5%) 
lafed to come and heal his Wites Mother of her Feaver. 
Peter was of that audacity and boldneſs, that he went fth. 14, 
upon the Water, which was = great an A —_ 
im 
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him to perform, without the help of Chriſt his Ma- 
ſter, who ſeeing him ( thorow weakneſs of faith) in 
danger of drowning. laved him. Again, when Chriſt 
did thew untv his Diſciples, how that he mult go to %e. 
ruſalem, and ſufter many things of the E'ders and of the 
Prieſts and Scribes, and be put to death, ar:.d the third 
day riſe again (which thing he ſpake to remove out of 
their hearts, that falie opinion they had of his temporal 
King 'om ) Petey took him aſide and began to rebuke 
him, ſaying : Maſter, look to thy lelf, thi, ſhall not 
be unto thee. With whole raſh zcal, Chriſt was lo offen- 
ded that he called him Sa7ha,, laying to his charge that 
he ſavoured not the things that were of God but of Men, 
Allo when Peter ſaw Chr.{t (being transfigured) talk 
with Moſes and E1izs, he was lo ravithed witli that ſight, 
that he ſaid unto him: Lord here is good being for us, 
If thou wilt, let vs mike here three Tabernacles : One 
for thee, and one for Moſes, and one for E/izz. Further- 
more, when Chriſt {aid unto his Diſciples (the night he 
knew he ſhould be apprehended) that all they ſhould be 
offended becauſe of him, Peter (truſting too much to his 
own ſtrength) ſaid: Though all Men be offended be- 
cauſe of thee, yet will not I forſake thee: Nay, 1 will 
ſuffer death, rather than I will deny thee. And to per- 
form this promiſe, when 7«das came with a multitude 
of the High- Prieſts ſervants with Swords and Staves 
to take Chriſt, Peter drew out his Sword, and {mote 
off the ear of one of the High-Prieſts ſervants : For 
whole fooliſh hardineſs, Chriſt rebuked him ſharply, 
and bad him put up his Sword. Then Peter ſeeing his 
Maſter led away, and all his Fellows fled and gone, 
would not ſeem utterly to forſake his Maſter, bur fol- 


lowed afar off, and at length in the dark as unknown, 


entered into the Court of Caiaphas, And ſitting among 
the Servants warming him by the Fire, a Wench came 
to him and ſaid, Art not thou one of this Man's Diſci- 
ples? 
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ples? No ſaid he. Yes but thou art (quoth another) for 
I did ſee thee with him in the Garden: Peter denied a- 
gain, ſaying that he did not know him. Then certain 
which ſtood by, knowing Perer, faid : Surely thou 
art one of them, for thy ſpeech doth bewray thee. Then 
began Peter to curle and ſwear, denying that ever 
he knew him: And immediately the Cock did crow. 
Peter now remembring the words of Chriſt, which 
had ſaid unto him, that before the Cock did crow, 
he ſhould deny Him thrice, was touched with in- 
ward repentance, and went out and wept bitterly. And 
after he had loſt the preſence of his Maſter, he went to 
his old occupation of fiſhing again: And as he (with 
other his companions) had laboured all the night long in 
vain, and were coming to Land, Feſus (which ſtood 
on the ſhore)asked if they had any meat : who(not know- 
ing what he was) ſaid they had none. Then caſt out 
your Net (quoth he) cn the right ſide of the Ship,and ye 
ſhall ſpeed ; and lo they caſt out their Net, and were not 
able to draw it to Land again, for the multitude of 
Fiſhes that were caught init And as Peter was haling 
up the Nct, and heard Foh- {ay it was Jeſus which ſtood 
upon the ſhore, he left the Ner and caſt himſelf into the 
Sea to eſts. This is that Peer, up n whoſe confeſſion,

Egypt with Sarah his Wife, who was reported to Pha- 
ra0h to be a Woman of an excclicat beauty, he took her 
home to his houle, and gently entertained the Woman 
without any [pot of dithoneſty, and allo entreated 4bra- 
ham well tor her ſake. But when he perceived that God 
Tharaob was had plagued his houle, for keeping the Woman from her 
pon Husband, he called 4braham unto him and ſaid: Why 
to the Kings haſt thou done this unto me ? Wherefore didſt thou 
| oF Egoft. not tcll me, that ſhe was thy Wife? W hy ſaidſt thou 
ſhe is my Siſter, that I (ſhould take her to be my Wife? 
Now therefore, behold thy Wite, take her and go thy 
way ; and he gave a commandment that no Man ſhould 
hurt them either in Perlon or G-0ds. 
Another Pharaoh there was, that delivered Joſeph 
41. ©4Þ. = ! = 4 
47.cay. Out of Priſon to expound his Dreams: And for the ex- 
cellent wiſdom and knowledge that he ſaw to be in 
Foſeph, he made him Ruler and Governvur of all the 
Land of Egypr, and thewed much kindaets to his Father, 
and to ail his Kinred. 

Atrer this Pharaoh, role there up another which knew 
not Joſeph. And he without all meaſure vexed the Chil- 
dren of I/7ac!: And thinking by his humane wiſdom 
to have lett their increaſe, he commanded the Midwives 
to deſtroy the Men Children of the Hebrews, aſſoon as 
they were bora: Whole policy took no effeRt, for Me 
{cs (norwithitanding) was preſerved and brought up, 
cven 18 his owa houle forty years. 
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And after the death of this Pharavh, there came ano- Exod. . cap. 
ther, whole heart God did harden, and plagued him with 7: *: **: 4 
ten marvellous Plagues, before he would let the I- 
raelites depart out of his Land : And perſiſting in his ob- 
ſtinacy and froward heart, God at the laſt drowned him 
and all his Hoſt in the red Sea. 

There was yet another mighty Prince of this Name, i xivg. z.:; 
whoſe Kingdom joyned {o nigh to Solomon's, that So- 5: 16. 
* lmon (to make himſelf the (tronger) made affinity 
with him, and married his Daughter. And this Pharaoh 
took the City of GaF from the Cazaanites, and gave it 
( with the Countrey thereabout ) to Solomon for his 
Daughters Dowry. Finally, Pharaoh Nechoh, in the 2 Tha 25 
days of Jehoahaz the Son of Foſtah King of Fuda, came 33,5. 
and depoſed him , making E/zatim his Brother, King 
in his ſtead: and taxed the Land in a hundred Talents 
of Silver, and one of Gold, and carried 7ehoahaz away 
with him into Egypr. Pharaoh, Vengeazce, 


Phecbe, was a certain Woman, which ſerved in the Rom. 16. 1; 
Congregation of Cenchrea, by whom Paul ſent his 
Epiſtle to the Komaxs, wherein he faith in her praiſe 
and commendation, on this wile: I commend unto you 
| -Phebe our S.ſter (which is a Servant of the Church 
of Cenchrea ) that ye receive her in the Lord, as it be- 
| cometh Saints. And ye aſſiſt her in whatſoever bu- 
' finels ſhe needeth of your aid, for ſhe hath ſuccoured 
many, and me allo. 


Phxaellus, was one of them in 44, which had clea- + Tim. 1. 15; 
ved to Paul's doctrine, and afterward forlook him. Of 
whom Paul writeth to Timothy thus : This thou 
knoweſt, how that all they which are in 4/iz be turned 
from me, of which ſort are Phygellus and Hermogenes.

Philetus, was a certain Man in S. PasPs time 
which erred from the truth, ſaying that the reſurre&ion 
was paſt already: of whole errour Paul warneth Ti. 
mothy, (aying on this wile: Study to ſhew thy (elf appro. 
ved unto God, a Workman that needeth not to be aſha- 
med, diſtributing the word of truth juſtly : as for pro- 
fane and vain bablings, paſs thou over them, for they 
will increaſe unto ungodlinels, and their words will 
fret as doth the dileale of a Canker : of whole number 
is Hymeneus and Philetus, which (as concerning the 
truth) have erred, ſaying, the reſurreRion is paſt alrea- 
dy, and do deltroy the faith of many. 


Philip, To this Man, Antiochas the King (at the day 
of his death) committed.rche governance of his young Son 
Artiochus, with the whole Realm, during his Nonage. 
Which Philip atterward went 1nto Perſis with a great 
Hoſt, leaving the King's Son under the tuition of Ly 
fizs, who in the abſence of Philip, made Antiochus King 
in his Fathers ſtead, adding to his name Ewpater. Then 
Philip hearing of this (whole intent was to be King him- 
ſelf) returned with the King's Army out of Perſia, and 
came to Antioch, where he got the dominion. But Lyſiu 
hearing thereof, made haſte to 4»t/9ch, where he fought 
with Philip, and (in tine) got the City from him. 


Philip, a Man born in Berhſaids a City of Galilee, 
was called to be an Apoſtle. After whole calling he went 
to Nathanae!, and (aid, we have found him of whom 
Moſes in the Law and the Prophets did write, Feſ#s 
the Son of Foſeph of Nazareth; and fo brought him to 
Jeſws. This is he whom Chriſt asked (to prove him) 
where he might buy ſo much Bread as would ſerve the 
Company to eat, that came unto him, who made an- 
{wer, that two hundred peny worth would not —_— 
LNEm) 
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them, to have but every Man a little: Alfo, when there 
| were certain Greeks, which came to Philip, ſaying: 
| they were delirous to ſee Feſus, Philip went and told 
Jndrew. And again, 4narew and Philip told Jeſus. 
Furthermore, when Jeſus reaſoned with his Dilciples 
about his Father, ſaying that they both knew him, and 
had ſeen him : Philip ſaid : Lord thew us the Father,and 
it ſuficeth us. Now after the death of Chriſt, and per- 
ſecution that was about Szephen, Philip went to the Ci- 
ty of Samaria, where he preached Chriſt, and did not 
only convert the whole City, but alſo Simon Magws the 
Sorcerer, who had of long time ſcduced the ſame City 
- with his ſorcery and witchcraft. And when he had thus 
ſown the Word of God among the Samaritans, the 
Angel of the Lord ſpake urito Philip, ſaying: Ariſe, and 
go toward the South, unto the way that goeth down 
trom Jeruſalem unto the City of Gaza, which is in the 
Deſert. And as be was going, he met in the way(by God's 
providence) a certain Man of Erhiopia, a Chamberlain 
and of great Authority with Candace Queen of Erhi. 
ia, which had been at Jeruſalem to worthip. And re- 
turning homeward ſitting in his Chariot, he read the 
Book of Eſay the Prophet. Then Philip, being com- 
| manded by the Spirit of God, to go and joyn him- 
ſelf unto the Chariot, went. And when he came 
near, and heard him reading of Eſay the Prophet, 


| he faid unto the Chamberlain : Underſtandeſt thou: 


' what thou readeſt? How can I (quoth he) except I 
had a Guide : wherefore I pray thee come up and fir 
with me. The Tenor of the Scripture which he read, 
| wasthis: He was led as a Sheep to be ſlain, and like. 
| a Lamb dumb before his ſhearer, ſo opened he not his 
' mouth. Becauſe of his humblene(s,he was not eſteemed : 
{ But who ſhall declare his generation, and his life is ta- 
ken from the Earth. When Philip had repeated: this 


Text unto the Chamberlain, he ſaid unto Philip -. I: 
| Pray, 
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pray thee of whom ſpeaketh the Prophet this, of him- 
tclt, or of ſome other man? Then began Philip at the 
ſame Scripture, ard preached unto him feſws. Ang as 
they went on their way, they came by a certain Wa- 
ter. And the Chamberlain ſaid to Ph1/ip: See, here 
is Water, what doth lett me to be baptiſed ? Philip ſaid, 
If thou believe with all thy heart, thou mayſt. And he 
{aid : I believe that Jeſus Chri#t is the Son of God. 
Then was the Chariot ſtayed, till they both went down 
into the Water, where Phzip baptiled him. And aſſoon 
as they were both out of the Water,the ſpirit of the Lord 
caught away Philip, lo that the Chamberlain ſaw him 
no more, who went away rejoycing. But the Angel 
ſet Phil/p down in the next City cailed AForus, who 
walked thorowout the Country preaching in all the Ci- 
ties, till he came to Ceſare. 


Philip, the Evangeliſt, was one of the ſeven Dex- 
cons. He dwelt in Ceſarea, and had four Daughters 
which did propheſie. 


Phinehas, the Son of FlcaJar, was fo jealous 
over the Laws of God, that when the Children of Iſrael 
had committed whoredome with theDaughters of Moab, 
and ſaw an Iſrae/zte (named Z.1mri) bring to his Bre- 
thren a «eMiatanitiſh Wite (named Cozbt ) even in the 
ſight of eMoſes and all the multitude of I/r ae/ that ſtood 
before the Door of the Tabernacle, lamenting their of- 
fence, he took his Weapon in his hand and followed the 
Maa into his Tent, and thruſt them both thorow the 
Bellies and killed them. And thea the Plague (wherein 
were dead four and twenty thouſand) cealed. For the 
which deed, the Lord ſaid to Moſes : Phinehas the 
Son of EleaFar, hath turned away mine anger from 
the Children of Iſrael! while he was jealous for my lake 


among them, that I had not conſumed them all in my 
jealoulie: 
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jealouſie : Wherefore I give unto him my covenant of 


peace, tO him and to his leed after him, even the Cove- 
nant of the Prieſts office for ever, becauſe he was jea- 


lous for his God's ſake, and made attonemeant for the 
Children of Iſrae/, 


Pilate, was Lieutenant of Jewry, when Anna: and 
Cataphas were the High-Prieſts, who with the Scribes 
| and Elders of the fews ſat ia Council upon Teſus 
(now betrayed unto them by 7#4) how and by what 
means, they might diſpatch him out of the way. Bur 
having no Authority to condemn or put him to death, 
| they brought him bound unto Pilate the Temporal 
| Judge, laying, how that they had found him perver- 
| ting the People and forbidding Tribute to Ceſar, and cal- 
ling himſelf a King. Pz/are hearing this, demanded of 
him, whether he were a King or no. 7eſ#s neither deny- 
ing nor affirming that he was, made anſwer that P#- 
late himſelf had {aid ſo. Then Pz/ate (aid unto all his 
Accuſers, how that in examining of eſus, he could not 
ſee that he had offended in any (uch thing, as they had 
charged him withal. The People then more vehement- 
ly affirmed, how that he had with his teaching and prea- 
ching (which he firſt began in Galilee) moved all Zewry 
| to follow his dorine. When Pate perceived the Man 
| tobe of Galilee, and that his matter pertained to Herod's 
juriſdiction, he ſent him (forthwith) to Herod lying at 
?eruſalem. Who of a long time had been deſirous to lee 
him. But when as Herod had demanded many things 
of him, and could have no anſwer again, he deſpiſed 
/ and mocked him, and fo returned him back again to 
| Pilate clothedall in * white. And from that day forth 
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7 this was a 


' Pilate and Herod were evermore friends, who before robe of honor 
were enemies. Then Pilate ( for ſo much as Herod * excellency,

had ſent feſws back again, and done nothing unto giventoChriſt 
him, and that neither he nor Herod could find any in mockage-

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thing in him worthy of death) would have chaſt 
ſus , and (0 let him go. But the High Prieſts 1g” 
many things againlt him, that Pilate (after he h F 
reaſoned a little with Jeſus, concerning his Kingd : 
and other things) went and fat in judgment, _- 
right well in his conſcience, that the Pricſts of ve 
envy had delivered Feſus unto him. And being ſet Fu x 
upon the Judgment-Seat, his Wite ſent to him, ſaying: 
Have thou nothing to do with that juſt Man, for 1 wk 
ſuffered many things this Day in a Dream, by rezx- 
fon of him. Which counſel of his Wife, nor yet his own 
knowledge, did any thing the more move him, to defend 
the innocency of Chriſt, but asked of the People, which of 
theſe two they would have quit, Barabvs or Feſus 
and they faid Barabbzs, What ſhall I then Co (cuoth 
he) with Feſ#s which 1s called Chriſt ? They all faid, let 
him be Crucited. What evil or great offence hath he 
done (quoth Plate) that deſerveth death? The People 
being much more eager than they were before, cryed out 
amain to have him Crucifted. When Pz/ate ſaw this 
that he could not prevail againſt them, he took Water 
and waſhed his hands, ſaying : I am innocent of the 
IEF bloud of this jult perſon ; in the which laying he bare wit: 
thered the nels of his innocency, before he condemned him. And (o 
row, as celivering Jeſus to the Souldiers, they ſcourged him, 
LA bs : and and arrayed him in Purple, with a Crown of Thorns upon 
In which fort Pi/ate brought him forth a- 
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was mingled . "1 
was mined gain, and (aid to the People : Behold , I bring him 
of the "e.fts forth to you, that ye may know that [| find no fault in 


which ere him. And when Jeſus appeared before them, F late (aid: 
Luke 13, 1. Behold the Man; which he (pake in mockery, becauſe 


that Chriſt had called himſelf a King. And when the 
High: Pr.eſts and Oiticers ſaw him, they cryed out, Cr#- 
cifige, Orucifige, Then (aid Pare, take him to you, and 
Crucifie him, for I can find no cauſe of death in the 


Man. _ They anſwered again and faid : It is not law- 
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ful for us to put any Man to death, but we have a Law, 
and by our Law he ought to dye, becauſe he made himſelf 
the Son of God. When £#:/4te heard this, he was 
afraid, and went again into the Judgment-Hill, and 
demanded of Jeſus what he was, but he made him no 
anſwer. Then Pare ſaid : Why ſpeakeſt thou not ? 
Doſt thou not (ce, that it lyeth in my hands, either to 
{ kill or ſave thee ? To that he made anſ(wer and (aid: 
Thou couldeſt hive no power at all agaiaſt me, except 
it were given thee from above, theretore he that delive- 
red me unto thee, hath the more lin; and from that time 
forth Pilate fought by all means to deliver him. But 
| the Fews cryed upon him, ſaying : If thou let him go 
| thou art not Ce/ar's friend, for whoſoever maketh him- 
ſelf 2 King, ſpeaketh againſt. Ceſar, When Pilate 
heard them lay lo, he brought Feſ#s forth, and ſat him 
down in the Judgment-Seat, ſaying unto the People: 
Behold your King. They cryed, away with him, away 
with him, crucitie him. What (quoth Pilaze) (hall I- 
crucifie your King ? To that the High Prieſts made 
anſwer and (aid : We have no King but Ceſar, Ar 
that word, P:late delivered Feſns to be crucihed, and 
being brought to the place of execution, and ſpread upon 
the Croſs, Plate cauled this Title to be ſet over his

Ptolomp, King of Egypr had a fair Daughter na- , av, to: 


med Cleopatra, the which he gave to Alexander the Son 
Et - Mm 2 of 
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of noble Antioch in Marriage, which was ſolemnly ang 
with great Royalty finiſhed in the City of Prolemay, 
But notwithſtanding this great Bond of Amity now 
knit between them, Prolomy atterward withdrew his 
favour from //cxander, and ſought by all means, how 
he might defeat him of his Kingdom. And thinking tg 
bring his purpoſe now better tro paſs, while 4/exazger 
himlelf lay out of his Realm, he prepared a great 
Hoſt, and took his Journey into Sy77a, where into eye- 
ry City as he came, he was honourably received accor- 
ding to Alexander's commandment. And being his Fa- 
ther-in-law,was nothing ſuſpeRed of Treaſon. But Pte. 
lomy meaning nothing elle, left in every City wherein 
to he was received, certain Men of War, to fortifie 
and keep the ſame. And when he had gotten the Domi- 
nion of all the Cities upon the Sca-coaſt, he joyned him- 
ſelf in League with Demetrius, and took his Davghter 
from Alexander, and gave her to Demetrius : Railing 
up a ſlander vpon Alexander, how he went about to 
kill him. And fo his malice and unſatiable covetouſneſs 
being openly known, he got him to Antioch, where he 
ſet two Crowns upon his Head, the Crown of Egypt 
and ſir. Then Alexander (who at that time lay inthe 
Countrey of C:/icia) hearing of all that his Father-in- 
law had done, returned home, and made War againſt 
him. But Prolomy being the ſtronger, chaſed him into 
the Countrey of A4rebia, where the King of that Land 
{mote off his Head, and (ent it to Prolomy, which plea 
ſure he did not long enjoy, for within three days after, 
Prolomy dyed himſelf. After whoſe death, his Men of 
War whiah he had left in the Cities were all {lain. 


Ptolomp, the Son of Abobys, married with: the 
Daughter of Symon, Brother to Machabeus, And being 
made Captain of the Hoſt at Fericho, he began (thorow 
his- great abundance of Gold and Silver) to wax 
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proud and high-minded, imagining how he might de- 
ftroy Symon his Father-in-law and his Sons, and fo to 
conquer the Land. And being in this mind, it chan- 
ced Symon (as he was going thorow the Cities of Fewry, 
and caring for them) to come down to Jericho, with 
eMattathias and Judas his Sons, where this Prolomy 
received him under the colour of great friendſhip, into 
a ſtrong Caltle of his named Doach, and in the ſame 
made him a great Banquet, at the which he moſt traite- 
rouſly flew Symon his» Father-in-law with both his 
Sons. This done, he wrote to Antiochus to ſend him 
an Hoſt of Men, and he would deliver the Land of Fewry 
into. his hand.. And further, he ſent certain Men to 
Gaza: to kill 7ohn the third Son of Symon, and wrote 
to the Captains to come unto him, and he would re- 
ward them with Silver and Gold. But 7ohn, having 
knowledge of all the Treaſon ſlew the Meſſengers which 
came from Pto/omy, and fo diſappointed him of all his 
purpoſe. 


Ptolomie, ſirnamed eMacron, being made a Ruler, 
purpoſed to do Juſtice unto the Fews, for the wrongs 
that had been done unto them, and went about to behave 
himſelf peaceably with them, for the which he was ac- 
cuſed of his friends to Eupator, and was called oft- 
times Traytour, becauſe he had left Cyprus that Philo- 
metor had committed unto him, and came to 4ntiochus 
Epiphanes : Therefore ſeeing that he was no more in eſti- 


mation, he was diſcouraged, and. poiſoned himſelf, and 
dyed: 


Publius, was a certain Man dwelling in the tk 
called Mel:rus,and the chiefelt Man 1a all the 1{le, who re- 
ceived Paul with all the reſt that had eſcaped the Seas, 
very gently : and lodged them three days in his Houle, 
whole Father which lay ſick of an Ague,and of a bloudy.

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flux, Paul healed. Publius, « Latine word, 


Gen. 39. 1,» Putiphar, was a great Lord in the Land of Epxypr, 
and Steward of King Pharaoh's houſe. He bought Jo- 
ſeph of the !ſþmaclites, and found him a lucky Man. And 
when he {aw that God did proſper all things under his 
hand, he made him Ruler and Governour ot all that he 
had, and God did blels his houſe for Joſeph's ſake. Bur 
1n the end, thorow the falle acculation of his Wife, he 


caſt Joſeph in Priſon.

Gen.39.22,Te, ACHEL, the youngeſt Daughter of Labaz the 
31. 19, T6. Son of Aahor, was a beautitul young Woman, 


and Jacobs Wite. She being long barren, At the laſt 
brought forth a Son, and called his Name Yeoſeph. 
And at her departing from Labaz her Father with 
Facob her Husband into the Land of Caxaay, the ſtole a- 
* Not co Way her Fathers * Images from him, for the which he 
worſhip thzm, made no little ado with Jacob whom he followed and 
bur to wit"  overtook at Mount Gilead, And when her Father had 
ther from I- ſearched Facob's Tents, and could not tind his Idols, he 
_—_ came into Kache/ his Daughters Tent, who had hid them 
in the Camels litter, and {at upon them: And as her Fa 
ther was rifling about the place where ſhe ſat, ſhe ſaid: 
O my Lord, be not angry that I cannot riſe up before 
thee, for the cultome of Women is come upon me, and {o 
the thing was not known. Finally, Rachel in travail- 
ling of her ſecond Son, whom the called Bex-Ot, 
(the Son of my ſorrow) dyed, and was buried in 
the way to Fphrath which is Bethlehem, where Facob 
cauſed a ſtone to be ſet upon her Grave, which was called 
Rachels grave-ſtone.

City of the Medes, whoſe Siſter was Wife to old v9 
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This Raguel had a Daughter called Sarah, which had 
been married to ſeven Men one after another, which 
Men were all {lain the firſt Night of their marriage, by 
the Devil 4ſmoaius, To this Sar God had appointed 
young Toby (which feared God) to be her Husband, and 
made his holy Angel Raphael, to bring him to Rages, 
and ſo to Regse!'s houſe his Mother's Brother, where they 
were joyfully received. And when Ragee/ had looked up- 
on young Toby, and beheld him well, he ſaid unto his 
Wite: how like is this young Man to my Siſters Son? 
And then to know who they were, he ſaid: whence be 
ye my good Brethren? We be (laid they) of the Tribe 
of Nephtali, and of the captivity of Niziwveh. Know ye 
( ſaid he) Tobias our Kinſman? Yea, ſaid they, we 
know him well, and this young man (ſaid the Angel) 
is his Son. With that Rague!/ bowed himſelf, and 
with weeping eyes took him about the Neck and kiſſed 
him, and bad his Wife prepare in all haſt for Dinner, 
Nay faid Toby, I will neither eat nor drink here 
this day, except thou grant me my Petition, and pro- 
miſe rogive me thy Daughter Sarah. Then was Raguel 
ſore aſtonied , and began to fear, leſt it ſhould happen 
unto him, as it did to the other ſeven. And while he {tood 
in doubt what anſwer to make, the Angel ſaid : Fear 
not to give him thy Daughter,for unto this Man that fea- 
reth God, belongeth ſhe, and to none other. I doubt not 
(laid Rageel) but God hath accepted my prayers and 
tears in- his ſight, and I truſt he hath cauſed you to 
come unto me for the ſame intent, that this Daughter of 
mine might be married in her own Kindred, according. 
to the Law of eMoſes, And now doubt thou not (my 
Sn) burl will give her unto thee. And with that, he 
took the right hand of his Daughter, and gave her into 
the right hand of Toby, ſaying : the Goi of Abraham, 
the God of lſazc, and the God of Facob be with you, 


joya you together, and. fulfil. his bleſſing in you. 


And: 
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And when the Marriage & all was ended, Rague/ brought 
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his Daughter into her Chamber, and ſaid : Be of good 
cheer my Daughter,the Lord of Heaven give thee joy for 
the heavineſs that thou haſt ſuffered, and ſo went to reſt 
Then in the morning about the Cock-crowing, Rague/ 
(ſuppoling all things to have —_ to Toby, as it did 
to the other ſeven before) called up his Men, and went 
and made ready his Grave, which being done, he bad his 
Wife ſend one of her Maidens, to look if Toby were 
dead,that he might bury him before day 1:ght. And when 
it was told him they were both ſound, and faſt aſleep, 
he praiſed God, and cauſed his Men to fill up the Grave a- 
gain, and made a great Feaſt to all his Neighbours and 
Friends. And gave to Toby the half of all his Goods, 
and made him a ſure writing for the other half that re- 
mained, to be his alſo after his death. And at theday of 
their departure,delivered the Goods,and taking his leave, 
ſaid : The holy Angel of the Lord be with you, in your 
Journey, and bring you forth ſafe and ſound, that ye may 
find all things in good caſe with your Elders, and that 
mine eyes may ſee your Children betore 1 die, and fokiſ- 
{ed them and let them go. Raguel, « Shepherd of God. 


Rathumus, with other Officers under 4rtaxerxes 
King of Perſia, writeth unto him againſt the Fews on 
this wiſe: Sir,. thy Servants Rathumus the ſtory wri- 
ter, Sabe{lins the Scribe, with other Judges of the 
Court in Celoſyria and Phizehes: Be it known and 
manifeſted to our Lord the King, that the Fews which 
are come up from you to us into the rebellious and wick- 
ed City, begin to build it again, and the Walls 
about it, and to et up the Temple a-new. Now if this 
City and the Walls thereof be ſet up again, they will 
not only reſule to give Tributes and Taxes, but allo re- 
bel utterly againſt the King. And for ſo much as they 
take this in hand now about the Temple, we thought

it not meet to pals over ſuch a thing, but to ſhew it unto 
our Lord the King. And to certifie him thereof: To the 
intent, that if it might pleaſe the King, to caule it to be 
ſought in the Books of old, and thou thalt find ſuch war- 
ning written, and ſhalt underſtand that this City hath 
always been rebellious and diſobedient , that it hath 
ſubdued Kings and Cities, and that the Fews which 
dwelt therein, have ever been a rebellious, obſtinate, un- 
faithful, and fighting People, for the which cau'e this 
City is waſted. Wherefore now we certifie our Lord 
the King, that it this City be builded and occupied a- 
gain, and the Walls thereof ſet up a-new, thou canſt 
have no paſſage into Celoſyria and Phenice. And when 
Rathumus and the other had received the King's an- 
ſwer, they got them to Jeruſalem with an Hoſt of Men, 
and made the Fews ceaſe from their building, which 
= not begun again until the ſecond year of King 
arins, 


Rebecca, was the Daughter of Beehuel and Siſter to gi, .,. cy. 


Labaz. As ſhe went ona time,with a Pitcher upon her 
Head, to the common Well without the City to draw 
Water, it chanced Abraham's ſervant to ſtand by the 
Well, with ten Camels lying thereabout. And when 
the Maid had filled her Por, and ſer it upon her Head, rea- 
dy to go away, the Man delired rodrink a little of her 
Water, who forthwith ſet down her Pot and gave him 
drink. And when he had drunken, the poured out the 
reſt into the Water trough, and ran again to the Well, 
and drew Water for his Camels, until they had all drun- 
ken their fill, Then the Man(in hope the Lord had made 
his Journey proſperous.) took out a Golden ear-ring and 
two Bracelets of Gold and gave them to the Maid, de- 
manding whoſe Daughter ſhe was. I am (quorth ſhe) the 
Daughter of Berhuel the Son of Milcah, which the bare 
unto Aahor, Then tell me I pray thee, is there room 
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in thy Father's Houſz for us to lodge m? Yea (quoth ſhe) 
there is both Room and Lodging, and allo Litter and Pro- 
vender <cnough for your Beatts! Blelſed be God (quoth 
he) that hath dealt lv mercitully with my Matter, and 
hath brought me the right way to my Maltcr's Brothers 
Houle. Then Kevecca ( hearing him ſpeak of her Fathers 
Brother ) ran home and told all things what the Man 
had faid. And as Labaz behe'd his Siltecr and ſaw the 
Ear rings and Bracelets upon her Hands, he ran out to 
the man,aud with gentle entertainment brought him into- 
the Houle, and (aw his Camels dreſt and-provided for, 
and allo ie; Meat before him to eat : But the Man would 
not eat, betore he had declared the cau'e, wherefore his 
Malter had {ent him ; which being done, and his requeſt 
granted,he ate and made merry and tarried all night, And 
on the morrow as the Man made haſte to go his way, the 
Damolel was called torth, to know whether ihe would 
go with the Man or no: and being content to go with 
the Man, he would not tarry, but took the Maid and had 
her to Iſaac his Maſter's Son, whole Wife the became.

And when (hz had given her Son this 

coun'el, th: went to [/azc her Husband and faid : I am 

weary of my life, for fear of the Daughters of Herh, If 
Facob take a Wife of the Daughters of Feth.ſucha one as 

th:(e arz, or of the Dauzhters of the Land, what good 

ſhall my life do me? And lo by the countel of Rebecca, 

Jacob was ſent to Laban his Mother's Brother, where in 
proceſs he got him a Wiſe, and purchaled the love of E- 
ſan his Brother again. Rebecca, Fed, 
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Rechab, was the Father of Fonadab. Which TJona- 
dib made a Law, that the Rechabites ſhould never 
drink Wine, their Wives nor their Children, neither 
yet build Houſe, nor ſow Seed, nor plant Vineyards, 
but ſhould always duell in Tents. Which commang- 
ment they kept and obeyed truly. And this their obe- 
dience, feremy layeth before the fFews to their great 
reproach, for that they were not lo ready to obey the 
will and commandment of God their heavenly Pather, 
as the Rechabites were to obey their Father Jozadab. 
Rechab, a Rider.

Jeruſalem, and ipoiled both the houſe of the Lord and 
the King's houle, and carricd away the ſhields of Gold 
which Solomon had made, in ſtead whereof Rehoboam 
made ſhields of braſs. And ſo tor a while, God made the 
Tribe of F»aa and Benjamin, {crvants to Shiſhack (al- 
though they humbled themlelves ) to the inten: they 
ſhould know the difference between his ſervice, and the 
ſervice of the Kingdomes of the World. This King Rehe- 
boam had eighteen Wives, and three-ſcore Concubines, 
on whom he begot eight and twenty Sons and three-ſcore 
Daughters. But among all his Wives and Concubines, 
he loved eMaachz the Daughter of 46/a/om beſt. And 
made Abtjah her Son, chict Ruler over all his Brethren, 
and to have the Kingdom after him. And when by his 
wiſdom and policy he had diſperled his Children a- 
broad, and had raigned ſeventeen Years, he dyed. 


Rehoboam, izlarging, or ſpreading abroaa the people, 


Reuben, was the eldeſt Son of Facob and Leah. He 
brought the Mandrakes wh ch he found 1n the Field tv 
3% + his Mother. He ſaved 7oſeph from his Brethren which 
37- 21,2. ent about to kill him, giving counlel to caſt him into

 Salmanaſar, King of Aſſpri«, came in the ſeventh 
year of Heſhea King of Iſrae/, and beſieged Samara, 
and in the third year (which was the ninth year of He 


ſbea) he wan ir, and took Heyſhea priſoner, and carried 


him away into 4ſſyria. Salmanaſar, Peace bound, 
Solomon, the Son of Barhſhcba was ordained to 
reign after his Father David, and anointed King ©6- 
ver Iſrael, by Sadok the Prieſt, and Nathan the Pro- 
phet. Who being ſtabliſhed 1n his Kingdom, began to 
miniſter Juſtice: firſt upon Adonijah his Brother, which 
had aſpired to the Kingdom. Secondly, upon Joab, 
which had ſlain 4bner and Amaſa, and conſpired with 
Agonijah. Thirdly, upon $himei, which had curſed Da- 
vid his Father. This King was ſo dearly. beloved of 
God, that in adream he appeared to him, and bad him 
ask whatſoever he would, and he ſhould have it. Then 
Solomon conſidering in himſelf that he was but young, 
and that (being called to the office of a King) how hard 
a thing it was togovern the whole multitude of the Peo- 
ple well, deſired of Gud to give him an underſtanding 
heart, to judge the People, and to diſcern between good 
and evil. Which thing pleaſed thggkord fo well, that he 
gave him not only a wile and an underſtanding heart, 
bur alſo riches and honour, wherein he excelled all other 
Kings thatever were before or after him. And that he 
paſſed all men in wiſdom and underſtanding, doth ma- 
nifeſtly appear by the wile ſentence he gave upon the 
living Child, that the two Harlots ſtrove for before him. 
And alſo by his three thouſand Parables, and his thou- 
ſand and fifty Songs, wherein were declared ſuch wite 
and grave ſentences, that all the world (hearing there- 
of) came to ſee his prefence, and to hear his wiſdome, 


which did fo far exceed the wildome of Erhan, He. 
man,. 
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man, Chalcal, and Daraz ( four of the notableſt men 
then living in all the world) that they fell a wondering, 
and ſaid, that the great fame that was bruted of his 
wiſdome and royalty before they came forth, was no- 
thing to be compared with that they had now both heard 
and (cen. And as hedid exceed all men in wiſdom, fo 
he did all other in riches. For he had xii. Officers which 
provided Victuals for his houſhold every Moneth in a 
year. And his ordinary expences every day was thirty 
quarters of Manchet flour, and ſixty quarters of Meal, 
tea ſtalled Oxen, and twenty out of the Paſture, and an 
hundred Sheep, beſide Harts, Bucks, wild Goats, 
Capons, and Fowls. He had forty thouſand Horſes, 
and xii. thouſand Horſemen to keep them. The weight 
of Gold that came every year out of Ophir to Solomon, 
was ſix hundred three-ſcore and fix talents of Gold, Le- 
ſide that which Merchants and other Men brought him. 
Whercof he had fo great abundance, that he made the 
Furniture of the Lord's Temple all of clean Gold, Yea, 
there was not ſo much as a drinking-Pot in all his own 
Houſe, but it was of Gold: And as for Silver, he made 
it as plentiful as ſtones in the ſtreet. But notwiuhſtand- 
ing all this his wiſdom and riches, which God had: gi- 
ven him, yet at the laſt he fell ro loving of optlandith 
Womea (contrary tothe Law of Myſes) whereof he took 
ſo many, that he had ſeven hundred Queens, and three 
hundred Concubines, which turned his heart to ſtrange 
gods, and made him of a wile King a ſtark fool, and 
great Idolater, for the which his horrible offence, he loſt 
the favour of God. And when he had reigned forty 
years he dycd, and was buried in the City of David, 
and his Son Rehoboam ſucceeded. Solomon, pexceable, 
. Nathanthe Prophet, called him Jeaidt4/, beloved.

Samſon, the Son of eMarouh of the Tribe of 
Dan, was born in the City of Zor«h, and became a 
mighty ſtrong man. On a time as he went to the City 
of Timnath, and ſaw a Woman of the Philiines which 
liked him well, he intreated his Parents to have her to his 
Wife. Who not contented therewith reproved him, ſay- 
ing : Isthere never a Wife among the Daughters of thine 
own People and Brethren, but thou muſt take a Wife a- 
mong the uncircumciſed Philifines? Well (ſaid Sam- 
ſon) let me have her, for ſhe pleaſeth me well. Then his 
Parents (not knowing it was the Lord's doing, that'he 
ſhould ſeek an occaſion againſt the Phi/iftines) went 
with their Son to Timnarh to ſee the Woman: And by 
the way going, Samſon (unknown to his Parents ) 
flew a Lyon which came ramping upon him, and fo went 
forth with them and talked with the Woman. And a few 
days aſter, as he came again to receive his Wife, he 
turned aſide to fee the Carkaſe of the Lyon, and found 
1 the Belly thereof, a (warm of Bees and Hony, where- 
of he took in his hand, and wear eating to his Father 
and Mother,and gave them part of the Hony. And when 
the Feaſt-day of his marriage was come, he ſaid to thirty 
young Men of his Gueſts: I will put forth a Riddle unto 
you, and if ye can declare it me within the ſeventh day 
of the Feaſt, I will give you thirty ſheets, and thirty 
change of Rayment, and if ye cannot, then ſhall you 
give me the like: The R:ddle is this : Out of the eater 
came meat, and out of the ſtrong came ſweetneſs. And 
when the ſeventh day was come,and-the Men had not yet 
found out the Riddle, they perſwaded Samſon's Wike to 
get it out. of her Husband and tell it them, who never 
reſted flattering of Samſon and weeping before him till 
he had told her. Then they (being taught of. her) went to 
Samſon before the Sun was down, and ſaid : What 
| Is. 
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is ſweeter than hony ? and what is ſtronger than a Lyon? 
Then ſaid Samſon : If ye had not plowed with my 
Heifer, ye had not found out my Riddle. And fo he went 
out to the City of Askelon (one of the chiefeſt Cities of 
the PhiliZFines) and ſlew thirty men, and gave the ſpoil 
of them to thoſe that had expounded his Riddle,and fo got 
him home to his Father's houſe half diſpleaſed with his 


Wife. After a while, he went to viſit his Wife with a Jude. : 5. cap: 


Kid, but when he came, his Father in-law had given 
her to another, thinking that Samſoz had hated her, and 
bad him take the younger (which was fairer) in her 
Read. Then Samſon having good occalion- given hinx 
againſt the Philiines, went out and caught three hun- 
dred Foxes, and faſtened tail to tail, and put a Fire- 
brand between the two tails, which he ſer on fire (and 
ſo ſent them into the Philiſtines Corn, and burat it up, 
with their Vineyards, Olives and all. The Philiflines 
(knowing that Sawſoz had done it) went and' ſet fire on 
his Father-in-law's houſe, and burnt both him and Sam- 


fon's wife with all that ever they had. And ſent three thou- 


fand men of F«da (who were then under the Philiftines) 
to Samſon, to bind him and to bring him to them. And 
when(by his ſufferance)they had bound him,and broughe 
him to the Philiftines, they gave a great ſhout when 
they (aw him, whereat Semſo» brake aſunder his 
bands, as though they had been but flax. And took up 
a rotten Jawbone of an Als, and laid ſo about him, thar 


he {few a thouſand Philiftines ere he reſted. And be- 


ing (ore athirſt, God made water come out of a tooth in 
the Jawbone,and fo refrethed him. After this, he got him 
to the City of GaF 4, and lodged in a Womans houle that 
ſold vicuals: And when he perceived the Citizens to 
watch and to go about to kill him, he got him up about 
midnight, and went to the gates of the City, which he 
rent off, bars and all, and laid them upon his ſhoulders,

The Lives of Patriarchs, 
E.nally, through his inordinate affection to Dalilch his 
Wife, he loſt God's excellent gift, and ſo was betrayed 
tothe Philitines, who took and put out his eyes and caſt 
him in Priſon, where they made him to grinde like a 
ſlave. And whea the great day of the Philiftines came, 
that they ſhould hold their Feaſt to their god Dagoz, 


' they ſent for Samſo2 out of prilon, to play before them

and co make them laugh. The houle was full of Men and 
Women, {o many that 1n the roof of the ſame, there was 
about three thouland to behold Samſon while he played 
before the Lords and great men. And as he ſtood between 
the great Pillars which bare up all the houſe, he called 
vpon God in his mind, ſaying: O Lord think upon me, 
and ſtrengthen me at this time only, that I (according 
to my vocation executing thy judgment) may be aven- 
ged on the Philiſtines for my two eyes. And with that 
he caught the Pillars 1n his hands, ſaying : Let me loſe 
my life with the Ph:/itines ; and fo ſhook the Pillars with 
all his might, and brought down the houſe upon them, 
and killed them all. Then his brethren hearing thereof, 
came and took up the body of Samſor and buried him 
with eManoah his Father , alter he had judged Iſrael 
twenty years, who had been in ({ubje&ion under the 
Philiſtines forty years. Samſon, there the ſecond time, 
becauſe the Angel appeared the ſecond time, at the prayer of 
his Father. 


Samuel, the Son of E/k+n4h and Hannah, was the 
next Judge after E/:, and the laſt that judged Iſr«e/. And 
becauſe his Mother had asked him of God, therefore ſhe 
called his name Sawue/. And when he was able to do 
any miniſtration in the Temple, his Mother brought him 
to E1:,and gave him untothe Lord, according to her pro- 
miſe. And ſo Samuel miniltred unto the Lord before 
Eli: And one day as he laid him down to (leep in the 
Temple, the Lord called him: And Same! (thinking 

wt 
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it had been his Maſter) ran to E/;, to know his 
pleaſure, who ſaid he called him not. And at the third 
time when Samuel came, to his Maſter again, 1: 
faid unto him: Go and lay thee down once more, and 
if he call thee again, then ſiy thou : Speak Lord, for 
thy ſervant heareth. And when the Lord had called him 
the fourth time, and had opened unto him all that he had 
determined againſt the houle of E/: (for not correQing 
his Sons for their great wickednels) Samuel! went to 
his Maſter £E/;, and ( at his commandment ) told him 
every whit what the Lord had ſaid, Now Samuel (be- 
ing the Lord's Prophet) judged the People, and was both 
loved and feared of them. And when he began to wax old, 
and was not able to bear the burden, he made his two 
Sons ( Foe! and 4biah) Judges over Iſrael, thinking 
that they would imitate his ſteps : But contrariwiſe, 
they were lo covetous, that (for lucre ſake) they per- 
verted all true juſtice: whereupon the Elders of Iſrael, 
perceiving Samuel to be old, and his Sons given all 
to covetouſneſs, went to Samuel, deſiring of him that 
they might have a King to raign over them as other Na- 
tions had. Then Samuel (hearing them ſpeak of a King) 
was fore diſpleaſed. But nevertheleſs, at the Lords 
commandment, who bad him make them a King, he 
firſt declared to them. the office and authority of a King, 
and then anointed $47 to be their King and Gover- 
nour, whom he ſent to Gil/yal, commanding Saul to 
tarry there ſeven days, and then he would come 
and tell him what he ſhould do. And on the ſeventh 
day when Samuel came to Sanl, and ſaw he had offe- 
red before he came, he asked him what he had done: 
Quoth Saul, when I ſaw the People begin to ſcatter 
from me, and that thou tarriedſt (o long, 1 offered burnt- 
offerings, leſt the Philiſtines ſhould come upon me, be- 
fore I had made my ſupplication unto the Lord. Now 
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( ſaid Same!) thou haſt played the fool. For if thou: 


 hadſt: 
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haddeſt kept the Lords commandment, he would 
have ſtablithed thy Kingdom for ever: But now it ſhall 
not continue. For the Lord hath ſought him out a man, 
after his own heart, which ſhall rule the People; and fo 
Samuel departed to his houſe at Gibeah, After this,when 
Saul had broken the Lord's commandment, in fa- 
ving 4zag King of the Amalckires alive, and had made 
a {acritice unto the Lord of their beſt Sheep and Cattel 
which he reſerved: $4muel came, whereof the King 
was very glad, and told him that he had fulfilled the 
Lord's commandment : But what meaneth then 
(quoth Samuel) the bleating of the Sheep and noiſe of 
Oxen that | hear? There are (quoth he) the beſt Sheep 
and Oxen that the People hath ſpared to ſacrifice unto 
the Lord, but the reſt have we deſtroyed. Then ſaid 
Samuel : Did not the Lord when thou wert little in thine 
own eyes, make thee King over Iſrae/, and gave thee a 
charge, utterly to deſtroy thoſe ſinners the 4malekites? 
And wheretore haſt thou obeyed the People and not the 
Lord ? | have (quoth he) done all that the Lord com- 
manded me, and faved none but 4eag : Hath the 
Lord (quoth Same!) as great pleaſure in burat facri- 
fices and offerings, as when the voice of the Lord is 
obeyed ? Behold, to obey is better than ſacrifice, and 
to hearken is better 'than the fat of Rams: for rebel- 
lion is as the (in of Witchcraſt, and ſtubbornneſs is as 
the wickedneſs of Idolatry: And becauſe thou haſt caſt 
away the word of the Lord, therefore hath the Lord 
caſt away thee from being King. Then ſaid Saw : I 
haveſinned and gone further than the ſaying of the Lord, 
therefore take away my fin, and turn again with 
me, that I may worſhip the Lord. Nay (quoth Same!) 
I will not return with thee : for thou haſt caſt away the 
Lord, and he hath caſt away thee. And as Samuel was 
turning himſelf to have gone away, S/ caught him 
by the lap of his Garment, and it rent: Thea (aid S4- 
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»uel: the Lord hath rent the Kingdom of Iſrael! from 
thee this day, and given it toa neighbour of thine, better 
chan thy (elf: Neverthele!s, through great intreaty of 
Saul, Samuel went with him. And when they had 
worſhipped the Lord, 4gag was brought to Samue/, 
who took and hewed him in pieces, and ſo departed to 
Ramah : where he mourned fo long for $as/, till the 
Lord reproved him for it, and ſent him to Bethlehem to 
anoint David, Which thing done, he went home a- 
gain to Ramah, where he remained until he dyed. 
Samuel, heard of God, 


Sanballat, the Heronire, when he heard of the 2 zz. 2;

min, was a goodly tall young man: who on a time as 
he was ſeeking his Fathers Aſſes, and could not find 
them, happened (by the P_— of God) to go and ſeek 
p out 
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out Samnel, to know of him ſome tidings of his Aﬀes. 
And as he was going toward the City, it was told him 
of a great offering that ſhould be there, and how the 
People waited for Samue!'s coming to bleſs the ſame, 
And when Sa#/ was come 1nto the midlt of the City, 
he met Samuel coming toward him, going up to the 
Hill. And as Samuel beheld Saul, the Lord (aid unto 
him : this is the Man which I told thee yeſterday, 1 
would ſend this day unto thee, to be King of [/rae/, 
Then S«wucl took him up with him to the Hill, and ſet 
him in the chiefelt Seat among his Gueſts,. and made 
him eat with them. And the Feaſt being done, he went 
and anointed Sa King, and told him what he ſhould 
do after his departure from him. And going from S+ 
muel, the Lord gave him another manner of heart than 
he had before. So that he propheſied among the Pro- 
phets, and was ſo greatly honoured of all men, that af. 
ter he had delivered the Cuty of Jabeſh out of the hands 
of Nahaſb King of the Ammonites,the People renewed his. 
Kingdom, which God would have ſtabliſhed for ever, 
if he had not diſobeyed his commandment, in taking 
upon him to offer burnt-lacrifice before Samuel came, 
and allo to ſave {gag whom he was commanded tode- 
ftroy, And for this his diſobedience, the Lord took his 
ſpirit from Sal, and gave it to David, and gave un- 
to Saul an evil ſpirit to vex him withal. Then $4u/ 
ſeeing the ſpirit of the Lord departed from him,and gone 


to David, he fought by all means to deſtroy him, but 


never could come to his purpoſe. Finally, Saal being 
fore cumbred with the Ph:ili#ines, he went to an En-

And as 
ſoon as he had ſpoken theſe words, the man in whom 
the evil ſpirit was, ran upan them, and got the upper 
hand on them. In ſo much that they had much ado to 
eſcape with their lives, and ſcarce got at the laſt naked 
and wounded out of the houſe. And this example of the 
Sons of g8ceva being bruted abroad among the Fews 
and Gentiles, many (which believed) came to Paul and 
confeſſed their offences.

Come forth, come forth, thou bloud ſhedder, and man 
of Belial/ : The Lord hath brought up»n thee now all 
the bloud of the houſe of Saul, in whole ſtead thou haſt 
raigned. The Lord hath delivered the Kingdom in- 
to the hand of Abſalom thy Son. And behold thou art 
come to thy miſchief, becauſe thou art a murtherer. 
And for all this, would David ſuffer no man to do him 
harm. Sothar Shimet went on ſtill, curfing and railing, 
and hurling of ſtones and dirt at David like a mad- 
man. But when the time came that Daw#d ſhould be re- 
ſtored to his Kingdom again, then Shimei (that in his 
adverlity was his moſt crucl enemy) was now in his 
proſperity one of the firſt that met him to bring him 
home again : And being pafled over Jordan, he fell 
down flat before D:via, ſaying : Oh let not my Lord

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impute wickedneſs unto me, nor remember the thing

Then $S«- 

lomon hearing of his doings commanded Benajrh, to 

put him todeath, for the wickedneſs he had done to his 


Father Davia.. Shimei, bearing, or obedient, 


Sennacherib, King of 4ſ5ri« was a mighty Prince, , x;vg.18.23.. 
which ſeeing that Salmaneſar his Predeceſſor had con- | 
quered the King of Iſ-ae/ and made them Tributaries, 

thought it good ro ſet upon the King of Judas, whoat that- 
e1Mme - 
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time was the godly and moſt noble Ezechias. And when 
Sennacherib had gotten into his hands all the chief 
Cities of Juds and Benjamin, ſave only Feruſalem, 
he belieged that allo, with ſuch might and power, that 
Ezechias was fain to ſubmit himlelt to the mercy of 
Sennzcherib, offering him tribute, ſo much as he would 
demand. Upon which offer, Sennacherib promited 
EZechias, that if he would pay him three hundred ta- 
lents of ſilver, and one of gold, his land ſhould be ſafe and 
in quiet, which promiſe he kept truly till the mony were 
payed. But as (oon as he had received the money, he ſent 
back again three of the greate(t Captains he had, to 
make freſh War againſt EFechias. And when they had 
pitched their Tents about Feruſalem, they (ent for Eze- 
chias to come and ſpeak with them, who fearing his 
own life, ſent three of his Noble-men unto them to 
know the matter. And when they had heard all the 
blaſphemous words of Kabſbekah, they returned and told 
them to EJechizs, Who hearing thoſe evil news, rent 
his cloaths, and put on ſackcloth, and fell proſtxate upon 
his face, and prayed unto the Lord to help him, and to 
have mercy upon his people, and beſide that, he ſent to E- 
ſy the Prophet, deſiring him to pray unto the Lord for 
them: whoſe Prayer the Lord heard, and bad him go 
tell Ezechias, that the blaſphemous railing of Ratſherkah 
ſhould turn to his great ſhame, for he (ſhould go home 
again without victory, and never a ftroke ſtricken. 
And fo Almighty God ſent his Angel which plagued 
the whole Army of the 4ſſprians with ſuch a Peſtilence, 
that in one Night there dyed 185.thouſand. At the which 
ſuddain death, Rabſbekah and all his Hoſt that were left, 
ran away. And then, Seznacherib got him to Niniveh, 
where at the laſt, being in the Temple, worſhipping his 
God Niſroch, his own Sons flew him. Sennacherib, 
the buſh of deſtruttion. | 


Sehon, 
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Sehon, was King of the Amorites, whoſe Land yums. r. 21 
bordered {o upon the Land of Cazazy, that Moſes could 22-8c- | 
not paſs from the Deſart of Cadeſh to Canaan, but he 
mult needs go thorow it ; wherefore Moſes ſent Meſſen- 
gers to King Sehox, beleeching him of licence to pals tho- 
row his1and by the Kings highway,and he would neither 
hurt his Fields nor Vineyards,neither yet take ſo much as 
one drop of water for him and his Cattel todrink, but he 
would pay for it. Which reaſonable requeſt, Sehox refuled. 
And thinking to have overcome eMoſes and all his People 
(becauſe they were ſtrangers ſore laboured and wearied 
and knew not the Coaſt of his Countrey, neither the 
ſhifts of the Realm) he made out two great Armies a- 
gainſt Moſes : Who hearing thereof was fo afraid that 
he asked counſel of God what he ſhould do: And God 
bad him not fear, but fight manfully and boldly with 
them, for the victory ſhould be his. And fo was Sehor 
with all his power and policy overthrown. Sehon, « 
rooting out, or treading under foot, 
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Sephoza, 2nd Phua, were two of the Chiefeſt #xo4. r; re. 
Mid wives in all Egypr, unto whom King Pharavh gave 
a commandment, that whenſoever they did execute their 
office among the Women'of the Hebrews, and ſaw in the 
birth a Man- child, they ſhould kill it. Bur they, (fearing 
God more than man) brake his commandment, and 
ſaved all the Men-children, laying for their excule unto 
the King, that the Women of the Hebrews were not as 
th2 Women of Egypr, but fo ſtrong and lively Women 
that they were delivered before rhe Mid wives came. 
And for this deed, God dealt mercifully with the Mid- 
wives, becauſe they feared him,and made them te proſper.

rous to hear it, whereupon he ſent for them : By whole

Sichem, the Son of Hemer the Hivite, raviſhed 
Dinah the Daughter of ?acob. For the which deed, Si- 
meon and Levi(the Brothers of Dinah)ſlew both Sichem, 
and his Father Hemor with many more. 


Sld:ach, eMeſbach and 4bednego, were three of Da- 
nicl's companions, and of the Children of Fadz. Which 
three young men Nabuchodonoſor ( at Daniel's intercel- 
fion) made Rulers over all the Officers in the Land of 
Baty/on. And becauſe they would not fall down to the 
King's golden Image which he had made and ſet up to 
be worihipped, they were acculcd to the King, as tran(- 
greſlors of his commandment. And being broughc 
before the King, he ſtraitly charged them, to be ready 
the next day when they heard the noiſe of Trumpets 
and other Inſtrumeats of Muſick, to fall down and wor- 
ſhip his Image as others did, or elle they ſhould be caſt 
into the hot burnipg Furnace, and then let ſee (quoth - 
waar 
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what god is able to deliver you out of my hands; They 
anſwered and ſaid : Oh Nabuchodonoſor, we ought 
not to conſent to thee 1n this matter : For why : our God 
whom we (crve 15 able to keep us from-the-hot burning 
Furnace, (O King) and can right well deliver us out 
of thy hands: And though he will not, yet ſhalt thou know 
(O King) that we will nor ſerve thy gods, nor do reve- 
rence to that Image which thou haſt ſet up. The King 
hearing this,was lo full of indignation,that he cauſed the 
ſtrongeſt men that were in all his Hoſt,to bind them hand 
and foot, and caſt them into the Furnace, which Furnace 
was made {o excecding hot, that the flame of the fire de- 


ſtroyed thoſe men that calt them in. And as the King look- - 


ed into rhe Furnace after the men, he ſaw four walking at 
libercy in the midſt of the Furnace,& the fourth man was 
like unto the Son of God to look upon. And being ſore a- 
ſtonied thereat, he went to the Furnace mouth and ſaid: 
O ye fervants of God, come out of the Furnace. And 
when they were come forth, it could not be perceived, 
neither by the hair of their Heads, nor by the (mell of 
their Garments, that ever any fire had touched them. 


And fo the King praiſed the God of Sidrach, Meſhach ands 


Abeanego, and promoted them to honour. 


Silas, was a certain Diſciple ſeat with Paul 3.15.27; 


and Earzabas and other choſen brethren, to Axntivch to 
paciie the variance, which was there happened about 
Ccircunciſfion. And after the falling out of Paul and Bar- 
nabas about John eMark, Silas became Paul's com- 
panion, and fellow-labourer in the Goſpel a great while, 
and was in bonds with him at Phz/ipp:, where they 
converted the Jayler and all the Priſoners, and were de- 
livered as Romans. From thence they departed to 
Theſſalonica, where the 7ewes ſet the City in ſuch an 
uproar againſt them, that»Parl was fain to flye to A- 
thens, leaving Silas behind hum, with a precept, to make 
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12. 18.5- * ſpeed after him, who came to Paul at Corixth. 


Ger.3o0. 9,7c, Sditlpabh, was Hand-maid or Servant to Leah, who 
being given (by her Miſtreſs conſent) to Jacob to Wie, 
brought him forth two Sons, Gad and 4ſber. Silpah, 
a Rheum or diftullation at the mouth, or vileneſs. 


+ Cor. 1.39, Dilvanus, was a great ſetter forth of the Goſpel 
avith Paul and Timotheus, as is mentioned in the firſt 
and (ccond Epiſtle to the Theſſalonians firſt Chapters. 
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Luk, 2.25.96. Dtmeon, was a bleſſed old man dwelling in Fers- 
ſalem, which longed lore for the coming of the «Meſſe, 
And whereas he had prayed unto God, to give him the 
gift, that he might but once ſee him with his bodily eyes 
before he departed out of this worid, he received an an- 
ſwer of the Holy Ghoſt, that he ſhould, not ſee death un- 
til he had (een Chriſt with his fleſhly eyes (which he had 
ſeen many a day before with the eyes of his faith.) And 
when the time came that the Child 7eſws ſhould be 
brought into the Temple by his Parents, Simeon by the 

Y inſpiration of the Holy Ghoſt, came into the Temple a 
lutle before them, and when he had (een all things done 
by the Prieſt according to the law, he (of a godly zeal) 
rook the Babe in his arms allo, and ſaid : Lord, now 
letteſt thou thy ſervant depart in peace, according to thy 
promiſe: For mine eyes have ſeen thy ſalvation, which 
thou haſt prepared before the face of all people. A light 
to lighten the Gentiles, and the glory of thy people Iſrael. 
And when he had bleſſed the Babe, he ſaid ro «Mary the 
Child's Mother : Behold this Child is ſet to be the fall 
and upriſing again of many in Iſrae/, and for a ſign 
which is ſpoken againſt. And moreover, the {word ſhall 
pierce thy foul, that the thoughts of many hearts may 
be opened, Simeon, hearing, or 4 perfett hearing. 


Simon, 
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Simon, the ſecond Son of eMattathizs, was a 1.2. 2. 


Man of great wildom, and the High Prieſt among the 
Fews, He helped much his Brother F#4as and Fonathas 
inthe Wars, and after the death of 74s, he diſcomfit- 
ed Bachides, and was made Captain over the Jews 
afrer the apprehenſion of Foxathas, and overcame 4»- 
tiochus, But in the end, he was of Prolomy his Son- 
in-law molt traiterouſly murthered. 


Simon, of the Tribe of Benjamin, being a Ruler 
of the Temple what time as O»ias was the High Prieſt, 
went about to work much miſchief in the City of Je- 
ruſalem. And when he ſaw that he could not overcome 
Ozias and the other Prieſts that refilted him, he got 
him to Apollonius, which then was Governour of Celo- 
ſrria and Phenice, and told him that the Treaſury in 
Jeruſalem was full of innumerable money, which did 
not belong to the proviſion of the ſacrifice, and that it 
were poſſible that theſe thiFgs might come to the King's 
hands : But when this betrayer of the money and of his 
own natural Countrey, ſaw the great Plague that fell 
on. Helioaorus,, (which was ſent for the. money) and that 
his curſed device could take no place, then he fell to rail- 
ing and {landering of Onas, reporting of him, that 
he had moved Helioaorus to that malicious enterpriſe, 
yea, ſo much increaſed his malice againſt the godly man 
Ozias, that he could not ſpeak well of him. Wherefore 
Onias (the malice of Simon compelling him thereunto) 
complained on Simon to Seleucus the King, to have 
him reformed.

- Simon Magus, which had of a long time ſeduced 
the People of $4amaria with his ſorcery and witchcraft, 
was 
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was had in fo great eſtimation among the multitude, 
even from the higheſt to theloweſt,that they counted him This 5imon 
God's fellow, and to work all things by his power : ſo 443% was 
much were they given to follow the illuſions of Satan, CON 
more than the truth of God. But when $:0z had heard ome, that 
the preaching of Philip, and ſeen his miracles, and the 137 wee 
number of People converted to the Faith of Chriſt, he as a God. 
was forced himſelf atfo (by the majeſty of God's word) 
to confels the truth. And lo (to cover his hypocrifie) diſ- 
ſembled to believe,and was baptiled.and continued with 
Philip. But after this, when Peter and John were come 
from Jeruſalem, and had laid their hands on the Peo- 
ple, by the which the Holy Ghoſt was given: Simoz (co- 
veting to have that gift as well as they) offered the Apo- 
les money, to give him the power todotheſzme: To 
whom Peter ſaid : Thy money periſh with thee, be- 
cauſe thou thinkeſt that the gift of God may be obtaihed 
with money : thou haſt neither part nor fellowſhip in 
this buſineſs, for thy heart. is not right in the ſight of 
God: Repent therefore of this thy wickedneſs, and pray 
God that the thoughts of thine heart may be forgiven 
thee, for I perceive that thou art full of bitter gall, and 
wrapped in iniquity : Then ſaid $imon, pray ye unto: 
the Lord for me, that none of theſe things which ye have 
ſpoken, fall on me. And lo they left him full of malice 
and deviliſh poyſon, tyed in the bonds of Satan.

1Xi-gs 14.3332 Sbhiſali, King of Egypr came to Feruſalem in the fifth 
year of the reign of Rehoboam,with twelve hundred Cha- 
riots, and threeſcore thouſand Horſemen, and Peop'e in- 
numerable, and (ſpoiled the Temple of the Lord, and 
the King's houſe,and took away all the Treaſure in both, 
with the ſhields of gold, which So/omon had made, and 
ſo departed.

Steven, a Man full of faith, and of the Holy Ghoſt, 
was one ot the ſeven Deacons choſen in the Congrega- 
tion, to make proviſion for the poor, which did great 
Wonders and Miracles among the People. Again(t 
whom aroſe certain of the Synagogue, which were 
called Libertines, Cyrenians, and of Alexandria, Cilicia, 
and /ſa,which diſputed with him. And when they could 
not reſiſt his wiſdom, and the (pirit of God wherewith 
he ſpake, they acculed him of blaſphemy againſt God 
and Moſes, and brought him before the Council with 
their falſe witneſſes ready, which ſaid : We heard this 
fellow ſpeak blaſphemous words againſt this holy 
place and Law, ſaying that Jeſus of NaFarerh ſhould 
deſtroy this place, and change the Ordinances which 
Meſcs gave us. And all the Council looked ſtedfaſtly up- 
on- him, and ſaw his face, as it had been the face of an 
Angel. Then $teven (for as much as he was acculed to 
be a denyer of God) made an caracſt anſwer unto his 
accuſation, in the end whereof, the Council waxed o 
angry againſt him, that their hearts clave aſunder, and 
gna(bed on him with their teeth, But he (being full of the 
HolyChoſt)looked ftedfaltly up with his eyes 1ntoheaven, 
and ſaw the glory of God, and Jeſus ſtanding at the 
night hand of God, and ſaid ; Behold, I ſee Heaven 
open,, 
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open, and the Son of Man ſtanding on the right hand 
of God, with the which, the People gave a great ſhour, 
and {topped their ears, and ran upon him all at once, 
and carried him out of the City to put him todeath. And 
as they ſtoned him, he ſaid : Lord Jeſs receive my ſpi- 
rit, And kneeling down, cryed with a loud voice: 
Lord lay not this fin unto their charge : And ſo fell a- 
ſleep in the Lord. 


Suſanna, the Daughter of Helchiz, was a very 
fair Woman, given toall vertue and godlineſs. Her huſ- 
band's name was Feachim, a Man of great reputation 
among the' Fews. In the firſt year that Suſayns was 
married, there were two Judges made which reſorted 
much to Foachim's houle, and all ſuchas had any thing 
todo in the Law, came thither unto them. Theſe two 
Judges (being wicked men) were ſo wounded with the 
love of S»ſana, and burned {o 1n luſt after her, that they 
could-not tell what rodo: Bur neither durſt tell the 0- 
ther his grief, nor yet (for ſhame) utter their inordinate 
luſt unto her. And ſoon a day,when they had ſat long in 
Joathim's houſe about matters of the Law, and waited 


- for to have their purpoſe on S«fans4, and could not, 


they brake up and went home todinner.' And at their re- 
rurn-again together, the one brake-to the other their 


whole minds, and appointed a time, when they might . 


take her alohe.. And when they had ſpyed out a conve- 
nient time, that Suſanne went into the Garden (as her 
manner was) with rwoof her Maidens only, to waſh her 
ſelf, theſe rwo hid themſelves 1n the Garden: againſt 
her coming. And aſſoon as the Maidens had'ſthut the 
Orchard-doors, and were gone for Oyl and Sope for 
their Miſtreſs, the two. Elders came upon Seſanns, 
and faid; The Garden doors be-now-ſhut that-no' man 
can ſee'us, atid we burn in luſt towards thee, therefore 
conſent, 22d lye with us; if thon wilt not, we-will bear

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witneſs againſt thee that a young Man was in the Or- 
chard with thee,and therefore thou ſenteſt away thy Mat- 
dens. Then $S«ſanne {ighed and ſaid : If 1 do follow 
your minds,it will be my death: and if I conſent not un- 
to you I cannot eſcape your hands. It is better for me 


'tofall into your hands withour the deed doing, than to 


Gn in the fight of the Lord. And with that cryed out 
with a loud voice, and the Elders cryed out againſt 
her; which clamour on both parties was lo great, that 
it was heard among the Servants without, which 
ran to the Orchard-door and burſt it open, to ſee what 
the matter was: And when the Servants had heard the 
Elders report of S»ſ4na, they were greatly aſhamed, 
for there was never (ſuch a report made of $«ſanns be- 
fore. And ſo on the next morrow, the two Elders (full 
of miſchievous imaginations ) declared the matter to 
Joachim her husband to bring her to death. And when ſhe 
was come with her Father and Mother, her Children and 
all her kinred,to be judged according to the law the ſtood 
before the two wicked Judges with her Face covered, 
who commanded to take the Cloth from her face, that at 
the leaſt they might be (atisfied with her beauty : which 
thing being done, the Judges ſtood up and laid their 
hands upon the head of Suſanzz, faying: As we were 
walking in. the Orchard alone, this Woman came in 
with her two Maidens, whom ſhe ſent away from her, 
making faſt the Orchard door after them. Then ſtarted 
there up a young Fellow which lay hid in the Garden, 
and went unto her, & lay with her. Then we which ſtood 
in-a corner ſecing this wickedneſs, ran unto them, and 
ſaw them as they were together, but we could not hold 
the how's for he was ſtronger than we, and got open 
the door and leaped out: And when wedemanded of her 
what fellow it was,..ſhe would not tell us: This is the 
matterJand we be witneſſes of the ſame. Then S«ſanns 
eryed out and faid : O everlaſtiog God, thou nn 
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of hearts, thou that knoweſt all things before they come. 
to pals, thou wotelt that they have born falſe witneſs 
againſt me: And behold, I muſt dye, whereas I ne- 
ver intended any ſuch thing, as theſe Men have mali- 
cioully imagined againſt me. And as ſhe was led to- 
ward the place of execution, the Lord of Heaven which. 
heard her prayer, raiſed up the ſpirit of a little Child 
cal'ed Daniel, who cryed with a loud voice, ſaying : T 
am clean from the blood of this Woman. And when the 
People heard that, they ſtayed to know of the Child 
what he meant by his words. O ye Children of Iſ-aef 
(ſaid he) are ye (uch fools, that without examination 
and knowledge of the truth, ye have condemned a Daughe 
terof [ſrae/? return again to Judgment, for they have 
born falſe witneſs againſt her. Then the People went 
back again, and the Elders took Dapiel, and ſet. him: 
among them in Judgment. Who, when he had com: 
manded the two falle witnefles to. be ſevered that he 
might examine them, he called the one before him and 
ſaid : O thou that art old in a wicked. life, now thy 
fins which thou haſt committed afore-time, are come 
to light: Tell me under what Tree thou ſaweſt this 
Woman and the young fellow together ? he ſaid, under: 
a Mulberry Tree. Now verily (quoth Danze/) thou haſt 
lied, and art worthy of death, in that thou haſt oppref- 
ſed the innocent, and haſt let the guilty go free, contrary: 
to the words of the Lord, which. (ſaith: The innocent 
and righteous,ſec thou ſlay not. Thea he called the other: 
and ſaid : O thou ſeed of Canaan, but not of Fuda, 
Beauty hath deceived thee, and-luſt hath ſubverted thine: 
heart : Thus have yedealtwith the Daughters of Iſrael, 
and they (for fear conſented unto you, but the Daugh- 
ters of F#da would not abide un wickedneſs :.;Nowr 
tell me, under what Tree didſt thou take: them-com- 
panying together ? He anſwered, under a Pine. Free, 
Now verily ſaid Daziel, thou. haſt lied alſo —_ 
ine: 
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thine head. The Meſſenger of the Lord ſtandeth waiting 
with the Sword to cut thee in two, and fo to deſtroy 
ye both. And with that the whole Aſſembly cryed with 
a loud voice, and praiſed God, which fo miraculouſly 
had preſerved Suſanne that day, And (o fell upon the 
two wicked Judges, and according to the law of eMoſes, 
put them both ro death.

And when ſhe had viſited 4mnon (at her Fa- 
thers commandment ) and dreſt him certain meat, and 
brought it into his Chamber, he began to force her tolye 
with him. Then ſhe ſeeing that, ſaid : Nay, my Bro- 
ther do not force me, for no {uch thing ought to be done 
in I/rae/, commit not this folly. For whither ſhall I be 
able to go with my ſhame? And thou ſhalt be as one of 
the fools in Iſrae/ : Now therefore I pray thee ſpeak 
unto the King, and he will not deny me unto thee. How- 
beit, 4mnon would not hearken unto her voice, but be- 
ing ſtronger than ſhe, forced Thamar and lay with her. 
And then was his hatred ſo great againſt her, that he 
thruſt her from him, and bad her get her out of his fight: 
Well ( faid Thamar) Thou haft no caule thus to in- 
treat me, for this evil, that thou putteſt me away, is 
oreater than that thou didſt unto me. Nevertheleſs, 
there was no remedy, but out of his houſe ſhe muſt go.

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Timothp, was a certain Captain of the 4mm 

mites, which was twice overcome and put to flight of 

eMaccabew, and at the third time fo fore diſcomfited 

(through help of the five Men which' God made to ap- 

ar on Horſeback, with Bridles of Gold leading the 

_ and two of them hiving eMaccabew between 

them ) that Timorhy's Holt were fo confounded with 

blindneſs and fo fore afraid, that they fell down and 

were ſlain of them, twenty thouſand and five hundred 

Foot-men, with ſix hundred Horſemen, and he himſelf 
fain to take the ſtrong hold of GaFar, to the which 

eMaccabenus laid fiege four days, and could not win 
it. Wherefore they within (truſting to the ſtrength of 
the hold) fell to curſing and railing on the Fews with 
moſt ſpiteful words, and made fo great cracks and 
boaſt of their ſtrength, that on the filth day, the Fews 
were ſochafed in their minds, that with bold courage 
they ſcaled the Walls, and fet the Ports on fire, and 
burnt thoſe crackers and blaſphemers, and got the Caſtle 
which was two days in deſtroying, where (at the laſt) 
they found Timothy (which was crept into a corner) and 
fle w him, with Cereas his Brother, Captain of the Caſtle.

Timothp, was a certain godly Diſciple, whoſe 
Mother was a Jew, and his Father a Greciav, Of this 
Man there went ſo good a _ of his vertuous living 
among the brethren of Ly#ra and Iconium, that Paul 
was much defirous to have him go forth with him in his 
Journey, wherefore he took and circumciſed him, becauſe 
of the Fews in thoſe Quarters, which knew his Fa- 
ther to be a Greek, And fo went Timothy forth with 
Paul, and ( as he reporteth ) even as a Son with the 
Father, beſtowed he his labour with him upon the 
Goſpel.

Toby, was a godly Man of the Tribe and City of Tv. :. 


Nephtali : And being brought into great captivity, in 
the days of $a/maxaſar King of A4ſſyria, yer would he 
not forſake the way of truth, nor worſhip the golden 
Calves (as others did) neither yet defile himſelf with the 
Heathens meat , but always kept his heart pure unto 
God. For the which, the Lord gave him ſuch favour in 
the ſight of Sa/maneſar the King, that Toby had power 
| to go where he would, and to do whatſoever he liſted. 
Then Toby having this liberty, went about comforting 
all thoſe that were in Priſon, both with his goods and 
godly exhortations. Such was his daily exerciſe to feed 
the hungry, to cloath the naked, and to bury the dead, 
with ſuch like deeds of Charity. And when the time 
came that S$ennacherib (which hated the Children of I- 
racl) raigned in his Father's ſtead, and 1n his wrath flew 
many'of chem: Toby buried their bodies, for the which 
the King commanded to {lay him, and to take away his 
Ss 2 goods, 
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goods, who nevertheleſs (through friendſhip) eſcaped 


and fled. And after the Kings death, being ſlain of his 
own Sons within xlv. days after, Toby returned and 
was reſtored to his goods again, and called his kindred 
and friends together,and made a great feaſt. And ſitting 
at the Table with his Gueſts, one told him there lay an 
| apr {lain in the ſtreet, who then immediately leape 
rom the Board, and went faſting to the dead Corple, and 
brought him home to his houſe, where he hid him pri- 
vily until the Sun was down, and then buried him. 
For the which deed his friends reproved- him, becaule 
he had been in danger but a little before, even for the 
like matter. Bur nevertheleſs, Toby ( fearing GOD 
more than the King) would take the ſlain, . and hide 
them in his houſe, and bury them at Midaight. Info- 
much that one time he was ſo weary with burying the 
dead, that he got him home, and laid him down be- 
ſide a Wall for wearine(s, where he fell aſleep: And fo 
lying, there fell down upon his eyes, warm dung out 
of a Swallows Nelt, which took away his ſight, that he 
could not ſee, againſt the which plague of blindneſs he 
never grudged, but remained ſtedfaſt in the fear of 


God, g1ving him thanks as well for that, as other gifts 
- of hea 


ch. And this temptation. God ſuffered to fall on 
Toby, for an example of patience to all that. ſhould come 
after. Finally, of his great patience, deeds of charity,and 
other godly exhortations, his book is full. He loſt his 
fight at the age of. (ix and fifty years. And was reſto- 
xcd at three-(core, ſo-that he remained blind about four 
years. And lived aſter he had received his ſight two and 
forty years, and (o he dyed at the age of an hundred and 
two.years, and was honourably buried in the City of 
Ninive. Toby, the Lord i good.

and forty years) ie departed with his Wite and ſeven *#+ 
Sons to the City of Kages, where he found his Fa- 
ther and Mother-in law , both living in great age, on 
whom he took the care.until they died, and was Heir to 

all their Goods. And when this Toby had lived xcix. 
years, he dyed and was buried. After whoſe death, his. 
Poſterity continued in ſuch an holy converſation of life, 
that they were beloved and accepted. both of God and 
Man.

Tryphon, was a certain great Man which took 
part with King Alexander againſt King Prolemy. And 
when Alexanaer was dead, Tryphon tound the means 
to get his young Son Antiochus out of the hands of E- 
maſcuel the Arabian (who had brought him up) to reign 
in his Fathers ſtead. And when he had got the govern- 
ment of the young King, he conceived treaſon againſt 
him, which he thought could never be well brought to 
paſs, ſo long as Fexathan ( whom the King had made 
High Prieſt) was his friend, wherefore he ſought to 
kill Fonarhay, that he might come the eaſter by his wick- 
ed purpoſe. So Tryphon: went to a place called Berhſan, 
at the which place Jonathan met him with forty thou- 
fand Men. Then Tryphon perceiving the great Hoſt 
that Jonathan brought, was afraid, and thought it nor 
beſt to meddle with him at that time, but to uſe ſome 
licy how to betray him. And ſo commanding all his 
Souldiers to be as obedient to Fonarhar in all things, 
even as they would be unto himſelf, he received him 
honourably with great rewards. And being met toge- 
ther, Tryphon ſaid to Jonathan : Why haſt thou cau- 
ſed this People to take ſuch travail, ſeeing there is no 
War between us ? Therefore ſend them home again, 
and choſe certain Men to wait upon thee, and come 
thou with me to Pro/emar, for | will give it thee, with 
other ſtrong Holds, for that 1s the only cauſe of my 


coming, and fo I muſt depart. Then Foxarhas (believ- * 


ing Tryphon) ſent away his Hoſt, all ſave a thouſand, 
and ſo went with Tryphon to Prolemass, And afſoon as 
Fonathan and his Men were entred the City, the Gates 
were ſhut and 7onathan put in ward;and all his Men were 
ſlain. After this, Tryphon went into the Land of Pads 


with 


OE , 
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with a great Hoſt, having 7onathas with him in ward. 
And when he had knowledge that Simon ſtood up in the 
ſtead of his Brother 7onathan, and that he would come 
againſt him, he ſent word to Simon, that whereas he 
kept 7onathas his Brother in ward, it was but for mony 
he ought in the King's account, and other buſineſs he had 
in hand. Therefore if he would ſend him an hundred 
Talents of Silver, and the two Sons of 7onathan to 
be their Father's ſurety, he would ſend him home again: 
But Simon knew his diſſembling heart well enough.

Paul came, from thence they went with Paul to 7eru- 
ſalem, where certain fews which were of 4ſia, moved 
the People againſt. Paul, complaining of him; that he 
had brought Greeks with him to pollute the Temple, be- 
cauſe they ſaw Trophimas with himn the. City, whom 
they, 
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they ſappoled Pau! had brought into the Temple. 


Tubal, was the Son of Lamech by his Wife 4dah, 
And was the firſt that invented the Science of Mulick, by 
the ſtrokes and noile of the hammers of his brother Tu- 
balcain which was a Smuh, and the firſt finder out of 
Mettal, and the working thereof. 7«bal was his brother 
by Father and Mother, and Tabalcain only by the Father, 
tor Zillah was his Mother. Tubal, born, or brought, 
or worldly, Tubalcain, Worldly poſſeſon.

ASHTI, was a very fair Woman,: and Wife to 

y Ahaſhuerus (otherwile called Arraxerxes) King 
of Perfis, And becauſe ſhe would not come to the 
King when he ſent for her, a Law was deviſed and 
made by the ſeven Princes of Perſia and eMedia. 
That foraſmuch as it could not be choſen, but that this

Urban, was a certain faithful Chriſtian Brother, 
to whom Paul ſent greetings, ſaying : Salute {rbar

Uriah, the H:izr:te, was a Man always ( for the 
moſt part) imployed in the King's Wars with Foab the 
King's Captain-General. This Ariah had a fair Wo- 


man to his Wife called Barhſbebs, whom King David

(in his abſence) had got with Child. And when the King 
had knowledge that the Woman was conceived, he ſent 
for Hrizs to come home. Who being come to the King, 
and hid told him of all things concerning Foab and his 
Men of War: The King bad him go home to his houſe, 
and repole himſelf there a while with his Wife. And 6 
{{rias being departed from the King, went not home to 
his Wife, but lay without the King's Gate, he and all his 
Men that night. And when on the morrow,the King had 
knowledge thereof, he ſent for Urias, and demanded why 
he went not home. To whom he ſaid: The Ark of i/- 
rael and Juda dwell in Tents, and my Lord Foab and 
the ſervants of my Lord, abide in the open Fields: ſhall 
-I then go into mine houſe to eat and drink, and lye with 
my Wite? By thy life, and by the life of thy foul, I will 
not do this thing. : Then he was commanded to tarry a 
day or two more, and the King wrote a Letter to Joab, 
the Tenour whereof was this : That he ſhould ſer Urzias 
in the fore front of the Battel, where it was ſharpeſt, 
to the intent he might be (lain. And fo Urias depar-. 
ted from the King, carrying his own death with him, 
and was ſoon diſpatched out of his life. Urias, the light
